REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  FOR  1943 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

Again  during  the  past  year  the  Selectmen  advocated  and  practiced 
strict  economy  in  all  departments  and  as  you  will  note  by  the  balances 
in  this  Town  Report  most  departments  have  co-operated  with  our  Board. 

The  major  problem  now  confronting  Scituate  is  the  problem  of 
post-war  planning,  in  order  that  we  may  be  of  assistance  to  the  return¬ 
ing  men  and  women  from  the  armed  services  to  peace  and,  of  course, 
we  want  to  naturally  do  those  things  that  will  make  this  desirable 
transition  function  smoothly  and  to  provide  employment  for  the  return¬ 
ing  men.  With  this  in  mind  some  time  ago  the  Selectmen  organized 
as  a  committee  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Emergency  Public 
Works  Commission  appointed  by  Governor  Saltonstall.  We  asked 
the  heads  of  Town  Departments  to  submit  to  us  propositions  that  in 
their  opinion  would  provide  worth-while  jobs  for  the  men  and  women 
who  will  be  released  from  the  armed  forces  and  from  war  industry. 
They  have  submitted  many  projects  and  we  are  now  carefully  studying 
all  of  them  with  the  idea  we  should  make  every  effort  to  limit  the 
projects  to  those  that  are  worth-while  and  really  needed  and  from 
which  Scituate  will  receive  a  future  lasting  benefit.  It  should  not  be 
considered  sound  economy  to  develop  projects  merely  for  their  employ¬ 
ment  value,  because  such  projects  add  to  the  burden  of  taxation  with¬ 
out  producing  commensurate  returns. 

In  the  very  near  future  the  Postwar  Committee  will  be  enlarged 
and  many  citizens  and  organizations  will  be  asked  to  assist  the  Select¬ 
men  in  placing  the  town  in  readiness  to  start  actual  post-war  construction 
and  inasmuch  as  vast  sums  of  money  will  be  necessary  during  the  post¬ 
war  era  we  feel  the  best  way  for  the  voters  to  continue  to  assist  us  is 
in  supporting  our  present  economy  slogan:  SPEND  TO  WIN  THE 
WAR.  SAVE  TO  SAVE  SCITUATE. 

The  Town  of  Scituate  is  now  free  of  debt  with  the  exception  of 
debt  incurred  by  the  purchase  of  the  Water  Department,  and  this  debt 
is  being  reduced  annually  in  a  most  orderly  way.  We  have  invested 
in  Government  Bonds  or  in  our  surplus  account  approximately  $200,000. 
We  believe  this  to  be  a  financial  statement  in  which  you  all  should 
take  a  personal  pride.

The  Board  made  a  house  to  house  canvass  throughout  the  entire 
Town  of  Scituate  as  required  by  Chapter  440  of  the  Acts  of  1938,  an 
Act  transferring  certain  duties  of  local  Assessors  to  the  Registrars  of 
Voters  relative  to  the  listing  of  inhabitants. 

The  attention  of  interested  parties  is  called  to  Chapter  51,  Section  2 
of  the  General  Laws,  viz.:  If  the  name  of  a  female  who  is  duly  regis¬ 
tered  as  a  voter  is  changed  by  marriage  or  by  decree  of  court,  her 
right  to  vote  in  her  former  name  shall  continue  until  January  first  next 
following.  Adherence  to  this  law  requires  every  female  now  on  the 
voting  list  whose  name  is  changed  by  marriage  or  by  decree  of  court 
to  appear  at  an  advertised  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Registrars  and 
re-register  as  a  voter  if  desirous  of  continuing  to  vote  in  Scituate,  as 
her  previous  name  will  automatically  be  stricken  from  the  list.

Juvenile  Delinquency 

A  marked  increase  in  juvenile  delinquency  has  been  apparent. 
Many  cases  of  vandalism  have  been  reported,  not  all  the  work  of 
juveniles.  These  acts,  causing  property  damage  (in  most  cases),  have 
been  adjudicated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  aggrieved  parties.  Fifteen 
offenders  were  before  the  court  on  delinquency  charges  growing  out 
of  unlawful  entries  and  larcenies.  In  most  of  these  instances  the  stolen 
property  has  been  recovered  or  restitution  made.  It  has  been  the 
purpose  of  this  department,  and  with  full  accord  of  the  Court,  to  protect 
first  offenders  charged  with  delinquency  from  a  court  record,  which 
might  be  a  severe  handicap  in  later  life.  In  this  respect  much  credit 
is  due  Howard  S.  Pierce,  Esq.,  Juvenile  Probation  Officer  of  Plymouth 
County.  He  has  been  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  rehabilitate  young 
offenders  and  has  been  extremely  cooperative  with  this  department  in 
its  efforts  to  recover  stolen  property. 

Bicycle  Registration 

The  “New  Bicycle  Act,”  so  called,  which  was  adopted  by  the  town 
at  the  annual  meeting,  March  1,  1943,  was  put  into  effect.  Registra¬ 
tions  were  issued  to  approximately  747  bicycle  owners.  A  set  of  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  bicycles  was  given  each  registrant. 
Fees  totaling  $179.35  were  turned  over  to  the  town  treasurer,  leaving 
a  cash  balance  of  $7.40.  An  expense  of  $77.93  covering  various  items 
connected  with  these  registrations  of  bicycles  was  paid  from  the  police 
budget.  The  benefits  expected  from  the  registrations  of  bicycles  have 
in  a  large  measure  been  realized.  Many  wheels  unlawfully  appropri¬ 
ated  here  have  been  located  in  adjacent  communities  and  bicycles  recov¬ 
ered  locally  which  had  been  taken  unlawfully  from  other  towns  were 
returned  to  the  owners.

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REPORT  OP  THE 

AIRPORT  COMMITTEE 


At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  March  1,  1943,  under  Article 
24,  it  was 

“VOTED:  To  instruct  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  Committee  of 
five  to  study  all  phases  of  an  airport  to  be  located  in  the  Town.” 

Pursuant  to  said  Vote  the  following  Committee  was  appointed  by 
the  Moderator: 

Walter  S.  Allen 
Wallace  Goodnow 
John  J.  Heffernan 
M.  Gale  Lemoine 
William  F.  Slattery 

One  of  said  Committee  Members,  M.  Gale  Lemoine,  has  been  for  several 
years  actively  engaged  in  aeronautic  operational  work,  and  is  now 
engaged  in  airplane  transportation  for  the  United  States  Government. 
Desiring  to  have  available  the  advice  and  assistance  of  Mr.  Lemoine, 
the  organization  of  the  Committee  was  postponed  from  time  to  time 
awaiting  the  availability  of  Mr.  Lemoine.  Finally,  Mr.  Lemoine  being 
unable  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Committee,  and  with  Mr.  Wallace 
Goodnow  discontinuing  his  residence  in  Scituate,  the  remaining  members 
of  the  Committee  appointed,  namely  Walter  S.  Allen,  John  J.  Heffernan 
and  William  F.  Slattery,  undertook  the  study  entrusted  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  investigated  probable  sites.  No  appropriation  was  made 
for  the  Committee  to  enable  it  to  make  a  real  comprehensive  study 
of  the  matter. 

Members  of  the  Committee  conferred  with  officials  of  the  U.  S. 
Civil  Aeronautics  Commission  and  the  Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Com¬ 
mission.  The  Committee  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Ingals,  of  the  U.  S.  Civil 
Aeronautics  Administration,  for  his  advices  and  his  coming  to  Scituate 
to  view  sites,  particularly  that  lying  between  Driftway  Road  and  the 
North  Bank  of  the  North  River,  which  your  Committee  had  considered 
as  a  probable  site.  This  site  was  deemed  to  be  inadequate  in  area 
and  heavy  expense  would  be  involved  in  constructing  a  suitable  airport 
there. 

There  are  many  factors  to  be  considered  in  airport  planning. 
Much  has  been  learned  in  the  past  few  years  concerning  the  necessity 
of  proper  planning  in  the  construction  of  airports.  It  is  a  commonly 
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acknowledged  and  well  known  fact  that  if  costly  mistakes  are  to  be 
avoided  in  the  undertaking,  a  comprehensive,  preconceived  plan  is 
of  essential  importance.  Nowhere  is  this  more  true  than  in  the  selection 
of  a  site  and  the  development  of  an  airport. 

Of  first  importance  in  the  planning  of  any  airport  is  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  type  of  air  service  the  port  is  to  serve,  in  addition  airports 
which  will  furnish  storage  and  operating  facilities  for  such  activities 
as  sales,  service,  school,  aerial  photography  and  crop  dusting,  etc. 

In  the  case  of  smaller  cities  and  communities,  the  airport  will  be 
expected  to  accommodate  both  the  miscellaneous  operations  and  the 
scheduled  transports. 

A  common  mistake  in  the  past  has  been  the  starting  of  an  airport 
on  a  limited  area  located  in  such  a  way  that  expansion  was  economically 
impossible  because  of  paved  streets,  highways,  railroads  and  other 
permanent  developments. 

The  result  has  been  that  many  of  these  airports  have  proven  inade¬ 
quate  in  the  face  of  steady  growth  and  expansion  of  local  operations 
and  the  increased  size  of  the  scheduled  transports.  Many  have  had 
to  be  abandoned  in  favor  of  new  locations  which  provided  sufficient 
area. 

The  experience  and  knowledge  gained  from  the  past  indicates  that 
in  the  selection  and  development  of  any  airport  site  emphasis  should 
be  placed  upon  the  acquisition  of  a  land  area  sufficient  for  the  type 
of  operations  which  the  airport  will  ultimately  serve,  even  though  the 
development  of  only  a  portion  of  it  is  undertaken  initially. 

Of  first  consideration,  therefore,  in  the  planning  of  any  airport 
is  the  determination  of  the  type  of  airport  necessary  for  the  aviation 
activities  contemplated.  Not  only  should  provision  be  made  for  present 
operations  but  careful  consideration  should  be  given  to  long  range 
planning  for  all  future  operations  as  nearly  as  they  can  be  anticipated. 

All  airport  construction  and  improvement  projects  should  be 
planned  in  a  series  of  progressive  stages  commonly  referred  to  as  stage 
construction.  The  progressive  stages  of  development  should  be  planned 
to  accomplish  additional  usable  units  as  the  increasing  need  for  addi¬ 
tional  airport  facilities  occurs.  All  stage  construction  should  be  in 
conformity  with  the  master  plan  for  the  ultimate  development. 

The  problem  of  determining  the  size  of  airport  to  be  developed 
in  any  given  locality  is  extremely  complex,  depending  not  only  on  the 
types  of  aircraft  which  are  to  be  accommodated  at  the  airport  in  the 
immediate  future,  but  also  upon  some  estimate  of  long  term  future 
requirements. 

In  order  to  determine  whether  or  not  a  given  airport  is  adequate 
in  size  for  the  safe  operation  of  a  given  airplane,  it  is  necessary  to 
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compare  the  distance  required  for  the  airplane  to  take  off  and  to  land 
with  the  landing  area  length  available  at  that  airport. 

Mr.  Ingalls  stated  to  a  Member  of  your  Committee  that  the  Federal 
Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  in  1939  had  selected  throughout  the 
country  about  4,000  cities  or  towns  that  should  have  airport  sites,  among 
which  was  Scituate,  and  that  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  will 
be  most  willing  to  advise  in  considerations,  investigations  and  selection 
of  airport  sites  and  matters  of  the  basic  factors  in  the  preparation  of 
a  plan  for  the  development  thereof. 

The  Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commission,  through  its  Chairman, 
has  expressed  its  willingness  to  advise  in  the  matters  relating  to  a 
proposed  airport. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  any  airport  for  Scituate 
be  a  ‘‘Plan  II  Classification”  which  type  serves  general  population 
range  of  five  thousand  to  twenty-five  thousand,  to  accommodate  larger 
size  privately-owned  type  planes  and  some  small  size  transport  planes. 
This  represents  roughly  planes  in  the  gross  weight  classification  between 
four  thousand  and  fifteen  thousand  pounds,  requiring  landing  strip 
lengths  of  twenty-five  hundred  to  thirty-five  hundred  feet,  having  suf¬ 
ficiently  clear  approaches  from  the  ends  of  the  runways.  In  addition 
to  sufficient  areas  for  the  runways,  consideration  must  be  given  to 
provide  sufficient  area  and  facilities  for  airport  terminal  building,  or 
group  of  buildings  as  the  case  may  be,  which  should  provide  the  same 
facilities  for  serving  shippers,  passengers  and  the  general  public  as 
are  found  in  other  transportation  terminals;  not  necessarily  on  as  exten¬ 
sive  a  scale  to  begin  with,  but  at  least  with  the  same  degree  of  excellence. 
The  principal  terminal  building  is  the  administration  building  to  include 
an  office  of  the  Airport  Manager,  so  located  as  to  command  an  unob¬ 
structed  view  of  the  entire  landing  area;  United  States  Weather  Bureau 
and  Communications  offices,  ticket,  telegraph  and  information  offices. 

Comfortable  waiting  rooms  overlooking  the  landing  area;  freight, 
baggage,  express,  mail  and  check  rooms;  public  telephone  service,  and 
concession  stands,  and  provision  should  be  made  for  an  airport  traffic 
control  tower  as  required  by  the  traffic  handling  at  the  airport. 

There  are  many  factors  influencing  the  selection  of  an  airport  site. 

Each  community  with  its  particular  topography,  meteorological 
and  other  local  conditions,  presents  a  different  problem  wdien  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  an  airport  site  is  considered.  The  problem  is  one  which  deserves 
careful  study  in  each  individual  case  since  it  involves  the  safety  and 
efficiency  of  operations  and  an  investment  of  a  considerable  sum  of 
money.  Each  airport  presents  an  individual  problem  demanding  com¬ 
petent  engineering  knowledge  and  experience  for  its  satisfactory  so¬ 
lution. 
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Primary  consideration  should  be  given  to  those  factors  which 
directly  affect  the  safety  of  operations  from  the  airport.  These  may 
briefly  be  summarized  as:  an ‘adequate  area,  a  firm,  well  drained  surface 
at  all  times,  favorable  meteorological  conditions,  freedom  from  sur¬ 
rounding  obstructions,  and  maintenance  of  sufficient  distance  from  other 
airports.  It  is  urgently  recommended  that  an  area  adequate  for  all 
future  needs,  as  nearly  as  can  be  anticipated,  should  be  controlled  from 
the  start  of  an  airport  project  in  order  to  provide  for  future  expansion. 

Your  Committee  has  had  insufficient  time  and  has  not  had  available 
to  it  facilities  to  enable  it  to  recommend  at  this  time  the  selection  by 
the  Town  of  a  particular  site  for  an  airport  but  does  recommend  that 
additional  study  be  given  to  it,  as  an  airport  within  the  Town  of 
Scituate  will  be  a  valuable  asset  for  future  development  of  the  TowTn 
and  make  available  to  the  Town  facilities  vitally  necessary  in  the 
post-war  era. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  Town  vote  to 
instruct  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  Committee  to  further  study  all 
phases  of  an  airport  to  be  located  in  the  Town  and  that  such  Com¬ 
mittee  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  engage  services  of  competent 
engineering  knowledge  and  experience  to  assist  in  such  further  study 
to  the  end  that  a  satisfactory  solution  be  had.

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REPORT  OF 

PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


Citizens  of  Scituate: 

We  submit  for  your  approval  our  annual  report  for  1943. 

After  a  belated  and  uncertain  start  due  to  labor  conditions  our 
men  finally  got  started  and  by  hard  work  and  a  good  break  from  the 
weather  they  brought  the  parks  into  good  condition  by  the  middle  of 
July. 

On  July  15  Mr.  John  Dalby  and  Mr.  Ernest  Litchfield,  who  had 
served  as  Park  Commissioners  for  several  years,  submitted  their  res¬ 
ignations.  July  29  the  remaining  commissioner  and  the  Selectmen 
acting  as  a  committee  chose  Mr.  Clifford  L.  Ward,  Sr.  and  Miss  F. 
Eugenia  Brown  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

For  the  remainder  of  the  season  we  found  men  enough  capable  of 
carrying  on  the  work  of  maintaining  the  parks. 

Outside  of  the  usual  maintenance  we  had  the  flagpole  at  Lawson 
Park  painted  two  coats  by  a  local  steeplejack.  We  repaired  and 
painted  the  fence  along  the  breakwater  at  the  Minot  waterfront.  This 
fence  will  have  to  be  replaced  in  a  few  years.  The  comfort  station 
at  Peggoty  Beach  was  painted,  several  panes  of  glass  reset,  and  new 
shutters  built.  We  also  painted  the  picket  fence  at  Second  Cliff  Park. 

The  new  Park  Commissioners  have  decided  upon  a  policy  of 
improvement  and  beautification  of  the  entire  park  system.  The  first 
project  along  this  line  is  treatment  of  Lawson  Park  with  a  heavy  coat 
of  kelp.  We  believe  that  fertilization  is  one  of  the  most  necessary 
needs  of  the  parks  for  the  next  few  years. 

In  November  the  Scituate  Kiwanis  Club  gave  the  town  a  beautiful 
Honor  Roll  as  a  temporary  memorial  to  the  boys  and  girls  from  Scituate 
in  the  service  of  their  country.  It  was  erected  on  Lawson  Park  and  . 
we  believe  it  is  a  worthwhile  addition  to  our  park  system.  The  Kiwanis 
Club  is  to  be  commended  for  the  spirit  and  industry  shown  in  this 
endeavor.

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REPORT  OF 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


January  12,  1944. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year 
1943. 

During  the  past  year  the  department  has  functioned  smoothly  and, 
1  think,  efficiently.  As  in  other  departments,  the  shortage  of  man  power 
has  been  our  major  problem.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  most  of  our  call 
firemen  are  at  present  engaged  in  work  in  essential  industries  out  of 
town,  it  is  remarkable  that  they  have  kept,  to  a  great  degree,  their  usual 
high  average  of  fire  attendances. 

Our  oldest  pumping  engine  (Engine  1)  is  now  out  of  commission 
and  there  is  no  possibility  of  obtaining  the  replacement  parts  necessary 
to  repair  it.  The  White  Co.  has  advised  us  that  the  parts  in  question 
have  not  been  manufactured  for  some  years  and  their  stock  of  these 
items  is  exhausted.  It  does  not  seem  practical  to  replace  this  pumping 
unit  at  this  time,  but  it  will  be  of  primary  importance  immediately 
after  the  present  state  of  war  emergency  has  passed. 

All  stations  have  been  repaired  and  painted  where  necessary,  and 
Station  1  (Brook  St.)  roof  has  been  re-shingled.  All  of  the  apparatus 
and  equipment  has  been  thoroughly  checked  and  overhauled  when 
necessary  and  is  in  good  operating  condition.  It  should  be  noted,  how¬ 
ever,  that  some  of  this  apparatus  is  of  ancient  vintage  and  could  develop 
serious  trouble  at  any  time.  All  repairing,  painting  and  mechanical 
work  was  done,  as  far  as  possible,  by  the  men  of  the  department  at 
a  considerable  saving  to  the  town. 

I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  and  to  all  other 
departments  and  officials  for  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  shown  this 
department  in  the  past  year.

Gentlemen: 

W  e  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  activities  during  the 
year  1943. 
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During  the  past  year  our  organization  has  maintained  all  activities 
as  reported  in  the  last  Town  Report.  The  probability  of  attack  appears 
to  be  constantly  lessening,  but  the  possibility  does  certainly  exist,  also 
the  threat  of  sabotage  or  ordinary  civilian  disaster  because  of  increased 
commercial  activities  cannot  be  ignored.  For  those  reasons,  and  be¬ 
cause  of  the  urgent  request  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  we  are  holding  our  organization  readv 
for  action  if  necessary. 

W  e  have  had  one  occasion  during  the  year  to  respond  to  an  emer¬ 
gency  w7hen  on  July  31,  a  Navy  blimp  made  a  forced  landing  in  our 
town.  Upon  request  of  the  Naval  authorities  received  at  midnight, 
such  part  of  the  organization  as  was  needed  was  activated  in  a  very 
few  minutes  and  stayed  on  duty  during  18  consecutive  hours.  We  were 
not  only  thanked  for  our  services,  but  complimented  for  our  efficiencv 
by  the  Naval  Officer  in  Command  of  the  Weymouth  Base. 

Our  Red  Cross  Motor  Corps  which  has  volunteered  as  a  part  of 
our  organization,  activated  seven  station  wagons  full)  equipped  as 
ambulances  and  covered  five  posts,  including  the  medical  center  on 
every  alert.  In  addition  it  has  worked  6689  hours  and  driven  14,986 
miles,  transporting  1471  patients  to  hospitals,  and  volunteers  to  the 
Blood  Bank.  These  ladies  have  furnished  their  own  cars,  given  their 
time,  and  provided  the  gasoline  and  tires  used  at  their  own  expense. 
Their  assistance  to  this  committee  has  been  invaluable. 

About  a  year  ago  our  Town  Salvage  Committee  asked  us  to  take 
on  that  work.  We  have  established  a  dump  for  tin  in  the  detached 
garage  at  Police  Headquarters  and  have  shipped  about  2  tons  of  pre¬ 
pared  tin  cans.  We  are  also  just  finishing  a  house-to-house  pickup  of 
paper  and  have  shipped  upwards  of  25  tons  of  it.  This  salvage  activit) 
is  very  difficult  to  handle  as  the  prices  obtained  do  not  meet  the  expense 
of  handling  so  that  much  of  the  work  must  be  done  by  volunteers,  or 
at  Town  expense,  which  we  have  avoided. 

This  Committee,  with  a  few  additional  members,  acting  as  the 
Scituate  Servicemen  s  Recreation  Committee  and  financed  by  the  L.S.O., 
have  operated  the  Colonial  Inn  property  on  Meeting  House  Lane  for 
the  past  year.  We  ha\e  sleeping  accommodations  for  twenty  men  in 
the  winter,  and  forty  men  in  the  summer.  \\  e  also  run  weekly  dancer 
with  junior  hostesses,  under  the  supervision  of  senior  hostesses,  for 
servicemen  stationed  in  this  area.  A  group  of  ladies  from  the  Mayflower 
Guild,  Congregational  Church,  meet  weekly,  and  do  mending  for  the 
boys.  Also  a  local  artist  has  made  many  paintings  in  miniature  of 
the  boys  to  be  sent  home. 

Our  Vice-Chairman  has  accepted  appointment  as  Chairman  of 
the  American  Red  Cross  Camp  and  Hospital  Committee  of  our  local 
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Chapter  and  has  provided  a  great  amount  of  needed  articles  which 
the  Government  does  not  supply,  for  the  boys  in  our  hospitals.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town: 

The  past  year  found  highway  activities  at  a  point  lower  than  those 
of  former  years.  Under  present  conditions  it  was  virtually  impossible 
to  secure  labor.  Shipyards  and  other  wartime  industries  claimed  almost 
all  available  help.  Pipe  and  other  necessary  material  could  not  be 
purchased  as  the  Government  appropriated  the  most  of  it  for  its  own 
use.  Tar,  at  first  allotted  to  the  municipalities  under  a  ration  system, 
was  finally  declared  by  the  Public  Roads  Administration  to  be  in  suf¬ 
ficient  quantity  that  we  could  use  any  amount  we  chose  and  where 
to  apply  it.  As  a  result  we  tarred  many  more  miles  of  road  this  year 
than  we  did  in  the  past  years.  Tarring  is  the  only  operation  we  can 
perform  on  a  fairly  large  scale  with  our  limited  force.  Frost  boils 
caused  many  eruptions  in  the  streets  which  we  endeavored  to  fill  with 
bituminous  patch,  but  like  all  other  material  it  was  impossible  to 
purchase  this  till  the  War  Production  Board  took  it  off  their  forbidden 
list.  In  the  meantime  we  made  our  own.  A  long,  tedious  task  with 
our  limited  help.  We  shall  have  to  forego  many  of  the  accommoda¬ 
tions  we  once  realized  during  the  Winter  months  when  we  had  large 
snow  storms.  We  sanded  the  intersections,  railroad  crossings  and  hills. 
Sand  at  the  present  time  is  very  scarce  and  we  are  using  it  sparingly 
so  as  to  be  stocked  sufficiently  in  case  of  a  real  bad  freeze. 

As  I  do  not  intend  to  seek  re-election  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  wholeheartedly  all  the  various  Town  agencies 
and  departments  who  have  co-operated  with  myself  and  my  employees. 
To  the  people  of  the  town  I  have  eternal  gratitude  for  the  faith  and 
confidence  which  they  placed  in  me  during  my  thirteen  years  of  public 
life.  These  kind  associations  made  my  tenure  of  office  a  pleasant  one 
indeed.

Gentlemen : 

Although  we  are  a  Federal  Agency,  our  activities  affect  every 
citizen  in  town  and  as  Town  funds  carry  one-third  of  our  expenses,  we 
felt  we  would  like  the  privilege  of  making  a  brief  statement  to  you 
upon  our  work,  to  be  incorporated  in  your  annual  Town  Report. 

Immediately  after  the  town  voted  us  funds  at  the  1943  annual 
meeting,  we  moved  from  the  inadequate  quarters  in  the  Town  Hall  to 
a  house  at  420  Country  Way.  On  May  1,  1943,  a  new  chairman  was 
appointed  who  has  devoted  his  entire  time  to  the  Board’s  business  since 
that  date.  On  June  1st,  1943,  we  obtained  Federal  authority  to  employ 
two  additional  clerks.  This  enlargement  of  personnel  and  quarters  made 
it  possible  to  eliminate  the  very  annoying  delays  in  handling  the  public. 

Because  the  house  we  were  occupying  was  sold,  we  were  obliged  to 
again  move,  and  did  so  on  August  4,  1943,  taking  the  second  floor  at 
70  Front  Street,  in  the  Harbor.  This  new  location  has  proved  to  be  the 
most  convenient  for  the  public  of  any  occupied. 

There  appears  to  be  little  reason  to  expect  any  lessening  of  detail 
for  the  coming  year.  We  wish  to  thank  the  school  teachers  who  did  a 
splendid  job  in  issuing  Food  Books  Nos.  2  and  4.  Our  regular  organi¬ 
zation  could  not  possibly  have  handled  this  job. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  everyone  by  now  that  Rationing  is  necessary 
and  that  we  must  expect  to  have  to  put  up  with  its  inconveniences  for 


r* 
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some  time  to  come,  in  order  to  protect  the  less  well-to-do  citizens  by 
assuring  a  just  division  of  scarce  commodities. 

Our  contribution  to  the  war  effort  is  a  very  disagreeable  and 
thankless  task  and  we  ask  your  cooperation  in  backing  up  our  Armed 
Forces.

Gentlemen : 

Engineering  work,  because  of  the  existing  conditions,  was  greatly 
curtailed.  I  believe,  however,  at  the  end  of  the  national  emergency 
this  department  should  receive  the  attention  of  the  citizens,  especially 
toward  bringing  our  Town  Maps  to  date.

4.  Preparing  plans  and  index  land  acquired  by  Town  by  fore¬ 
closure  of  Tax  Titles. 

5.  Establishing  definite  street  lines  where  none  existed  for  land 
court  surveys  and  other  surveys. 

6.  Appearing  at  the  Massachusetts  Land  Court  in  the  interest 
of  the  Town. 

7.  Making  miscellaneous  plans  for  various  Town  Departments.

Welfare  Department  problems,  including  settlement  of  cases  of 
City  of  Boston  vs.  Inhabitants  of  Scituate  and  counter-suits  in  the 
Suffolk  Superior  Court. 

Assistance  to  the  Water  Department  on  contract  and  easement. 

Annual  Town  Meeting  problems. 

Conferences  with  various  town  officials  on  such  questions  as 
zoning,  parks,  labor,  civil  service,  public  health,  licenses,  appropria¬ 
tions,  public  duties,  articles,  claims. 

It  is  the  aim  of  counsel  to  help  keep  the  town  out  of  litigation  and 
to  contribute  to  the  present  harmonious  relations  between  our  officials 
and  citizens.

REPORT  OF 

THE  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  EXTENSION  SERVICE 

No  greater  service  since  the  inception  of  the  Extension  Service 
has  been  rendered  Plymouth  County  towns  than  in  1943.  Under  war¬ 
time  conditions  the  County  Agricultural  Agents,  Home  Demonstration 
Agents,  and  4-H  Club  Agents  of  our  county  office  have  contributed 
heavily  to  the  wonderful  record  of  production.  The  past  year  has  seen 
thousands  of  new  producers  of  food  influenced  in  many  ways  directly 
or  indirectly  by  County  Aid  to  Agriculture.  A  great  tribute  is  due  the 
farmers  of  America  for  their  part  in  this  war  effort.  The  greatest 
production  in  history  was  achieved  under  the  most  severe  handicaps. 

In  addition  to  the  Food  Production  and  Preservation  program, 
other  new  responsibilities  fell  on  our  Extension  Service.  Assignments 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  in  handling  programs 
affecting  rural  people  have  had  a  definite  influence  in  the  conduct  of 
the  farm  business  and  home.  A  few  of  these  follow:  U.S.D.A.  War 
Board,  Farm  Labor  Program,  Farm  Rationing,  cooperation  with  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration,  Farm  Transportation,  Priorities  infor¬ 
mation,  War  Production  Board  assistance,  and  Selective  Service  help 
in  reporting  over  five  hundred  cases  for  agricultural  deferment. 

All  members  of  the  Extension  Staff  devoted  an  increasing  amount 
of  time  in  1943  to  the  promotion  of  production  and  preservation  of 
food,  with  particular  emphasis  on  home  food  production. 

Carrying  out  the  Governor’s  state-wide  request,  the  local  Extension 
Service  assumed  the  responsibility  of  setting  up  food  Production  and 
Preservation  Committees  in  each  town  of  Plymouth  County.  1  hese 
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committees  were  made  up  of  representatives  from  various  town  organi¬ 
zations.  Some  of  their  important  functions  included:  arranging  for 
mass  meetings  on  gardening  and  canning,  setting  up  information  centers, 
making  arrangements  for  plowing,  and  conducting  Victory  Harvest 
Fairs. 

• 

The  County  Extension  Staff  assisted  the  local  committees  by  con¬ 
ducting  meetings,  making  soil  tests,  preparing  newspaper  articles  and 
circular  letters.  Hundreds  of  home  gardeners  were  given  help  by  tele¬ 
phone,  office  calls  or  garden  visits.  The  agents  worked  with  local 
committees  in  arranging  for  the  harvest  fairs. 

The  work  accomplished  by  these  committees  was  a  real  contribution 
to  the  war  effort.  It  is  believed  that  the  experience  gained  along  these 
lines  in  1943  will  be  invaluable  to  a  still  greater  food  production  pro¬ 
gram  in  1944.  Tribute  is  due  the  Town  Committee  members  for  their 

valuable  work. 

• 

The  agricultural  agents*  wartime  program  has  been  a  flexible  one 
in  an  attempt  to  do  the  most  important  assignments  with  the  many 
other  new  responsibilities  delegated  these  agents.  The  Farm  Labor 
Program  assigned  to  the  Extension  Service  for  direction  and  adminis¬ 
tration  on  May  1,  though  difficult,  has  proven  of  considerable  success. 
Evidence  of  this  may  be  found  from  the  fact  that  614  farm  recruits 
were  found  and  placed  on  farms  during  the  year.  Grave  critical  needs 
for  permanent  dairy  and  poultry  help  is  still  a  major  problem.  Com¬ 
modity  educational  programs  were  conducted  for  dairymen,  poultry- 
men,  fruit,  vegetable,  and  cranberry  growers,  forestry  products,  and 
general  livestock  producers.  By  the  guidance  of  commodity  com¬ 
mittees  in  each  of  these  industries,  the  agricultural  agents  have  shaped 
their  educational  program  plans.  As  usual,  all  request  farm  visits 
have  been  fulfilled  as  promptly  and  efficiently  as  wartime  conditions 
have  allowed. 

Conservation  was  the  general  theme  of  the  Home  Department  in 
1943.  Meetings  were  conducted  in  many  towns  on  the  care  and  repair 
of  home  furnishings  and  equipment.  Homemakers  also  received  help 
along  the  lines  of  nutrition  and  food  buying  in  war  time,  and  renovation 
of  clothing.  Nearly  2,500  women  attended  the  111  canning  demon¬ 
strations  which  were  held  during  the  summer.  These  included  demon¬ 
strations  on  canning  vegetables,  fruits,  chicken,  fish,  and  meat.  From 
reports  received,  it  would  seem  that  these  same  women  canned  445,000 
jars  of  food — a  sizable  contribution  to  the  winter’s  food  supply.  Infor¬ 
mation  was  also  given  on  other  methods  of  food  preservation  and  home 
storage. 

The  4-H  Department  set  as  its  goal  for  1943  “More  Food  Produc¬ 
tion  and  Preservation  Club  Members.”  The  goal  was  reached,  for  the 
enrollment  was  1,100  in  1942  and  1,800  in  1943.  It  is  estimated  that

20.825  jars  were  canned  by  4-H  canning  club  members,  much  of  the 
food  being  produced  at  home  by  the  members  and  their  families. 

It  is  desired  that  the  garden  project  be  a  year-round  project,  and 
in  one  instance,  meetings  are  being  held  throughout  the  winter.  This 
gives  the  members  an  opportunity  to  plan  their  gardens  and  discuss 
their  problems  before  the  busy  planting  season  arrives. 

Emphasis  has  been  placed  on  conservation,  and  the  results  have 
been  most  satisfactory.  In  spite  of  shortages,  the  members  have  con¬ 
tinued  with  their  various  winter  projects — Home  Furnishings,  Handi¬ 
craft,  Clothing — making  something  new  from  something  old  whenever 
possible.

The  addition  of  such 
a  well  would  go  a  long  way  toward  supplying  our  greatest  present  need.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

December  31,  1943. 

Board  of  Water  Commissioners. 

Gentlemen : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  twelfth  annual  report  of  the  Scituate 
Water  Department  reviewing  the  work  performed  in  1943,  and  offer¬ 
ing  recommendations  for  future  consideration. 
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Continuous  and  increasing  deficiencies  in  rainfall,  for  the  past 
years,  amounting  to  37  inches  since  1939,  have  developed  a  serious 
shortage  of  water,  creating  an  emergency  that  should  be  obviated  as 
soon  as  possible. 

In  an  attempt  to  overcome  this  emergency,  action  was  started  in 
January  1943,  to  obtain  permission  and  authority  to  prospect  for 
water  in  the  Town  of  Norwell.  Owing  to  objections  raised  by  the 
Town  of  Norwell,  this  request  was  refused,  but  an  Act  of  Legislature 
was  passed  to  enable  the  Town  of  Scituate  to  lay  a  water  main  through 
Norwell  to  connect  with  the  mains  in  Hanover,  and  to  buy  water  from 
Hanover. 

The  act  also  permits  Scituate  to  sell  water  to  the  Town  of  Norwell, 
and  the  revenue  collected  in  Norwell  should  be  enough  to  retire  bonds 
and  interest  on  the  cost  of  the  project. 

The  cost  of  a  main  to  Hanover  is  so  great  that  the  Commissioners 
decided  to  continue  the  exploration  of  Stearns’  Meadow. 

After  considerable  work  by  the  Water  Department  employees,  a 
contractor  was  hired  to  carry  on  the  work,  and  shortly  thereafter  it 
became  apparent  that  there  was  a  possibility  of  constructing  a  gravel 
packed  well  of  sufficient  capacity  to  make  the  investment  worth-while 
to  the  Town.  The  information  obtained  indicates  a  possible  draft  of 
400,000  gallons  per  day  which,  together  with  what  we  now  have,  wfill 
supply  the  town  for  a  while,  and  laying  the  main  to  Hanover  can  be 
delayed  for  a  post-war  project. 

If  the  yield  in  Stearns'  Meadow  does  not  prove  satisfactory  and 
the  main  to  Hanover  is  not  laid,  the  filter  and  pumping  station  at  Old 
Oaken  Bucket  Pond  should  be  recommissioned  and  set  up  for  electric 
pumping  to  take  care  of  emergency  shortage  of  water. 

The  pump  has  been  pulled  out  of  the  well  at  North  Scituate  and 
cleaned  and  repaired.  There  is  an  excess  of  carbon  dioxide  gas  in 
the  water  at  the  North  Scituate  well  that  can  be  practically  eliminated 
by  pumping  the  water  through  an  aerator.  It  would  seem  feasible 
to  pump  this  water  through  an  aerator,  collect  it  in  a  pool  and  then 
pump  it  into  the  mains  and  thus  remove  the  troublesome  red  or  rusty 
water. 

If  a  good  supply  of  potable  water  be  developed  in  Stearns’  Meadow, 
the  pump  at  North  Scituate  should  be  set  in  the  Kent  Street  well  and 
the  pump  in  the  Kent  Street  well  should  be  set  in  Stearns’  Meadow. 
The  pumps  in  No.  9  well  in  Webster  Meadow  could  be  set  at  the  North 
Scituate  well  and  arranged  for  pumping  through  the  aerator. 

The  drouth  through  which  we  are  now  passing  promises  to  create 
an  extreme  emergency  insofar  as  the  water  supply  for  Scituate  is  con- 
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cerned.  Lacking  nearly  one  year  of  rainfall  in  the  last  five,  the  water 
tables  throughout  the  town  are  dangerously  low. 

Work  that  may  possibly  be  delayed  and  activated  as  a  post-war 
project  is  the  re-laying  of  mains  in  the  several  salt  water  crossings  in 
the  water  system.  These  crossings  are  now  made  with  unprotected 
cast-iron  pipe,  exposed  during  every  low  tide,  producing  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  action  by  the  weather,  salt  water,  and  ice. 

There  are  several  installations  of  mains  throughout  the  town,  re¬ 
placing  shallow  lines,  and  completing  circuits  that  may  well  be  set  up 
for  post-war  work.  Reconditioning  the  filter  and  pumping  plant  at  the 
Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  station  may  be  delayed  for  the  same  reason. 

During  November  a  six-inch  main  was  laid  in  First  Parish  Road, 
westerly  from  Grove  Street  to  the  Norwell  line.  This  installation  elimi¬ 
nated  a  long  shallow  line  that  required  a  continuous  flow  of  water  all 
through  the  winter  months,  wasting  thousands  of  gallons  of  water  every 
season.  It  provided  fire  protection  as  well  as  domestic  service  for  all 
the  property  west  of  Grove  Street.

REPORT  OF  THE 

TREE  WARDEN 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Gentlemen : 

This  year  30  maple  and  19  elm  shade  trees  were  planted  on  our 
•roadsides.  They  are  alive  and  growing  well. 

The  brush  on  our  street  intersections  was  cut  at  least  once,  and 
in  some  places  twice.  Many  of  these  have  slowly  started  to  seed  them¬ 
selves  into  grass  as  the  wild  brush  is  killed  out. 

The  roadside  brush  cutting  appropriation  was  used  on  some  of 
the  worst  streets.  There  are  many  more  that  should  be  cared  for  this 
vear  especially  in  the  Shore  Acres  and  Egypt  sections. 

Very  few  Gypsy  Moths  were  found  this  Near.  Most  of  them  have 
been  carried  to  us  by  cars  coming  from  the  Cape  in  previous  years. 
The  Brown  Tail  Moth  is  still  found  in  small  colonies  at  Humarock. 
They  were  cut  off  and  sprayed  this  summer. 
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The  elms  were  sprayed  twice  for  the  Elm  Beetle.  1  he  Dutch  Elm 
disease  has  not  been  found  nearer  than  Berkshire  County  this  year. 
But  our  next  pest,  the  Japanese  Beetle  is  slowly  coming  east,  this  year 
it  was  in  Springfield,  Mass.  Spraying  is  the  best  way  to  kill  both 
of  these  pests  and  stop  Dutch  Elm  disease.

Commendable  is  the  Scituate  Nursing  Service,  under  whose  spon¬ 
sorship  two  vital  clinics  were  conducted. 

One  was  the  long  established  Well  Baby  Clinic,  with  Dr.  Edmund 
B.' Fitzgerald  in  attendance.  A  monthly  project,  it  offered  180  babies 
pediatric  care. 

He  also  conducted  the  Whooping  Cough  Clinic  at  which  a  large 
number  of  children  were  cared  for. 

The  Scituate  Board  of  Health,  working  always  for  the  interest  of 
the  child,  conducted  a  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  and  Vaccination  Clinic, 
with  Dr.  Clifford  L.  Ward  in  charge.  It  was  very  well  attended  and 
extremely  successful. 

The  board  also  sponsored  their  yearly  Pre-School  Dental  Clinic, 
which  was  conducted  by  Dr.  John  F.  Crimmins  and  completed  in  July 
with  outstanding  results.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

Due  to  war  conditions  and  the  necessity  of  conserving  paper  and 
printing,  our  report  must  be  somewhat  curtailed;  therefore  we  will  be 
brief,  yet  try  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  our  citizens  the  necessity  of 
health  and  health  measures  which  are  today  of  vital  importance  because 
of  abnormal  conditions. 

Our  health  program  has  been  carried  on  in  conformity  with  such 
laws  as  affect  our  community  and  has  merited  commendation  from 
State  and  County  officials  who  are  in  charge  of  this  district. 

Our  Clinics,  and  those  sponsored  by  the  Scituate  Health  Nursing 
Association,  have  been  well  attended  and  a  very  high  degree  of  satis¬ 
faction  and  success  has  been  attained  in  all  cases. 

There  have  been  no  epidemics  in  the  town  and  great  praise  is 
due  our  doctors  and  our  Public  Health  Nurse,  who  have  cooperated 
with  the  Board  in  checking  all  contagious  diseases. 

The  practice  of  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  the  School  Committee  on  any  and  all  cases  that  would 
affect  their  department  has  been  carried  on  as  in  former  years. 

Inspectors,  and  all  employed  by  otir  Board,  have  carried  on  their 
work  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  and  success  has  been  achieved  in 
health  education  and  the  carrying  out  of  health  regulations. 

We  regret  the  passing  of  Dr.  Henry  M.  DeWolfe,  our  State  District 
Health  Officer,  who  was  available  at  our  call  and  who  gave  us  valuable 
assistance  in  our  health  program  at  all  times.  He  is  greatly  missed 
by  all  in  this  district.

REPORT  OF  THE 

PRE-SCHOOL  DENTAL  CLINIC 

Board  of  Health,  Scituate,  Mass. 

Dear  Sirs: 

Another  session  of  Pre-School  Dental  Clinic  is  completed,  with 
added  accomplishment  to  last  year’s  record;  and  thirty-five  children 
are  assured  a  better  chance  of  retaining  their  deciduous  teeth  until 
they  are  permanently  replaced. 

The  importance  of  this  Pre-School  Period  care  cannot  be  over¬ 
emphasized  to  parents.  Until  replacement  occurs,  every  deciduous 
tooth  should  be  kept  in  place,  free  from  decay,  for  its  responsibilities 
are  many. 
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This  “baby  tooth,”  so  thoughtlessly  disregarded  by  so  many 
mothers,  once  abscessed,  produces  a  poison  that  may  enter  the  blood 
stream  and  seriously  injure  some  other  part  of  the  child’s  body,  such 
as  heart,  kidneys,  or  joints.  Its  early  loss  may  cause  malocclusion, 
thus  making  orthodontic  treatment  necessary  later  on. 

It  is  an  awakening  statement  indeed,  when  one  realizes  that  during 
twenty  percent  of  the  average  life  span,  the  individual  depends  upon 
the  deciduous  teeth  for  mastication. 

Luckily  for  Scituate,  you  as  a  Board  are  educated  to  this  knowl¬ 
edge.  Your  sponsorship  of  “Keep  Well”  and  Preventive  Clinics  proves 
itself  and  pays  dividends  yearly  in  increased  immunity  to  childhood  ills. 

This  year,  of  thirty-nine  children  examined  in  Pre-School  Dental 
Clinic,  thirty-five  were  given  dental  care.  This  included  forty-nine 
Roentgenograms  taken;  fifty-seven  Treatments  given;  two  hundred  fifty- 
nine  Restorations  made;  nineteen  Extractions  made;  and  thirty-one 
Prophylactics  given.  Twenty  cases  were  completed. 

All  parents  should  bear  in  mind  that  Vitamin  Deficiencies  mani¬ 
fest  themselves  first  in  dental  trouble,  and  use  this  as  a  measuring 
stick  for  the  watching  of  the  daily  diet.  If  they  will  be  “less  than 
moderate”  in  the  use  of  sweets  in  meal  planning,  and  see  that  every 
meal  ends  with  a  piece  of  fresh  fruit,  it  will  help  insure  a  sounder 
and  more  wholesome  condition  within  the  oral  cavity. 

Preventive  Dentistry  is  a  cooperative  kind  of  project.  Sponsored 
by  a  Board  of  Health  and  conducted  by  a  dentist,  its  ultimate  success 
depends  upon  the  help  of  both  parent  and  child.  We  have  that  help. 
A  more  interested  group  of  mothers  than  those  of  the  1943  Clinic,  I 
have  yet  to  find.  They  WILL  continue  to  keep  a  “sound  oral  condition” 
within  the  mouths  of  their  children  because  they  believe  in  its  value.

MILK  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Due  to  lack  of  labor  and  poor  feed  conditions  the  dairies  of  Scituate 
have,  for  the  most  part,  gone  out  of  the  retail  milk  business  and  are 
producing  only  for  other  dealers;  so  that  practically  all  milk  retailed 
in  Scituate  is  imported  from  other  sections. 

Plymouth  County  lost  a  very  fine  inspector  in  the  death  of  Dr. 
Henry  M.  DeWolfe,  who  passed  away  last  summer.  He  was  always 
cooperative  and  instructive  and  was  instrumental  in  improving  condi¬ 
tions  surrounding  our  milk  supply. 

Frequent  tests  of  milk  were  made  during  the  year  and  where  cor¬ 
rections  were  necessary  they  were  gladly  done.  The  owners  of  dairies 
in  Scituate  want  to  produce  the  best  possible  milk  and  they  cooperate 
with  the  State  and  local  inspectors. 

Thirty-eight  Milk  Licenses  were  issued  and  eight  Licenses  for 
the  sale  of  Oleomargarine.

Owing  to  the  restrictions  placed  on  the  use  of  critical  materials  for 
civilian  needs,  new  construction  of  plumbing  is  limited  to  a  very  few 
installations,  approved  by  the  War  Production  Board. 

Because  of  this,  and  the  fact  that  permits  are  not  required  by 
our  code  “In  case  of  repairs  ’  few  permits  have  been  granted  this  year. 

The  work  has  consisted  largely  in  advising  as  to  the  proper  method 
in  disposing  of  sewage,  which  as  the  all-year  population  increases  be¬ 
comes  more  and  more  of  a  problem. 

It  would  seem  that  in  the  post-war  period  when  men  and  materials 
will  be  available,  one  of  the  most  worthwhile  projects  would  be  the 
installation  of  a  system  of  sewerage  in  our  most  congested  areas.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the  period  from  May  12,  1942,  to  March  20, 
1943,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B. 
Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 


In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the  period  from 
May  12,  1942,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  March  20,  1943, 
the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  records  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments 
receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for 
collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  \\  ith 
the  reports  and  the  records  of  the  town  accountant. 

TOWN  ACCOUNTANT.— The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office 
of  the  town  accountant  were  examined,  checked,  and  compared  with

the  records  of  the  several  departments  of  the  town  and  with  the  town 
treasurer’s  books.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  compared  with  the 
town  treasurer’s  record  of  receipts  and  were  checked  with  the  depart¬ 
mental  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  while  the  recorded  pay¬ 
ments  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  record  of  disbursements  and 
with  the  treasury  warrants. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  appropriations  and  trans¬ 
fers  being  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of  town  meetings  and 
with  the  records  of  the  advisory  committee.  A  balance  sheet,  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  March  20,  1943,  was  prepared 
and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

TREASURER. — The  books  and  records  of  the  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked 
with  the  town  accountant’s  books,  with  the  departmental  records  of 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which 
money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  disbursements  were 
checked  with  the  treasury  warrants. 

The  cash  balance  on  March  20,  1943,  was  proved  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  in  which 
town  funds  are  deposited  and  by  verification  of  a  deposit  in  transit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  the  cancelled  bonds  and  coupons  on  file  and  with  the 
amounts  falling  due. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of  the  trust 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  selectmen  were  listed,  the  income  being 
proved  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  being  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined.  The 
taxes,  assessments,  and  water  liens  added  to  the  tax  title  account  were 
compared  with  the  collector’s  records,  the  recorded  redemptions  and 
foreclosures  were  verified,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

TOWN  COLLECTOR. — The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  col¬ 
lector  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes,  assessments, 
departmental,  and  water  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited 
and  proved  to  the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The  recorded 
receipts  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the 
town  accountant’s  books,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were  compared 
with  the  records  in  the  departments  authorized  to  grant  abatements, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town 
accountant’s  ledger. 

LICENSES  AND  PERMITS. — The  records  of  licenses  and  per¬ 
mits  issued  by  the  selectmen,  town  clerk,  and  the  police  and  health 
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departments  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  State 
and  the  town  were  verified. 

OUTSTANDING  AND  OVERDUE  ACCOUNTS. — Verification  of 
the  correctness  of  the  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  departmental,  and 
water  accounts  was  obtained  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the 
replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are 
correct. 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  appended  balance  sheet,  there  are  out¬ 
standing  water  charges  as  far  back  as  1934.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  town  collector  and  the  water  commissioners  co-operate  with  a  view 
toward  enforcing  the  collection  of  the  overdue  water  rates,  since  it 
appears  from  Section  42A,  Chapter  40,  General  Laws,  that  "‘overdue 
rates  and  charges  may  be  collected  through  any  legal  means,  including 
the  shutting  off  of  water,  which  may  be  deemed  advisable.”  Attention 
is  also  called  to  Section  38 A,  Chapter  41,  General  Laws,  as  amended 
by  Chapter  211,  Acts  of  1941,  which  provides,  in  part,  that  a  town 
collector  “shall  in  the  collection  of  such  accounts  have  all  the  remedies 
provided  by  Sections  35,  36,  and  93  of  Chapter  60  for  the  collection 
of  taxes  on  personal  estate.” 

SURETY  BONDS. — The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials 
required  by  law  to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

CONCLUSION.  —  In  addition  to  the  accounts  mentioned,  the 
records  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  and  the  collector’s 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  tax  title,  departmental,  and 
water  accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  condition  and  transac¬ 
tions  of  the  several  trust  funds. 

For  the  co-operation  extended  by  the  several  officials  of  the  town 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

"No  School"  Signal 

The  “No  School”  signal  is  3-1-3,  and  will  be  sounded  from  the 
fire  stations  at  North  Scituate,  Scituate  Harbor  and  Greenhush  at 
7 :20  a.  m.  to  designate  the  omission  of  school  sessions  for  the  first  six 
grades — e.  g.  the  Hatherly  and  Jenkins  Schools.  If  the  signal  is  repeated 
at  7^30  a.  m.,  it  will  indicate  no  school  in  the  High  School.  It  is,- 
however,  the  general  policy  of  the  Committee  to  hold  regular  sessions 
whenever  it  is  practicable  to  maintain  transportation  service.

The  age  of  admission  to  Grade  One  of  the  Hatherly  and  Jenkins 
Schools  is  five  years  and  four  months  on  the  day  of  the  opening  of 
school  in  September. 

No  child  will  he  admitted  to  school  for  the  first  time  after  October  1, 
unless,  before  this  date,  permission  has  been  granted  hv  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  for  a  later  entrance. 

A  vaccination  certificate  must  be  presented  to  the  school  when 
the  pupil  enters  for  the  first  time. 

A  birth  certificate  must  be  presented  by  those  pupils  whose  births 
were  recorded  outside  of  Scituate.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

In  the  past  year  our  schools  have  functioned  very  efficiently, 
although  we  have  lacked  adequate  room  in  our  grade  schools. 

We  have  an  enrollment  in  the  Hatherly  and  Jenkins  Schools  of 
488  pupils,  the  largest  on  record.  There  has  been  a  steady  growth  of 
enrollment  in  these  buildings  over  a  period  of  years.  Your  committee 
feels  that  definite  plans  to  relieve  this  situation  must  be  formulated. 

All  necessary  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  buildings  and  equip¬ 
ment. 

We  note  that  the  service  flag  in  our  auditorium  has  284  stars — 
six  of  them  gold. 

May  we  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  town 
for  their  generous  support.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Scituate: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eighteenth  annual  report  for 
your  consideration. 

The  school  year  opened  for  the  fall  term  of  1943  on  September  8. 
The  October  1  census  showed  a  total  enrollment  of  828  pupils  in  the 
three  schools,  compared  with  827  last  year.  While  these  two  totals 
are  almost  identical,  the  distribution  by  schools  changed  considerably. 
This  year  the  Hatherly  School  numbered  234;  the  Jenkins  School,  254; 
and  the  High  School,  340. 

TEACHING  STAFF  CHANGES 

During  the  year  1943,  four  teacher  resignations  and  one  request 
for  a  leave  of  absence  were  received.  Two  of  these  came  from  the 
High  School  staff,  one  from  the  Hatherly  and  two  from  the  Jenkins. 

At  the  High  School,  Miss  Clare  Walker,  teacher  of  mathematics 
and  science  in  the  Junior  High  School  grades  since  1937,  resigned 
during  the  winter  term  to  take  a  similar  position  at  Wellesley.  This 
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vacancy  was  not  filled  permanently  until  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term, 
at  which  time  Mrs.  Maud  C.  Williams  of  Scituate  was  made  a  regular 
member  of  the  Junior  High  School  staff.  Mrs.  Williams  is  a  graduate 
of  Radcliffe  College  and  before  her  marriage  taught  for  six  years  in 
the  Technical  High  School,  Springfield,  Mass. 

At  the  end  of  the  early  winter  term  John  T.  Samuelson,  teacher 
of  music  and  mathematics  at  the  high  school  for  two  and  one-half 
years,  resigned  to  take  a  position  in  the  Hingham  High  School.  Mr. 
Samuelson  continued  w  ith  the  band  and  orchestra  to  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  his  other  classes  were  carried  on  through  June  by  substitute  teachers. 
In  September,  Mr.  William  R.  Smith  of  Somerville  took  over  the  duties 
of  this  position.  Mr.  Smith  was  a  student  for  several  years  at  the 
College  of  the  Pacific  and  has  taken  advanced  courses  at  several  edu¬ 
cational  institutions  including  the  Conservatory  of  Music  and  Boston 
University. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  half  of  the  last  school  year  a  course 
in  Pre-Flight  Aeronautics  was  introduced  and  is  being  continued  during 
the  present  year.  Miss  Ella  L.  Vinal  of  Scituate  was  engaged  as  a 
special  teacher  of  this  subject.  Miss  Vinal  is  a  graduate  of  Colby 
College  and  has  a  master’s  degree  from  Clark  University.  During  the 
summers  of  1942  and  1943  she  took  a  course  on  the  Methods  of  Teach¬ 
ing  Pre-Flight  Aeronautics  given  under  the  direction  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Department  of  Education,  and  War  Training  Courses  on  Mathe¬ 
matics  and  Physics  authorized  by  the  United  States  Office  of  Education 
and  given  at  the  Harvard  Graduate  School. 

Just  before  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  the  resignation  of  Robert 
L.  Stevenson,  for  the  past  two  years  principal  of  the  Hatherly  School, 
was  received  to  take  effect  early  in  October.  Mr.  Stevenson  accepted  a 
position  in  the  high  school  at  Hyannis.  There  was  little  prospect  of 
securing  a  successor  to  Mr.  Stevenson  with  the  existing  shortage  of  men 
teachers.  After  careful  consideration  it  was  decided  to  have  LeRoy  E. 
Fuller  act  as  joint-principal  of  the  two  elementary  schools,  spending 
his  time  equally  between  them.  Mrs.  Vera  L.  Mitchell  of  Scituate  has 
been  teaching  the  sixth  grade  at  the  Hatherly  School. 

At  the  Jenkins  School,  in  June,  Miss  Bessie  M.  Monahan  resigned 
to  enter  the  armed  services  of  the  Lnited  States  as  a  member  of  the 
\\  ACS.  In  re-organizing  the  staff,  certain  changes  were  made  in  teacher 
placement  by  grades,  leaving  a  vacancy  in  Grade  I.  For  this  position. 
Miss  Margaret  Paul  of  W  akefield,  N.  H.,  a  graduate  of  Gorham  Normal 
School  and  the  Boston  l  niversity  School  of  Education,  was  selected. 
Miss  Paul  has  had  17  years  of  teaching  experience,  mostly  in  the  first 
grade. 

Miss  Grace  Hague,  who  has  been  teaching  Grade  V  since  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  fall  term  and  has  been  a  teacher  at  the  Jenkins  School  for 
the  past  14  years,  resigned  to  be  married  about  December  1.  At  the 
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present  time  Mrs.  Rose  M.  Trefrey  is  serving  as  a  substitute  teacher  in 
this  grade. 

UPKEEP  OF  SCHOOL  PROPERTY 

There  were  no  major  repairs  made  at  any  of  the  school  buildings 
during  the  year  1943.  It  had  been  planned  to  paint  the  outside  of  the 
Jenkins  School  during  the  summer  vacation,  but  it  was  impossible  to 
secure  the  services  of  a  sufficient  number  of  local  painters  to  do  the 
work. 

On  account  of  the  expected  very  large  entering  class  for  the  fall 
term  at  the  Hatherly  School,  it  was  necessary  to  change  the  seats  in  two 
of  the  rooms.  This  further  necessitated  considerable  floor  repair.  A 
primary  reading  table  was  made  for  Grade  I  and  two  benches  for  other 
grades.  The  front  entrance  to  the  building  was  painted  and  a  larger 
electric  cable,  secured  by  priority  rating,  was  run  to  the  main  fuse  box 
of  the  building. 

There  were  the  usual  routine  repairs  at  the  Jenkins  School.  Two 
new  teachers5  desks  were  purchased  for  this  building. 

At  the  High  School,  the  front  entrance  to  the  building,  as  well  as 
the  two  auditorium  entrances,  was  painted.  The  desk  tops  of  all  the 
rooms  in  the  east  wing  were  refinished;  the  girls5  and  boys’  toilet  and 
locker  rooms  in  the  central  part  of  the  building  were  painted,  and  the 
electric  lighting  facilities  of  both  were  increased. 

A  radio  code  kit  for  teaching  the  international  Morse  code  was 
purchased  for  use  in  pre-induction  courses  and  a  French  horn  was 
bought  for  the  music  department.  Part  of  the  cost  of  the  new  motion 
picture  machine,  mentioned  later  in  Mr.  Parkhurst’s  report,  was  paid 
from  school  funds.  In  addition  to  the  above,  the  equipment  for  the 
new  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  was  purchased  for  use  in  all  schools.

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These  figures  show  that,  notwithstanding  a  drop  of  33  in  the  high 
school  enrollment  this  year,  the  total  enrollment  continues  to  increase 
slightly.  As  soon  as  peace-time  conditions  are  restored,  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  high  school  enrollment  will  increase  even 
beyond  the  high  mark  of  375  reached  in  1941.  You  will  note  the  large 
increase  in  the  elementary  enrollment  since  1940.  There  has  been  a 
gain  of  100  pupils  since  the  low  mark  of  388  was  made  in  1937. 

(b)  The  High  School 

\\  hen  the  additions  to  the  high  school  were  completed  in  1930,  the 
enrollment  in  this  building  was  221.  For  the  next  seven  years  the  in¬ 
crease  was  rapid  and  reached  its  peak  in  1941  when  375  were  enrolled. 
Several  years  previously  your  attention  was  called  to  the  need  of  more 
class-rooms,  and  plans  were  considered  for  an  addition  to  meet  these 
needs.  The  School  Committee  placed  an  article  in  the  Warrant  for  the 
1940  Town  Meeting  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Committee  to  secure  detailed  plans  and  specifications  for  an 
addition  to  the  high  school  building.  This  article  was  indefinitely  post¬ 
poned  by  the  Town  Meeting. 

As  stated  previously,  due  to  war  conditions  the  high  school  enroll¬ 
ment  dropped  sharply  this  year  and  this  has  somewhat  relieved  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  building.  This  decrease  is  temporary,  how¬ 
ever,  and  when  peace-time  conditions  return,  the  need  for  aditional 
class-rooms  and  added  laboratorv  and  shop  space  is  likely  to  become 
acute. 

(cl  The  Elementary  Schools 

As  previously  stated,  the  enrollment  in  both  the  Hatherly  and 
Jenkins  Schools  is  very  large,  in  fact  the  largest  in  the  history  of  these 
schools.  The  increase  has  been  very  rapid  in  the  past  three  years  and 
is  expected  to  continue  next  year.  While  a  portion  of  this  growth  is 
doubtless  due  to  our  proximity  to  the  various  defense  industries  in  this 
locality,  a  substantial  part  of  it  is  probably  permanent. 

This  large  enrollment  places  a  strain  upon  the  capacity  of  the  ele¬ 
mentary  buildings.  There  are  six  regular  classrooms  in  each  school 
and  a  small  special  classroom  in  the  Jenkins  building.  Nine  of  these 
rooms  are  large,  and.  used  to  capacity,  could  accommodate  at  least 
fifty  pupil  stations.  The  other  three  rooms,  two  at  the  Hatherly  School 
and  one  at  the  Jenkins,  are  smaller  and  limited  to  a  capacity  of  about 
forty  pupils. 

Subtracting  the  special  class  enrollment  from  the  total  elementary 
enrollment  and  dividing  this  figure  by  12,  the  number  of  regular  class¬ 
rooms,  we  have  an  average  room  membership  of  forty  .  However,  since 
we  cannot  exactly  equalize  the  enrollment  between  the  two  schools  and 
as  there  must  be  differences  in  the  sizes  of  grades,  it  is  inevitable  that 
some  rooms  must  accommodate  more  than  forty  pupils.  To  illustrate. 
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on  October  1  the  first  grade  at  the  Hatherly  School  had  47  pupils  and 
the  third  grade  at  the  Jenkins  School  numbered  48. 

These  large  grades  make  it  necessary  to  use  assistant  teachers.  We 
have  a  full-time  assistant  in  Grade  I  of  the  Hatherly  School,  a  full-time 
assistant  whose  time  is  divided  between  Grades  I  and  II  at  the  Jenkins 
School,  and  a  part-time  assistant  in  Grade  III  at  the  Jenkins  School.  If 
there  were  extra  classrooms  we  should  prefer  to  divide  the  largest 
grades. 

Both  schools  are  of  wooden  construction,  built  over  forty  years  ago, 
and  are  consequently  lacking  in  many  up-to-date  school  house  facilities. 
It  would  be  unwise  to  consider  any  enlargement  of  these  buildings  to 
provide  extra  classrooms  or  special  facilities. 

The  annual  Town  Meeting  of  1939  appointed  a  special  committee 
to  investigate  the  housing  facilities  and  future  requirements  of  these 
two  schools  and  to  make  recommendations.  At  the  time  this  committee 
made  a  study  of  these  buildings,  the  combined  enrollment  was  411,  only 
slightly  above  the  low  point  of  our  elementary  enrollment.  It  was 
partly  due  to  this  fact  that  the  committee  recommended  that  no  building 
for  elementary  school  purposes  be  undertaken  at  that  time. 

With  a  present  enrollment  of  488,  however,  it  is  important  that 
the  housing  needs  of  the  elementary  schools  should  be  further  con¬ 
sidered.  While  we  realize  that  a  large  building  program  cannot  be 
carried  out  during  the  period  of  the  war  emergency,  plans  should  be 
formulated  to  care  for  our  needs  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  meet  them. 
There  are  likely  to  be  federal  funds  available  for  post-war  construction 
and  we  should  be  ready  to  take  advantage  of  this  aid. 


The  seriousness  of  the  emergency  through  which  our  country  is 
passing  becomes  apparent  with  the  knowledge  that  our  school  service 
flag  contains  284  stars,  and  we  feel  deep  concern  when  we  realize  that 
six  of  these  are  gold  stars.  Chase  Abbott  graduated  with  the  Class  of 
1936,  Robert  William  Fleming  with  the  Class  of  1939,  Chester  Rains- 
ford  Gurney  with  the  Class  of  1939,  Nelson  Kindlund  with  the  Class 
of  1938,  Edward  Allen  Nichols  with  the  Class  of  1938  and  Wilfred 
Elmer  Appleton  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1933  for  two  years.  Our 
sympathy  is  extended  to  the  families  of  these  boys.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


Mr.  Harold  C.  Wingate, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Scituate.  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  present  my  second  annual  report  as  acting  principal  of 
the  Scituate  High  School. 

School  opened  in  September  with  an  enrolment  of  336  pupils. 
This  is  a  decrease  of  33  below  the  average  of  the  past  two  years  and 
represents  a  slight  decrease  in  the  average  for  all  classes  but  is  sub¬ 
stantial!  \  due  to  a  drop  of  22  pupils  in  the  entering  seventh  grade  as 
compared  with  last  year's  record  number  of  88. 

With  the  nation  entering  its  third  year  of  the  War  Scituate  High 
School  has  retained  a  much  higher  percentage  of  enrolment  than  most 
schools  and  must  be  considered  most  fortunate  in  having  been  able  to 
retain  the  greater  part  of  its  regular  teaching  force  despite  losses  to 
the  Armed  Forces  and  the  lure  of  high  wages  in  war  industries.  Experi¬ 
enced  teachers  have  ably  filled  the  places  of  those  who  have  gone  into 
the  service  or  to  other  schools. 

a 

The  school  has  tried  in  several  ways  to  make  available  to  present 
and  past  students  all  information  and  tests  relating  to  the  V-5,  V-12, 
and  other  college  and  service  training  programs  which  today  present 
the  onlv  opportunity  for  advanced  education  to  the  majority  of  the  boys. 

Industry  and  business  continue  to  present  to  the  girl  graduates 
more  opportunity  than  ever  before  but  there  is  no  radical  change  in 
college  entrance  requirements  or  opportunity  of  attendance  from  those 
of  recent  years. 

All  pupils  and  parents  are  urged  to  note  and  plan  courses  of  in-’ 
struction  which  will  best  prepare  the  pupil  for  induction,  college  en¬ 
trance,  or  industry.  Diligent  study,  good  school  citizenship  and  a  high 
school  diploma  were  never  of  more  vital  importance  to  the  individual's 
and  the  nation’s  welfare. 

Two  new  courses  of  study  have  been  added  to  the  curriculum  to 
supplement  the  increased  emphasis  on  scientific  subjects.  The  courses, 
Pre-Flight  Aeronautics  and  Military  Surveying,  are  available*  to  the 
upper  class  pupils  and  are  designed  to  give  instruction  in  the  funda¬ 
mentals  of  aeronautics,  meteorology,  mapping,  navigation  and  sur- 
vev  ing. 
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Emphasis  must  continue  to  be  placed  upon  our  Practical  and 
Household  Arts,  Physical  Education  and  Business  Training  courses  as 
well  as  upon  those  basic  subjects  of  language  and  mathematics. 

Scituate  High  School  continues  to  maintain  a  Class  “A”  rating 
with  the  State  Department  of  Secondary  Education  and  has  certificate 
privileges  under  the  New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board. 
The  satisfactory  records  achieved  by  our  graduates  attending  college 
help  the  school  in  maintaining  its  fine  standing  and  are  a  source  of 
satisfaction  to  the  school  and  community. 

The  drastic  changes  of  the  past  year  brought  on  by  war  conditions 
caused  a  serious  curtailment  in  the  school’s  extra-curricular  activities 
of  both  a  social  and  athletic  nature.  Regular  interscholastic  athletic 
schedules  were  curtailed  or  cancelled.  Several  entertainments,  social 
activities,  and  Senior  class  events  had  to  be  dropped  temporarily.  It 
is  hoped  that  with  more  settled  conditions  prevailing  we  will  be  able 
to  carry  out  a  near  normal  program  throughout  this  year. 

We  have  had  championship  teams  in  football,  girls’  basketball,  and 
field  hockey,  and  have  had  organized  this  fall  an  unusually  good  cheer¬ 
leading  group.  The  All-School  Play,  “Anne  of  Green  Gables”  was 
ably  presented  to  a  large  and  appreciative  audience  and  the  class  socials 
have  been  well  attended. 

It  has  been  difficult  to  carry  on  as  varied  an  assembly  program  as 
in  the  past  but  an  interesting  and  full  program  for  the  last  half  of  the 
year  is  being  planned.  The  acquisition  of  a  new  motion  picture  machine, 
complete  with  sound  equipment,  for  which  we  have  been  waiting  since 
last  year’s  magazine  subscription  campaign,  is  making  available  to  us 
the  very  latest  and  best  films  for  both  entertainment  and  class-room 
instruction. 

The  teaching  force  has  been  called  upon  to  assist  in  several  of  the 
national  rationing  programs  and  several  students  have  aided  local 
farmers  during  the  planting  and  harvesting  seasons.  These  programs 
have  been  carried  out  and  so  planned  as  to  provide  a  minimum  of  lost 
time  from  regular  class  work. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all 
those  teachers,  members  of  the  school  department,  and  townspeople, 
who  have  in  any  manner  helped  to  carry  the  high  school  through  a  year 
of  the  most  rapid  and  drastic  change  in  the  history  of  American 
education.

PRE-FLIGHT  AERONAUTICS  IN  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 


Ella  L.  Vinal

This  Global  War  in  which  we  are  engaged,  has  precipitated  the 
Air-Age.  Our  physical  world  has  shrunk,  its  distances  now  being  meas¬ 
ured  in  hours  instead  of  miles.  Our  economic  and  social  worlds  have 
expanded,  demanding  a  wide  cultural  background  to  appreciate  these 
new  contacts.  There  is  no  subject  taught  in  the  schools  which  does  not 
feel  the  impact  of  this  situation. 

Our  very  environment  has  been  extended  and  new  basic  knowledge 
is  required  with  which  to  face  it.  Previously  we  moved  about,  to  and 
fro,  at  the  bottom  of  an  ocean  of  air.  Now  we  move  out,  into  and  upon 
that  fluid  and  we  must  thoroughly  comprehend  the  laws  which  govern 
our  new  medium  of  travel. 

Pre-Flight  Aeronautics  has  recently  been  introduced  into  the  cur¬ 
riculum  of  our  secondary  schools  at  the  suggestion  of  the  U.  S.  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Education  and  the  C.  A.  A.  following  a  request  from  the 
Air  Forces  of  the  War  Department.  They  recognized  that  this  service 
of  the  schools  is  of  prime  importance  in  building  up  and  maintaining 
our  airpower.  The  move  was  based  upon  two  premises:  first,  the 
immediate  relationship  of  aviation  education  to  wartime  needs  and 
second,  the  relationship  of  aviation  education  to  the  post  war  world. 

In  the  first  instance,  the  aim  is  to  give  those  boys  who  may  soon 
join  the  Air  Forces  some  knowledge  of  fundamentals:  nomenclature, 
aircraft  structure  and  recognition  of  military  aircraft,  power  plants, 
theory  of  flight,  meteorology  and  navigation.  Thus  they  may  study 
more  effectively  when  they  begin  their  intensive  ground  school  training. 

In  the  second  case,  it  is  not  intended  to  develop  particular  skills  in 
a\iation,  but  rather  to  provide  a  better  understanding  and  appreciation 
of  it;  to  acquaint  both  boys  and  girls  with  the  wide  field  of  employment 
aviation  has  opened  up  to  them:  from  navigator  to  mechanic,  engineer 
to  pilot,  meteorologist  to  metallurgist,  etc. 

The  work  in  Pre-Flight  Aeronautics  in  the  Scituate  High  School 
is  planned  with  these  aims  in  view.  Essentially  a  science  course,  it  does 
not  supplant  any  of  the  established  courses,  but  supplements  them. 
Meteorology  is  largely  a  study  of  further  applications  of  laws  learned 
in  physics.  Navigation  may  be  considered  a  branch  of  mathematics. 
W  hile  problems  in  dead  reckoning  require  the  understanding  of  rela¬ 
tively  few  propositions,  the  student  is  greatly  aided  by  a  wider  knowl¬ 
edge. 
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Aerodynamics  combines  much  physics  and  mathematics.  How¬ 
ever.  the  school  shop  is  the  natural  laboratory  for  this  subject.  Students 
gain  a  better  understanding  of  the  principles  of  flight  as  they  make 
model  airplanes,  help  build  a  wind  tunnel  and  test  their  airfoils  in  it, 
or  work  in  the  construction  of  a  glider  which  they  hope  one  day  to  pilot. 

Some  attention  is  given  the  social  significance  of  aviation.  Avia¬ 
tion  history  in  the  making  is  compiled  as  each  week  students  report  on 
new  developments  in  aircraft  construction  and  news  items  in  which 
aviation  has  been  the  dominating  factor.  Quick  thinking,  accurate 
calculating  and  meticulous  attention  to  detail  are  recognized  as  impor¬ 
tant  features  in  the  training  in  areonauties.  for  there  is  no  place  for  the 
careless  person  in  aviation. 


REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

Mr.  Harold  C.  Wingate,

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Supervising  Principal  of  the 
Jenkins  and  Hatherly  Schools. 

I  need  not  dwell  upon  the  physical  setup  of  the  buildings  longer 
than  to  say  that  Hatherly  School  consists  of  six  classrooms  and  Jenkins 
School  seven.  All  of  these  rooms  are  taxed  almost  to  their  capacity  and 
the  fact  that  the  largest  enrollment  occurs  in  the  lower  grades  indicates 
that  more  pupil  stations  will  be  needed  in  the  coming  years.  Enroll¬ 
ment  as  of  Oct.  1,  1943  was  as  follows:

Boys  and  girls  like  to  go  to  school.  This  is  evident  when  we  find 
so  few  cases  of  truancy  in  the  elementary  grades.  During  the  past  few 
months,  however,  attendance  among  pupils  and  teachers  has  been  af¬ 
fected  by  the  prevalence  of  the  grippe  in  its  many  forms. 

Last  winter  a  campaign  for  the  sale  of  stamps  and  bonds  was 
carried  on  through  the  schools  of  the  State.  Each  of  our  elementary 
schools  purchased  several  hundred  dollars  worth  beyond  its  goal.  A 
similar  campaign  was  carried  on  last  fall,  ending  on  December  7.  Dur¬ 
ing  that  campaign  stamps  and  bonds  amounting  to  $2330.90  were  sold 
at  Jenkins  School  and  $1768.10  at  the  Hatherly  School.  The  following 
types  of  equipment  were  purchased;  amphibian  jeep,  regular  jeep,  navv 
floats,  parachute,  motor  scooter,  and  tommy-guns.  The  Minute  Man

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


Flag  was  flown  over  both  schools  during  the  past  month,  signifying  that 
for  the  previous  month  90%  of  the  enrollment  purchased  stamps  or 
bonds.  Scituate  can  well  be  proud  of  her  boys  and  girls  for  their  -share 
in  this  war  effort. 

The  pupils  of  both  schools  have  responded  well  to  the  appeal  of 
the  Red  Cross  for  contributions  of  money.  During  a  recent  dri\e  about 
$40.00  were  contributed.  Donations  of  clothing  have  also  been  made 
to  the  Russian  Relief. 

Assemblies  are  held  occasionally  in  one  of  the  larger  classrooms. 
These  have  consisted  of  moving  pictures,  and  during  the  recent  holiday 
season  a  program  of  character  sketches  by  Miss  Olive  Gentry  of  Boston. 

Testing  by  means  of  standardized  tests  has  been  very  generally 
adopted  by  school  systems.  Although  such  tests  are  not  infallible  they 
are  helpful  in  obtaining  a  clearer  picture  of  the  child,  his  potentialities 
•  and  his  achievement.  Our  program  calls  for  the  testing  of  each  child 
in  the  first  grade  in  order  to  find  out  his  mental  ability.  This  is  done 
after  he  has  become  adjusted  to  his  new  surrounding.  In  recent  \ears 
we  have  used  the  Pintner-Cunningham  Intelligence  Tests  in  this  grade. 
\\  hen  he  reaches  the  third  grade  and  again  in  the  sixth  grade  he  is  given 
other  tests.  At  present  we  are  using  the  Otis  Quick-Scoring  Mental 
Ability  Tests  for  these  groups.  Toward  the  end  of  the  school  year  each 
class  is  given  a  standardized  achievement  test.  The  results  of  these  tests 
show  how  each  boy  and  girl  compares  with  standards  set  by  the  authors 
after  having  tested  thousands  of  children  throughout  the  country.  \X  e 
are  now  using  the  Stanford  Achievement  Tests. 

Since  being  relieved  of  a  full-time  teaching  load  at  the  Jenkins 
School  two  years  ago,  I  have  been  able  to  devote  considerably  more 
time  to  supervision  and  to  administrative  problems.  Beginning  in 
October  of  this  year,  as  Principal  of  both  elementary  schools,  my  time 
has  been  divided  equally  between  them.  I  have  been  able  to  follow 
closely  the  progress  of  the  pupils  in  their  daily  work.  I  have  carried 
out  the  testing  program,  assisted  in  working  out  a  program  of  study 
for  the  elementary  grades  and  have  prepared  office  forms  for  various 
school  records.  There  has  been  an  opportunity  for  me  to  observe  and 
supervise  the  teaching,  to  meet  parents,  and  to  care  for  problems  as 
they  arise. 

In  order  to  bring  about  a  more  uniform  program  of  teaching  joint 
meetings  of  the  teachers  of  both  schools  are  being  held.  Each  teacher 
has  methods  and  devices  which  she  has  used  successfully.  These  meet¬ 
ings  provide  an  opportunity  for  her  to  share  them  \*ith  her  colleague^.

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SCHOOL  ART  IN  WAR  DAYS 

Mrs.  Doris  D.  Ward

Along  with  the  grown-up  Art  world — the  Camouflage  Units,  using 
their  art  knowledge  to  protect  our  ships  and  tanks  and  planes  and  men — ■„ 
the  Designers  and  Draftsmen,  over  their  drawing  boards  in  all  our 
shipyards  and  in  all  our  defense  plants — the  Commercial  Artists,  giving 
to  -America  the  splendid  power  of  the  war  poster — School  Art  takes  its 
place  in  the  war  effort. 

It  requires  no  Art  Supervisor  to  teach  boys  or  girls  how  to  draw 
Bombers,  Fighters  and  Blimps — PT  Boats — Subs  and  Destroyers — 
Jeeps  and  Tanks.  Even  first  graders  can  give  any  grown-up  pointers  , 
on  all  of  these.  But  proper  admiration  of  these  can  give  you  their 
healthy  interest  and  their  approval  of  you  and  your  subject.  Finding 
ways  to  make  these  pictures  look  even  more  real,  can  sharpen  observa¬ 
tion  and  introduce  them  to  the  grown-up  realm  of  Proportion  and 
Perspective. 

Posters  greet  up  everywhere  and  the  child  from  Grade  One  thru 
Grade  Six  can  and  does  make  them.  What  fun  to  draw  uniforms,  with 
a  safe  bet  that  a  big  brother,  uncle  or  dad  in  the  navy  or  the  marines 
will  settle  the  child’s  choice  of  the  service  branch  pictured  in  his  “They 
do  Their  part — Well  buy  Stamps!*'  poster.  Why  it’s  even  more  fun  to 
buy  war  stamps  when  your  own  posters  speed  the  sales  and  your  own 
diagrams  chart  their  progress.  To  “think  up  a  slogan  and  then  draw 
around  your  think**  brings  results.  But  it  takes  patience  to  make  letters 
look  like  real  print.  Care  and  neatness  become  a  MUST. 

History  is  being  made  and  the  staff  artists  at  the  front,  whose  pic¬ 
tures  reach  us  in  the  papers,  inspire  the  realistic  sketches  that  live  for 
their  small  creators.  And  back  in  the  past,  we  find  how  America  came 
into  being  and  lived  and  grew,  what  people  used  to  wear  and  how  their 
houses  looked,  as  groups  in  upper  grades,  working  under  class-mate 
chairmen,  with  crayon  and  paint  make  history  live  again. 

In  wartime  we  must  keep  especially  fit,  with  plenty  of  play  out-of- 
doors.  In  no  time  at  all  children  skate  and  slide  and  ski  across  sheets 
of  paper  so  big  we  have  to  use  large  cardboards  to  make  our  own  desks 
bigger  and  we  stand  up  to  draw  as  crayon  or  paint  boxes  occupy  our 
chairs. 

Children  love  to  draw  and  no  longer  is  it  necessary  for  Art  teachers 
to  prove  to  School  Boards  or  Townspeople  that  along  with  this  happi¬ 
ness  in  the  thing  they  enjoy,  they  learn  those  many  things  that  make 
their  eyes  and  minds  and  hands  alert  and  synchronized,  ready  for  what¬ 
ever  work  thev  mav  later  choose  to  do. 
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And  later  too,  we  know,  will  come  the  big  central  art  room, 
equipped  for  Grade  One  and  Grade  Six.  There  for  the  same  money,  or 
less,  now  spent  for  divided  equipment,  the  children  will  have  at  hand 
a  central  supply  of  tools  and  reference  material.  Here  the  art  teacher, 
in  this  her  own  home  room,  can  choose  any  medium  in  a  second  and  will 
teach  here  the  fundamentals  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  regular 
teachers  in  their  project  work  in  Geography,  History  and  other  subjects. 

In  this  room  too  will  develop  crafts  to  restore  the  breadth  of 
manual  skill  that  in  the  past  produced  the  famous  Yankee  ingenuity  and 
today  has  so  rapidly  equipped  America  for  war.  Here  hobbies  will 
start  to  fill  the  days  with  pleasure,  insurance  against  idle,  wasted  time. 

And  so  to-day’s  child  draws  on — someday  to  grow  up  to  know  that 
to  win  takes  mind  and  eye  and  hand  working  together  with  patience, 
discipline  and  will. 


MUSIC  IN  THE  ELEMENTARY  GRADES 

Gertrude  M.  Reynolds 
Supervisor  of  Music,  Elementary  Schools 

The  aim  of  the  music  course  in  the  elementary  schools  is  a  love 
of  good  music  on  the  part  of  each  child.  This  is  brought  about  by  the 
child’s  participation  in  music  through  a  course  in  music  reading,  voice 
culture  and  interpretation. 

In  the  first  grade  the  child  is  introduced  to  music  by  the  use  of  rote 
songs  and  by  listening  to  suitable  recorded  music.  In  the  middle  of  the 
year  he  takes  up  the  first  steps  in  music  reading  and  learns  to  take  part 
in  a  rh\thm  band,  which  gives  him  a  feeling  for  rhythm  and  team  work. 

During  the  first  three  years  special  attention  is  paid  to  socalled 
“monotones  *.  These  “monotones  ’,  few  of  whom  are  permanent  ones, 
are  usually  cured  during  these  first  years.  Recently,  however,  a  fifth 
grade  boy,  apparently  a  true  “monotone",  surprised  himself  and  the 
class  b\  suddenly  showing  the  ability  to  carry  a  tune  with  a  pleasing 
tone  of  voice.  It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  children  from  homes  in  which 
the  listening  to  and  singing  of  good  music  is  a  habit  are  the  ones  who 
show  greater  ability  to  sing  and  enjoy  music  in  the  first  year  of  school. 

In  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades  the  usual  course  is  continued, 
but  with  a  larger  scope  of  material.  Most  of  the  songs  in  our  music 
books  are  written  to  folk  tunes,  and  these  give  the  children  an  idea  of 
the  music,  people  and  customs  of  foreign  lands.  This  correlation  with 
geography  is  important  in  these  days  when  our  interests  go  beyond  our 
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own  national  boundaries.  In  addition  to  these  folk  songs,  the  pupils 
learn  standard  songs  of  a  patriotic  and  traditional  nature. 

In  the  elementary  grades  emphasis  is  laid  on  vocal  music  rather 
than  instrumental  music  or  “appreciation”  through  listening  for  two 
reasons.  First  of  all,  nine  out  of  ten  children  have  the  ability  to  sing. 
Singing,  then,  is  a  field  of  music  open  to  all,  and  it  is  to  their  advantage 
now  and  in  later  years  to  be  able  to  sing  easily  and  pleasingly.  The 
second  reason  for  the  special  attention  given  to  vocal  training  is  one  of 
the  many  results  of  the  present  war.  It  is  difficult  and  almost  impossible 
to  buy  music  instruments,  record  playing  machines  and  even  records. 
When  the  war  is  a  thing  of  the  past,  the  elementary  school  schildren,  with 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  of  music  and  singing,  will 
be  ready  for  a  course  in  instrumental  music  and  a  separate  course  in 
music  appreciation. 

The  lack  of  an  assembly  hall  in  both  the  Jenkins  and  Hatherly 
Schools  prevents  the  production  of  operettas  and  concerts  which  the 
school  children  are  quite  capable  of  presenting.  In  June  an  informal 
concert  was  given  out  of  doors  by  all  the  pupils  of  both  schools.  Public 
performances  should  be  a  part  of  the  music  course,  both  as  a  part  of 
the  child’s  training  and  as  a  reward  for  his  diligent  work.  An  assembly 
hall  for  these  performances  is  another  thing  we  have  to  look  forward 
to  after  the  war. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Scituate: 

The  pupils  have  had  physical  examinations  as  in  the  past.  There 
have  been  no  serious  epidemics  this  year.  We  have  begun  to  request 
parents  to  send  in  a  detailed  report  when  a  child  is  absent  for  illness. 
While  we  do  not  enjoy  this  paper  work  either,  it  should  help  to  control 
epidemics. 

I  commend  to  your  attention  the  accompanying  report  from  the 
School  Nurse,  as  giving  a  more  comprehensive  idea  of  the  supervision 
of  the  health  of  the  school  children. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  my  associates  for  their  very  kind  cooperation 
this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


Mr.  Harold  C.  Wingate

Scituate,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sir: 

In  presenting  my  sixteenth  annual  report,  this  is  the  second  report 
as  a  full  time  school  nurse. 

The  school  health  program  has  been  similar  to  that  which  was 
carried  on  in  the  generalized  program,  the  only  difference  being  the 
increased  time  allotment  in  the  specialized  field  of  school  nursing. 

The  annual  preschool  clinic  was  held  in  the  Spring.  Examinations 
were  made  by  E.  B.  Fitzgerald,  M.D.,  and  John  F.  Crimmins,  D.M.D. 
Attendance  at  the  clinic  was  very  good. 

The  clinic  for  the  mentally  retarded  was  omitted  this  year. 

The  audiometer  was  not  available  for  use  in  the  schools.  This  wTas 
probably  due  to  transportation  difficulties. 

The  Dental  Clinic  was  held  weekly  in  the  grade  schools.  The  im¬ 
portance  of  having  the  children  receive  care  by  their  family  dentist  wras 
stressed.  It  is  quite  impossible  to  care  for  the  dental  needs  of  all  those 
who  would  like  to  have  the  wrork  done  in  the  school  clinic. 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  Kit  has  been  purchased.  Because 
of  the  shortage  of  materials  needed  for  the  kit,  there  was  some  delay 
before  the  order  could  be  filled. 

The  school  physician  was  given  assistance  at  the  time  of  physical 
examinations.  Emergencies  and  minor  injuries  were  treated  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  medical  standing  orders.  Arrangements  for  clinical  services 
for  the  correction  of  defects  had  to  be  curtailed  due  to  lack  of  trans¬ 
portation  facilities. 

The  “hot  cocoa  project  was  carried  on  in  the  grade  schools  as 
in  former  years. 

The  program  “for  early  discovery  of  tuberculosis  was  held  for 
the  high  school  age  group.  Eleven  teachers  and  one  hundred  and 
seventy-one  pupils  had  the  test.  Known  contacts  were  examined  at  the 
time. 
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A  course  in  Red  Cross  Home  Nursing  will  begin  in  February.  The 
home  economics  teacher  and  the  nurse  will  share  the  responsibilities  for 
giving  the  course. 

It  has  become  increasingly  apparent  that  there  is  a  definite  need 
for  greater  co-ordination  of  all  health  services,  if  the  town  is  to  receive 
full  value  for  the  money  spent  on  health  work. 

The  physical,  mental,  emotional  and  spiritual  needs  of  preschool 
and  school  children  can  only  be  met  when  there  is  cooperative  effort  in 
the  home,  school  and  community. 

Children  are  living  in  a  much  troubled  world,  and  present  condi¬ 
tions  tend  to  increase  the  perplexities  of  life.  All  should  work  together 
for  their  best  interests. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  co-workers, 
teachers,  parents,  pupils  and  others  who  have  given  helpful  assistance 
during  the  year.

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

This  year,  the  same  as  last  year,  the  major  problems  now  con¬ 
fronting  Scituate  are  the  problems  of  postwar  planning  for  the  post¬ 
war  era. 

During  the  past  year  the  Selectmen  appointed  committees  cov¬ 
ering  all  expected  activities  to  provide  employment  for  the  returning 
soldiers  and  the  defense  workers  and  at  the  same  time  provide  per¬ 
manent  worth  while  improvements  to  our  town. 

These  committee  men  and  women  are  holding  meetings  and 
some  of  the  projects  they  will  present  to  the  town  for  the  postwar  era 
are  fast  coming  to  the  blue-print  stage. 

Your  town  is  in  an  excellent  financial  condition,  but  we  still  must 
practice  economy. 

As  of  January  1,  1945  we  had  in  war  bonds,  cash  and  surplus 
accounts  $226,646.84. 

The  town  purchased  in  1943,  $50,000  worth  of  war  bonds  which 
have  already  earned  about  $2,500  in  interest. 

Our  Chairman  will  orally  explain  further  details  of  interest  at 
our  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  March  5th  next.

ARTICLE  I 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  construction  of  a  gravel  filter  well  by  the  Water  De¬ 
partment,  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

VOTED :  That  the  sum  of  $7,500.00  be  raised  and  appropri¬ 
ated  for  the  construction  of  a  gravel  filter  well  by  the  Water  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  that  the  Commissioners  be  authorized  to  contract  therefor. 
This  amount  to  be  taken  from  the  E.  and  D.  Account.  Unanimous  vote. 

ARTICLE  II 

Will  the  Town  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Wrater  Commis¬ 
sioners  to  take  by  eminent  domain,  under  chapter  seventy-nine,  or 
chapter  eighty  A,  or  acquire  by  lease,  purchase,  gift,  devise  or  other¬ 
wise,  and  hold,  all  lands,  rights  of  way  and  other  easements  necessary 
for  collecting,  storing,  purifying  and  treating  water  developed  by 
means  of  driven,  artesian  or  other  wells,  and  protecting  and  pre¬ 
serving  the  purity  thereof,  and  for  conveying  the  same  to  a  connection

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Presidential  Electors,  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Auditor,  Attorney  General,  Senator  in  Congress  (to  fill 
vacancy),  Representative  in  Congress  Ninth  District,  Councillor 
Second  District,  Senator  Norfolk  and  Plymouth  District,  Represen¬ 
tative  in  General  Court  Second  Plymouth  District,  two  County  Com¬ 
missioners  Plymouth  County,  Sheriff  Plymouth  County. 

And  to  bring  in  their  votes  on  the  following  questions : 

QUESTION  No.  I 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  to  provide  for  a  Fair, 
Concise  Summary,  instead  of  a  Description,  of  Each  Proposed 
Amendment  to  the  Constitution  and  Each  Law  submitted  to  the 
People,  under  the  Initiative  and  the  Referendum,  and  Certain  Changes 
relative  to  the  Filing  of  Initiative  Petitions  which  is  further  described 
as  follows  : — ■ 

This  amendment  amends  Article  XLVIII  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  by  striking  out  section  three  under  the  heading 
“The  Initiative.  II.  Initiative  Petitions”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
a  new  section  which  provides, — 

That  an  initiative  petition  for  a  constitutional  amendment  or  a 
law  shall  first  be  signed  by  ten  qualified  voters  of  the  Commonwealth 
and  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  not  later  than  the  first 
Wednesday  of  the  August  before  the  assembling  of  the  General 
Court  into  which  it  is  to  be  introduced.  It  may  be  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  if  the  Attorney  General  shall  certify 
that  the  measure  and  its  title  are  in  proper  form  and  that  it  is  not, 
affirmatively  or  negatively,  substantially  the  same  as  any  measure 
which  has  been  qualified  for  submission  or  submitted  to  the  people 
at  either  of  the  two  preceding  biennial  state  elections,  and  that  it 
contains  only  subjects  not  excluded  from  the  popular  initiative  and 
which  are  related  or  which  are  mutually  dependent. 

The  Secretary  shall  provide  blanks  for  the  use  of  subsequent 
signers^  He  shall  print  at  the  top  of  each  blank  a  fair,  concise  sum¬ 
mary  of  the  proposed  measure,  as  determined  by  the  Attorney 
General  as  it  will  appear  upon  the  ballot,  together  with  the  names 
and  residences  of  the  first  ten  signers.  All  such  petitions,  with  the 
first  ten  signatures  attached,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  not 
earlier  than  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  September  before  the  as¬ 
sembling  of  the  Legislature  into  which  they  are  to  be  introduced,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  required  signatures  shall  be  filed  not  later  than 
the  first  Wednesday  of  the  following  December. 

Section  3  of  that  part  of  said  Article  XLVIII  under  the  head¬ 
ing  “The  Referendum.  III.  Referendum  Petitions.”  is  also  amended 
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by  striking  out  the  second  sentence  of  such  section  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  provisions  that  the  Secretary  shall  provide  blanks  for 
the  use  of  signers  of  a  referendum  petition  on  a  law  requesting  that 
the  operation  of  such  law  be  suspended  subsequent  to  the  first  ten 
signers  and  shall  print  at  the  top  of  each  blank  a  fair,  concise  summary 
of  the  proposed  law  as  determined  by  the  Attorney  General  as  it  will 
appear  upon  the  ballot,  together  with  the  names  and  residences  of  the 
first  ten  signers. 

Section  4  of  that  part  of  said  Article  XLVIII  under  the  heading 
“The  Referendum.  III.  Referendum  Petitions.”,  is  also  amended  by 
striking  out  the  third  sentence  of  such  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  provisions  that  the  Secretary  shall  provide  blanks  for  the  use 
of  signers  subsequent  to  the  first  ten  signers  of  a  referendum  petition 
asking  for  the  repeal  of  an  emergency  law  or  of  a  law  which  takes 
effect  because  the  referendum  petition  does  not  contain  a  request  for 
suspension,  and  shall  print  at  the  top  of  each  blank  a  fair,  concise 
summary  of  the  proposed  law  as  such  summary  will  appear  on  the 
ballot  together  with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  first  ten  signers. 

Article  XLVIII  is  further  amended  by  striking  out  subheading 
“HI.  Form  of  Ballot”  and  subheading  “IV.  Information  for  Voters” 
under  the  heading  “General  Provisions”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
new  subheadings  III  and  IV,  which  provide,  respectively: 

III.  FORM  OF  BALLOT 

A  fair,  concise  summary  of  each  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  and  each  law  submitted  to  the  people,  as  determined  by 
the  Attorney  General  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot.  The  Secretary 
shall  give  each  question  a  number  and  cause  such  question,  except  as 
otherwise  authorized  in  said  article  of  amendment,  to  be  printed  on 
the  ballot  in  the  following  form : 

In  the  case  of  an  amendment  to  the  constitution :  Do  you  approve 
of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  summarized 
below,  (here  state,  in  distinctive  type,  whether  approved  or  disap¬ 
proved  by  the  general  court,  and  by  what  vote  thereon)  ?  Yes. — No. 

(Set  forth  summary  here) 

In  the  case  of  a  law :  Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below, 
(here  state,  in  distinctive  type,  whether  approved  or  disapproved  by 
the  general  court,  and  by  what  vote  thereon)  ?  Yes. — No. 

IV.  INFORMATION  FOR  VOTERS 

The  Secretary  shall  print  and  send  to  each  registered  voter  the 
full  text  of  every  measure  to  be  submitted  to  the  people,  together  with 
a  copy  of  the  legislative  committee’s  majority  and  minority  reports, 
with  the  names  of  the  majority  and  minority  members  and  a  fair, 
concise  summary'  of  the  measure  as  such  summary  will  appear  on  the 
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ballot,  and,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  other  argu¬ 
ments  for  and  against  the  measure, — 

which  proposed  amendment  was  approved  by  the  General 
Court  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  July  8, 
1941,  received  201  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  2  in  the  nega¬ 
tive,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  May  12, 
1943,  received  214  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  5  in  the  negative, 
— be  approved? 

QUESTION  No.  2 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  to  provide  that  the 
General  Court  may  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which 
pardons  of  offences  which  are  felonies  may  be  granted  which  is 
further  described  as  follows : — 

This  article  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts 
annuls  Article  VIII  of  section  1  of  chapter  II  of  Part  the  Second  of 
the  Constitution,  which  vested  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  the  Council,  with  the  full  and  unrestricted  power  of  pardoning 
offences  of  which  a  person  is  convicted,  except  such  as  persons  may 
be  convicted  of  before  the  Senate  by  an  impeachment  of  the  House, 
and  adopts  a  new  Article  VIII  in  place  thereof. 

This  new  Article  VIII  vests  the  pardoning  power  in  the  Gov¬ 
ernor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  but  provides  further  that 
if  the  offence  to  be  pardoned  is  a  felony  the  Legislature  shall  have 
power  to  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  a  pardon 
may  be  granted. 

The  new  Article  VIII  contains  the  same  provision  as  the  old  with 
relation  to  the  ineffectiveness  of  pardons  granted  before  a  conviction, — 

which  proposed  amendment  was  approved  by  the  General 
Court  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  July  8, 
1941,  received  199  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  1  in  the  nega¬ 
tive,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  May  12, 
1943,  received  198  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  0  in  the  negative, 
— be  approved? 

QUESTION  No.  3 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  restoring  Annual  Sessions 
of  the  General  Court  and  an  Annual  Budget  which  is  further  described 
as  follows : — 

This  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts  annuls 
Article  LXXII  of  the  Amendments  which  provided  for  biennial  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  Legislature  and  a  biennial  budget,  and  makes  effective 
those  earlier  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  its  Amendments 
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which  were  annulled  or  affected  by  said  Article  LXXII, — 

which  proposed  amendment  was  approved  hy  the  General 
Court  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  July  8, 
1941,  received  172  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  38  in  the 
negative,  and  in  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  May  12, 
1943,  received  188  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  52  in  the 
negative, 

— be  approved? 

QUESTION  No.  4 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  providing  for  Absent 
Voting  by  Qualified  Voters  who  by  Reason  of  Physical  Disability  are 
unable  to  vote  in  Person  wThich  is  further  described  as  follows : — 

This  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts  annuls 
Article  XLV  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  which  related  to 
absentee  voting  and  adopts  in  its  place  a  new  Article  XLV  which 
authorizes  the  Legislature  to  provide  for  voting,  in  the  choice  of  any 
officer  to  be  elected  or  upon  any  question  submitted  at  an  election, 
by  qualified  voters  of  the  Commonwealth  who  at  the  time  of  such  an 
election  are  absent  from  the  city  or  town  of  which  they  are  inhabitants 
or  are  unable  by  reason  of  physical  disability  to  cast  their  votes  in 
person, — 

which  proposed  amendment  was  approved  by  the  General 
Court  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  July  8, 
1941,  received  171  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  30  in  the 
negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  May 
27,  1943,  received  184  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  61  in  the 
negative, 

— be  approved  ? 

QUESTION  No.  5 

LAW  SUBMITTED  UPON  REFERENDUM  AFTER  PASSAGE. 

Shall  a  law  described  as  follows: — This  law  amends  chapter  271  of 
the  General  Laws  by  striking  out  section  22A,  as  previously  amended, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  section  22 A,  which  provides  that 
conducting  or  promoting  a  game  of  whist  or  bridge  in  connection  with 
which  prizes  are  offered  to  be  won  by  chance,  or  allowing  such  a  game 
to  be  conducted  or  promoted,  shall  not  authorize  the  prosecution, 
arrest  or  conviction  of  any  person  for  such  acts  under  chapter  271  of 
the  General  Law’s,  which  deals  w’ith  crimes  against  public  policy,  if  the 
entire  proceeds  of  the  charges  for  admission  to  such  game  are  donated 
solely  to  charitable,  civic,  educational,  fraternal  or  religious  purposes. 
This  new’  section  does  not  contain,  as  did  the  section  now’  stricken 
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out,  provisions  authorizing  the  licensing  and  conducting  of  the  game 
of  beano, — 

which  section  was  approved  by  both  branches  of  the  General 
Court  by  vote  not  recorded, 

— be  approved? 


To  obtain  a  full  expresssion  of  opinion  voters  should  vote  on  all 
three  of  the  following  questions : — 

(a)  If  a  voter  desires  to  permit  the  sale  in  this  city  (or  town) 
of  any  and  all  alcoholic  beverages  to  be  drunk  on  and  off  the  premises 
where  sold,  he  will  vote  “Yes”  on  all  three  questions. 

(b)  If  he  desires  to  permit  the  sale  herein  of  wines  and  malt 
beverages  only  to  be  drunk  on  and  off  the  premises  where  sold,  he 
will  vote  “No”  on  question  one,  “Yes”  on  question  two  and  “No”  on 
question  three. 

(c)  If  he  desires  to  permit  the  sale  herein  of  all  alcoholic  bev¬ 
erages,  but  only  in  packages,  so  called,  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises 
where  sold,  he  will  vote  “No”  on  questions  one  and  two  and  “Yes” 
on  question  three. 

(d)  If  he  desires  to  permit  the  sale  herein  of  wines  and  malt 
beverages  to  be  drunk  on  and  off  the  premises  where  sold  and  in 
addition  other  alcoholic  beverages  but  only  in  packages,  so  called,  not 
to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  where  sold,  he  will  vote  “No”  on  question 
one  and  “Yes”  on  questions  two  and  three. 

(e)  If  he  desires  to  prohibit  the  sale  herein  of  any  and  all 
alcoholic  beverages  whether  to  be  drunk  on  or  off  the  premises  where 
sold,  he  will  vote  “No”  on  all  three  questions. 

1.  Shall  licenses  be  granted  in  this  city  (or  town)  for  the  sale 
therein  of  all  alcoholic  beverages  (whisky,  rum,  gin,  malt  beverages, 
wines  and  all  other  alcoholic  beverages)  ? 

2.  Shall  licenses  be  granted  in  this  city  (or  town)  for  the  sale 
therein  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  (wines  and  beer,  ale  and  all  other 

•  malt  beverages)  ? 

3.  Shall  licenses  be  granted  in  this  city  (or  town)  for  the  sale 
therein  of  all  alcoholic  beverages  in  packages,  so  called,  not  to  be 
drunk  on  the  premises? 

All  the  above  candidates,  officers  and  questions  are  to  be  voted 
for  upon  one  ballot.

QUESTION  No.  I. 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  to  provide  for  a  Fair, 
Concise  Summary,  instead  of  a  Description,  of  Each  Proposed 
Amendment  to  the  Constitution  and  Each  Law  submitted  to  the  Peo¬ 
ple,  under  the  Initiative  and  the  Referendum,  and  Certain  Changes 
relative  to  the  Filing  of  Initiative  Petitions  which  is  further  described 
as  follows : — 

This  amendment  amends  Article  XLVIII  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  bv  striking  out  section  three  under  the  heading  “The 
Initiative.  II.  Initiative  Petitions”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a 
new  section  which  provides, — 
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That  an  initiative  petition  for  a  constitutional  amendment  or  a 
law  shall  first  be  signed  by  ten  qualified  voters  of  the  Commonwealth 
and  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  not  later  than  the  first 
Wednesday  of  the  August  before  the  assembling  of  the  General  Court 
into  which  it  is  to  be  introduced.  It  may  be  filed  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  if  the  Attorney  General  shall  certify  that  the 
measure  and  its  title  are  in  proper  form  and  that  it  is  not,  affirma¬ 
tively  or  negatively,  substantially  the  same  as  any  measure  which  has 
been  qualified  for  submission  or  submitted  to  the  people  at  either  of 
the  two  preceding  biennial  state  elections,  and  that  it  contains  only 
subjects  not  excluded  from  the  popular  initiative  and  which  are  re¬ 
lated  or  which  are  mutually  dependent. 

The  Secretary  shall  provide  blanks  for  the  use  of  subsequent 
signers.  He  shall  print  at  the  top  of  each  blank  a  fair,  concise  sum¬ 
mary  of  the  proposed  measure,  as  determined  by  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  as  it  will  appear  upon  the  ballot,  together  with  the  names  and 
residences  of  the  first  ten  signers.  All  such  petitions,  with  the  first 
ten  signatures  attached,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  not  earlier 
than  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  September  before  the  assembling  of 
the  Legislature  into  which  they  are  to  be  introduced,  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  required  signatures  shall  be  filed  not  later  than  the 
first  Wednesday  of  the  following  December. 

Section  3  of  that  part  of  said  Article  XLVIII  under  the  heading 
“The  Referendum.  III.  Referendum  Petitions.”  is  also  amended  by 
striking  out  the  second  sentence  of  such  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  provisions  that  the  Secretary  shall  provide  blanks  for  the  use 
of  signers  of  a  referendum  petition  on  a  law  requesting  that  the  op¬ 
eration  of  such  law  be  suspended  subsequent  to  the  first  ten  signers 
and  shall  print  at  the  top  of  each  blank  a  fair,  concise  summary  of 
the  proposed  law  as  determined  by  the  Attorney  General  as  it  will 
appear  upon  the  ballot,  together  with  the  names  and  residences  of  the 
first  ten  signers. 

Section  4  of  that  part  of  said  Article  XLVIII  under  the  heading 
“The  Referendum.  III.  Referendum  Petitions.”,  is  also  amended  by 
striking  out  the  third  sentence  of  such  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  provisions  that  the  Secretary  shall  provide  blanks  for  the  use 
of  signers  subsequent  to  the  first  ten  signers  of  a  referendum  petition 
asking  for  the  repeal  of  an  emergency  law  or  of  a  law  which  takes 
effect  because  the  referendum  petition  does  not  contain  a  request  for 
suspension,  and  shall  print  at  the  top  of  each  blank  a  fair,  concise 
summary  of  the  proposed  law  as  such  summary  will  appear  on  the 
ballot  together  with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  first  ten  signers. 
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Article  XLVIII  is  further  amended  by  striking  out  subheading 
“III.  Form  of  Ballot’’  and  subheading  “IV.  Information  for  Voters” 
under  the  heading  “-General  Provisions"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
new  subheadings  III  and  IV,  which  provide,  respectively: 

III.  Form  of  Ballot. 

A  fair,  concise  summary  of  each  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  and  each  law  submitted  to  the  people,  as  determined  by 
the  Attorney  General  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot.  The  Secretary 
shall  give  each  question  a  number  and  cause  such  question,  except  as 
otherwise  authorized  in  said  article  of  amendment,  to  be  printed  on 
the  ballot  in  the  following  form : 

In  the  case  of  an  amendment  to  the  constitution :  Do  you  approve 
of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  summarized 
below,  (here  state,  in  distinctive  type,  whether  approved  or  disap¬ 
proved  by  the  general  court,  and  by  what  vote  thereon)  ?  Yes.  —  Xo. 

(Set  forth  summary  here) 

In  the  case  of  a  law :  Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  be¬ 
low,  (here  state,  in  distinctive  type,  whether  approved  or  disapproved 
by  the  general  court,  and  by  what  vote  thereon)  ?  Yes.  —  Xo. 

(Set  forth  summary  here) 

IV.  Information  for  Voters. 

The  Secretary  shall  print  and  send  to  each  registered  voter  the 
full  text  of  every  measure  to  be  submitted  to  the  people,  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  legislative  committee’s  majority  and  minority  re¬ 
ports,  with  the  names  of  the  majority  and  minority  members  and  a 
fair,  concise  summary  of  the  measure  as  such  summary  will  appear  on 
the  ballot  and,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  other  argu¬ 
ments  for  and  against  the  measure, — 

which  proposed  amendment  was  approved  by  the  General 
Court  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  July  8, 
1941,  received  201  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  2  in  the  nega¬ 
tive,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  May  12, 
1943,  received  214  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  5  in  the  negative,

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  to  provide  that  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Court  may  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which 
pardons  of  offences  which  are  felonies  may  be  granted  which  is  fur¬ 
ther  described  as  follows : — 

This  article  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts 
annuls  Article  VIII  of  section  1  of  chapter  II  of  Part  the  Second  of 
the  Constitution,  which  vested  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  the  Council,  with  the  full  and  unrestricted  power  of  pardoning 
offences  of  which  a  person  is  convicted,  except  such  as  persons  may  be 
convicted  of  before  the  Senate  by  an  impeachment  of  the  House,  and 
adopts  a  new  Article  VIII  in  place  thereof. 

This  new  Article  VIII  vests  the  pardoning  power  in  the  Gov¬ 
ernor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  but  provides  further 
that  if  the  offence  to  be  pardoned  is  a  felony  the  Legislature  shall 
have  power  to  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  a  pardon 
may  be  granted. 

The  new  Article  VIII  contains  the  same  provision  as  the  old  with 
relation  to  the  ineffectiveness  of  pardons  granted  before  a  conviction, — 

which  proposed  amendment  was  approved  by  the  General 
Court  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  July  8, 
1941,  received  199  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  1  in  the  nega¬ 
tive,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  May  12, 
1943,  received  198  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  0  in  the  negative,

The  attention  of  interested  parties  is  called  to  Chapter  51,  Section 
2  of  the  General  Laws,  viz. :  If  the  name  of  a  female  who  is  duly  reg¬ 
istered  as  a  voter  is  changed  by  marriage  or  by  decree  of  court,  her 
right  to  vote  in  her  former  name  shall  continue  until  January  first 
next  following.  Adherence  to  this  law  requires  every  female  now  on 
the  voting  list  whose  name  is  changed  by  marriage  or  by  decree  of 
court  to  appear  at  an  advertised  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Registrars 
and  re-register  as  a  voter  if  desirous  of  continuing  to  vote  in  Scituate, 
as  her  previous  name  will  automatically  be  stricken  from  the  list.

The  entire  community  was  rudely  shocked  on  June  10th  of  this 
year  upon  the  disappearance  of  Frances  McGrath,  10-year-old 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  McGrath,  summer  residents  of  the 
Town  over  a  number  of  years.  A  week  of  intensive  search  was  insti¬ 
tuted  and  carried  on  before  the  abused  body  of  the  little  girl  was  dis¬ 
covered  in  a  lane  off  Winter  Street,  Norwell.  Flundreds  of  persons 
took  part  in  the  search  for  the  child,  including  a  great  number  from 
the  M.S.G.  units,  detachments  of  regular  U.S.  Army  and  Navy — 
U.S.  Coast  Guard — Boy  and  Girl  Scouts  and  many  volunteers.  Then 
followed  the  investigation  in  an  all-out  effort  to  locate  the  dastardly 
assassin  or  assassins  guilty  of  this  foul  crime.  Four  Lieutenant  De¬ 
tectives  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Safety  were  detailed  to 
assist  the  local  department.  This  force  was  augmented  by  the  per¬ 
sonal  appearances  for  several  days  of  Commissioner  John  Stokes  and 
Capt.  Joseph  Ferrari  of  the  department.  In  addition  to  this  force 
the  department  laboratory  men  were  made  available  and  proved  of 
invaluable  assistance  in  the  investigation.  Every  possible  source  of 
information  has  been  examined  and  hundreds  of  interviews  taken 
stenographically  in  an  effort  to  arrive  at  the  solution  of  this  unspeak¬ 
able  offence.  While  at  this  writing  no  arrests  have  been  made,  the 
investigation  continues  and  facts  in  possession  of  those  investigating 
cause  them  to  be  confident  that  the  perpetrator  of  this  heinous  crime 
will  in  the  end  be  brought  to  justice. 
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False  Alarms  of  Ffre 

The  contemptible  practice  of  sounding  false  alarms  of  fire  which 
called  the  Fire  Department  needlessly  on  nine  occasions  between 
June  22nd  and  August  2nd  seemingly  stopped  following  an  investi¬ 
gation  which  resulted  in  the  appearance  of  eight  young  defendants 
before  the  court  charged  with  these  offences.  Each  of  the  defendants 
were  ordered  to  make  restitution  to  the  Town  for  the  expense  in¬ 
curred  by  the  Scituate  Fire  Department  in  responding  to  these  alarms. 
A  total  of  $288.00  was  paid  through  the  probation  office  an,d  turned 
over  to  the  Town  Treasurer.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

AIRPORT  COMMITTEE 


Pursuant  to  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  its  1944  March  Town  Meet¬ 
ing,  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator,  has  had  sev¬ 
eral  meetings  during  the  past  year  and  has  viewed  various  locations 
for  consideration  as  a  possible  Airport  site  for  the  Town  of  Scituate. 
Your  committee  believes  that  an  xMrport  would  be  a  valuable  asset 
for  future  development  of  the  Town  and  make  available  to  the  Town 
facilities  necessary  in  the  post  war  era.  It  is  deemed  that  any  Air¬ 
port  will  of  itself  not  be  a  self-sustaining  matter,  but  will  indirectly, 
enhance  the  Town’s  development. 

During  the  past  year  the  U.  S.  Government  has  selected  various 
cities  and  towns  throughout  the  country  within  which  it  recommends 
location  of  an  Airport,  among  which  is  Scituate.  It  is  contemplated 
that  the  U.  S.  Government  will  contribute  toward  the  construction 
of  Airport  sites  it  may  approve,  but  the  terms  and  conditions  under 
which  contribution  may  be  made  is  as  yet  indefinite  and  uncertain, 
but  it  may  be  established  by  government  enactment  in  the  near  future. 
Until  the  extent  of  government  participation  is  determined  no  definite 
plans  should  be  undertaken.  However,  the  preliminary  matters  of 
determination  of  site  location  should  be  made  so  that  when  and  if  the 
government  funds  become  available,  the  Town  may  be  in  a  position 
to  take  advantage  thereof. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  Town  vote  to 
instruct  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  committee  to  further  study  all 
phases  of  an  Airport  to  be  located  in  the  Town  and  that  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  such  com¬ 
mittee  to  make  surveys  and  other  studies  as  may  to  them  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  determination  of  site  locations,  plans  and  or  matters  for 
consideration.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


January  18,  1945. 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the 
year  1944. 

The  year  1944  proved  to  be  one  of  exceptional  activity  for  this 
Department.  Although  there  were  few  major  fires,  the  Department 
answered  more  emergency  calls  than  ever  before  in  its  history. 

The  manpower  available  to  the  Department  remains  at  sub¬ 
stantially  the  same  level  as  in  the  past  several  years,  and  the  attend¬ 
ance  record  of  the  part  time,  or  call  men,  is,  as  usual,  excellent.  It 
should  be  noted,  however,  that  these  men  are  at  a  distinct  disadvan¬ 
tage  in  that  there  is  of  necessity  some  delay  in  transmitting  calls  to 
them. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  some  of  the  motor  apparatus 
while  in  reasonably  good  condition  is  older  than  is  consistent  with 
good  practice.  May  I  again  emphasize  the  necessity  of  providing  for 
new  apparatus  when  it  becomes  practical  so  to  do. 

Under  a  delegation  of  authority  issued  by  the  State  Fire  Mar¬ 
shal,  the  Department  is  now  charged  with  issuing  permits  and,  when 
necessary,  making  inspections  in  connection  with  the  manufacture, 
keeping,  handling  and  transporting  of  inflammable  fluids,  explosives, 
etc.  It  is  also  within  the  authority  of  this  Department  to  approve  per¬ 
mits  for  and  set  seating  capacities  of  all  places  of  public  assembly. 

The  Department  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Ferdinand 
Feola,  for  some  sixteen  years  a  faithful  call  fireman. 

For  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  enjoyed  in  our  dealings  with 
the  people  of  the  Town  and  with  the  various  departments  and  offi¬ 
cials,  we  are  deeply  grateful.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


January  18,  1945. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1945 
follow's : 

This  department  responded  to  the  normal  amount  of  grass  and 
woods  fires  expected  in  the  average  year.  With  one  exception,  these 
blazes  were  extinguished  with  little  difficulty.  In  the  case  of  one 
fire,  occurring  in  the  Egypt  section,  we  were  fortunate  in  having  the 
help  of  our  good  neighbors  Norwell,  Hingham,  Hull  and  Cohasset. 
With  their  aid,  the  fire  was  extinguished  with  little  loss  or  damage 
to  any  property.

It  is  the  intention  of  this  department  to  continue  the  burning 
over  of  such  grass  lands  as  are  considered  to  be  fire  hazards  insofar 
as  the  current  lack  of  man  power  will  permit. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  majority  of  our  people  abide  by 
the  provisions  of  the  State  law  by  obtaining  permits  for  open  air  fires. 
T  his  law  is  designed  to  protect  all  property  owners  and  should  be  ob¬ 
served  by  all.

SCITUATE  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  SAFETY 
36  Country  Way,  Greenbush,  Massachusetts 

January  16,  1945. 

Board  of  Selectmen,  Scituate,  Massachusetts, 

Gentlemen : 

We  submit  this,  our  third  annual  report,  covering  our  activities 
for  1944. 
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In  March  we  decided  that  conditions  warranted  relaxing  mate¬ 
rially  our  activities,  and  therefore  went  upon  a  suspended  basis, 
maintaining  our  physical  set-up  of,  Report  Center,  Communications 
Equipment,  Medical  Center  Supplies,  Motor  Corps,  etc.,  but  ceased 
any  drills  or  personnel  activities.  As  a  result,  we  reduced  our  routine 
expense  to  $5.66  per  month.  '  In  June  the  State  Committee  ordered 
action  similar  to  ours  for  the  entire  state. 

We  are,  however,  ready  to  immediately  re-activate  any  or  all  of 
our  services  which  may  be  needed  to  meet  any  civilian  emergency 
which  may  arise.  This  has  been  proven  on  the  following  two  occa¬ 
sions.  At  the  time  of  the  McGrath  case  in  June  when  on  four  sep¬ 
arate  days,  with  less  than  an  hour’s  notice  on  two  of  them,  we  fed  a 
substantial  ration  including  hot  coffee  to  the  searchers.  On  one  of 
these  evenings  the  number  exceeded  250  people.  Again  at  the  time 
of  the  hurricane,  September  12th,  we  evacuated  the  people  from 
Humarock  as  well  as  in  other  exposed  shore  settlements  and  pro¬ 
vided  for  those  of  them  who  needed  it,  shelter  for  the  night  with  cots, 
blankets,  etc.,  at  our  High  School  Auditorium  and  also  operated  the 
Cafeteria  for  sandwiches  and  hot  drinks  both  in  the  evening  and 
again  before  they  left  in  the  morning. 

During  the  year  we  continued  operation  of  our  Service  Men’s 
Club  on  Meeting  House  Lane — the  entire  expense  of  about  two  years’ 
operation  has  been  borne  by  the  U.S.O.  and  private  contributions. 
Not  a  cent  of  Town  money  has  been  used  for  that  purpose.  Because 
of  reduced  Service  population  in  Town,  we  felt  the  expense  of  con¬ 
tinuation  was  not  warranted  and  have  closed  the  club  as  of  December 
15,  1944. 

The  Red  Cross  Motor  Corps  has  been  extremely  active,  efficient 
and  cooperative  in  our  work.  They  drove  500  miles  in  connection 
with  the  McGrath  case  and  375  miles  during  the  hurricane,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  25,569  miles  of  routine  driving  to  hospitals  and  blood  bank. 
The  entire  cost  of  this  work  has  been  borne  by  the  ladies  who  furnish 
and  drive  their  own  cars  without  any  reimbursement. 

We  have  also  been  handling  the  salvage  work  for  the  Town. 
In  addition  to  house  to  house  pick-ups,  we  established  collection 
points  for  tin  at  the  Police  Station  and  for  paper  at  the  Welch  Com¬ 
pany  Coal  Yard  where  towns  people  could  dispose  of  their  accumu¬ 
lation.  Unfortunately,  some  of  our  people  did  not  co-operate  in  the 
proper  use  of  these  collection  points  so  that  we  were  obliged  to  dis¬ 
continue  them.  We  plan  to  again  conduct  a  house  to  house  pick-up 
in  the  near  future.  We  have  shipped  about  10  tons  of  tin  and  about 
80  tons  of  paper  but  this  activity  has  to  be  very  carefully  handled  for 
the  income  to  cover  the  expenses. 
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Our  fat  collections  at  the  various  stores  have  been  very  satis¬ 
factory,  averaging  about  250%  of  our  quota  each  month.  This  is 
through  the  individual  activities  of  our  housewives  and  is  very  grati¬ 
fying  to  your  committee. 

We  have  a  balance  carried  over  from  the  1942  appropriation 
amounting  to  a  little  over  a  $1,000  in  the  general  fund  and  a  little 
over  $600  in  our  Police  Department  special  appropriation  from  the 
same  year. 

Although  we  do  not  take  too  seriously  the  recent  warnings  of 
the  probability  of  buzz  bomb  attacks,  we  feel  that  we  would  be  remiss 
in  entirely  disregarding  them,  as  it  is  possible.  Therefore,  we  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  two  balances  referred  to  above  be  allowed  to  remain 
to  our  credit  for  the  ensuing  year  to  provide  immediate  funds  for  any 
emergency  which  might  arise.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Scituate : 

Upon  taking  office  as  your  Highway  Surveyor  on  March  13,  we 
had,  under  the  Care  of  Roads,  a  total  of  $35,658.00.  With  approxi¬ 
mately  seventy-two  miles  of  improved  highways  to  maintain,  despite 
this  small  appropriation  and  under  wartime  conditions,  I  believe  that 
we  have  accomplished  many  worthwhile  sidewalk  and  road  improve¬ 
ments.  It  has  been  necessary  to  pay  more  for  labor,  skilled  and  un¬ 
skilled,  more  for  road  materials  and  more  for  the  upkeep  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  our  equipment  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  Town. 
However,  due  to  careful  estimating,  planning  and  full  time  super¬ 
vision,  the  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  work : 

Roads  rebuilt  and  resurfaced,  5.44  miles. 

New  sidewalks,  1,165  feet. 

Old  concrete  steps  were  eliminated  at  182  Front  Street. 

Parking  space  at  Sand  Hills  was  gravelled  and  brought  to  the 
proper  grade.  It  will  be  finished  in  time  for  summer  parking. 

The  third  lane  at  the  Parking  Space  at  the  Harbor  will  be 
brought  to  proper  grade  and  tarred  to  be  ready  for  the  summer  season. 

Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  our  summer  sections.  All 
work  that  was  necessary,  has  been  done  early  in  the  Spring  or  in  the 
Fall  to  in  no  way  interfere  with  our  summer  residents. 

During  the  summer  months,  the  roads  have  been  swept  once  a 
week  at  Minot  and  North  Scituate  and  at  various  times  at  Humarock. 

Drainage,  750  feet. 

The  catch  basins  at  Scituate  Harbor  have  been  brought  to  the 
proper  grade.  At  the  present  time,  we  have  several  drainage  prob¬ 
lems  which  we  hope  to  rectify  this  coming  summer. 

In  addition  to  the  work  mentioned  above,  six  hundred  fifty 
(650)  tons  of  bituminous  patch  were  applied.  This  amount  includes 
the  elimination  of  the  dangerous  condition  at  the  intersection  of  First 
Parish  Road  and  Country  Way,  the  improvement  of  the  Beaver  Dam 
railroad  crossing  and  also  the  dance  board  at  Humarock. 
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56,785  gallons  of  tar  and  asphalt  were  applied  to  our  streets 
where  the  need  was  greatest. 

The  garage  and  office  building  at  Egypt  has  been  given  a  much- 
needed  coat  of  paint,  windows  reset  and  it  has  been  put  in  first  class 
condition.  At  this  time,  we  would  like  to  invite  any  interested  citizen 
of  Scituate  to  pay  a  visit  to  your  plant. 

At  the  present  time,  one  of  the  greatest  problems  confronting 
this  department  is  the  plowing  of  private  drives.  In  the  past,  it  has 
been  a  practice  to  plow  drives.  As  you  may  or  may  not  know,  the 
condition  of  your  drive  is  in  no  way  the  responsibility  of  the  Highway 
Department.  However,  in  cases  of  emergency,  we  will  do  our  best, 
after  the  roads  are  plowed,  to  keep  your  drives  open. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  our  Selectmen  and  heads  of  vari¬ 
ous  departments  for  their  co-operation  during  this  past  year  and  also 
to  the  many  citizens  whose  suggestions  and  interest  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  have  been  most  welcome.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE  AND 
BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 


To  the  Voters  of  Scituate : 

The  outstanding  feature  in  the  administration  of  the  Old  Age 
Assistance  program  in  1944  has  been  the  attempts  to  enforce  the  law 
passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  which  compels  children 
of  recipients  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  their  parents,  and  the 
provisions  of  that  law  putting  upon  local  boards  the  responsibility  of 
enforcing  it. 

The  results  of  the  workings  of  this  law  have  been  unsatisfactory ; 
an  immense  amount  of  work  has  been  put  into  it,  and  a  great  deal  of 
hard  feeling  has  developed  among  both  the  recipients  and  the  children, 
with  results  entirely  incommensurate  with  the  troubles  involved.  It 
is,  however,  fair  to  state  that  in  some  other  towns  it  has  been  more 
successful. 

The  report  of  the  Recess  Commission  on  Old  Age  Assistance 
says:  “The  administration  of  Old  Age  Assistance  is  a  complicated 
and  involved  process."  This  it  certainly  is,  and  made  more  so  by  a 
well  organized  staff  of  State  employees  who  are  continually  revising 
and  sometimes  reversing  the  rules  as  to  the  interpretation  of  the  law. 

Another  incident  in  the  year’s  work  was  the  withdrawal  by  our 
local  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  of  the  services  of  the  Motor  Corps  in 
transporting  recipients  to  and  from  hospitals  and  clinics,  making  it 
necessary  for  the  Board  to  find  other  means  of  rendering  this  very 
necessary  service. 

Nothing  of  note  has  occurred  in  the  administration  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Welfare  and  A.D.C.  programs,  conditions  being  about  the  same 
as  in  previous  years. 

We  wish  to  extend  thanks  to  all  individuals  and  Town  Depart¬ 
ments  who  have  assisted  us  in  carrying  on  our  work,  and  to  Mrs. 
Dowd,  nurse  for  the  Health  Department,  who  has  been  very  helpful.

Board  of  Selectmen,  Scituate,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen  : 

We  respectfully  submit  this  our  Second  Annual  Report. 

We  have  continued  to  operate  from  the  office  established  August 
4,  1943,  situated  at  70  Front  Street  in  the  Harbor  which  appears  to  be 
a  more  convenient  location  for  a  large  part  of  our  population. 

The  detail  of  our  work  has  been  substantially  increased  because 
of  added  activities  in  connection  with  Price  Control.  In  order  to 
properly  handle  this  activity,  a  new  panel  has  been  recently  organized 
composed  of' five  local  merchants  who  have  first  hand  knowledge  of 
the  effects  of  this  phase  of  rationing. 

We  have  also  established  a  Medical  Panel  composed  of  local 
doctors  who  advise  us  on  applications  for  additional  food  rations  be¬ 
cause  of  sickness. 

In  spite  of  the  above  referred  to  increases  in  our  work,  the  Re¬ 
gional  O.P.A.  office  has  reduced  from  four  (4)  to  three  (3)  the  num¬ 
ber  of  federally  paid  clerks  allowed  us.  We  have,  therefore,  been 
obliged  since  July  to  pay  the  fourth  clerk  from  Town  funds.  This 
has  necessitated  our  obtaining  a  transfer  of  $500  through  the  Advisory 
Committee  from  the  Reserve  Fund  and  will  compel  us  to  ask  for  an 
increase  of  $1,000  in  our  appropriation  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
of  1945.  About  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  expense  of  this  federal 
activity  is  now  being  borne  by  the  Town. 

We  believe  our  citizens  have  come  to  realize  the  necessity  and 
justice  of  rationing  and  that  it  will  have  to  be  continued  for  some¬ 
time  to  come. 
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We  appreciate  the  friendly  co-operation  of  a  large  majority  of 
our  people  which  has  helped  us  materially  in  obtaining  for  all  a  fair 
share  of  the  necessities  of  life.

REPORT  OF  THE 

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Gentlemen : 

Engineering  work,  because  of  the  existing  conditions,  was  greatly 
curtailed.  I  believe,  however,  at  the  end  of  the  national  emergency 
this  department  should  receive  the  attention  of  the  citizens,  especially 
toward  bringing  our  Town  Maps  and  Street  Numbering  to  date. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  performed  by  the 
Engineering  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1944: 

1.  Making  surveys  and  plans  of  relocation  of  existing  streets 
and  parking  space. 

2.  Preparing  plans  and  indexing  land  acquired  by  Town  by 
foreclosure  of  tax  titles. 

3.  Establishing  definite  street  lines  where  none  existed  for  land 
court  surveys  and  other  surveys. 

4.  Appearing  at  the  Massachusetts  Land  Court  in  the  interest 
of  the  Town. 

5.  Making  miscellaneous  plans  for  various  Town  Departments.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

TOWN  COUNSEL 


In  the  year  1944  the  services  of  your  Town  Counsel  have  been 
quite  varied  with  new  as  well  as  old  problems  arising. 

I  have  served  various  boards  in  connection  with  deeds  and  other 
instruments  required  to  be  executed ;  for  example,  in  the  purchase  of 
land  and  in  contracts  of  the  Water  Department,  sale  of  Town  land 
by  the  Selectmen,  articles  and  votes  for  Town  Meetings. 

A  claim  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  reimbursement  of  a  welfare 
bill  was  refused  payment,  the  City  finally  abandoning  this  claim. 

Assistance  upon  a  legal  question  was  rendered  a  neighboring 
Town  Counsel  who  would  reciprocate  upon  occasion  and  thus  be  help¬ 
ing  our  Town.  I  have  a  substantial  reserve  in  this  respect. 

There  were  two  Town  Meetings.  At  the  annual  meeting  I  had 
occasion  to  render  an  opinion  decidedly  adverse  to  one  citizen,  but  to 
my  surprise  received  a  gracious  letter  thanking  me  for  my  presenta¬ 
tion  of  the  situation.  This  spirit  gives  faith  in  our  institutions. 

The  Selectmen  have  given  due  consideration  to  the  legal  aspects 
of  the  Town’s  erecting  a  memorial  building.  In  one  case  I  aided 
them  in  the  collection  of  license  fees,  and  upon  another  occasion  in  a 
license  transfer. 

I  have  rendered  opinions  with  reference  to  zoning,  sea-mossing, 
grading,  acquisition  of  lands  for  parking  purposes,  layouts,  duties  of 
officials,  vacations,  wage  assignments,  road  machinery,  garbage  col¬ 
lection,  installation  of  cable  and  electric  light  poles,  civic  centre,  sal¬ 
aries,  seawalls,  dangerous  highways,  snow  removal  and  soldiers’  aid. 

Tort  claims  against  the  Town  have  been  settled  for  nominal 
amounts,  or  abandoned. 

In  a  Superior  Court  petition  seeking  $1,000  award  for  land 
damages,  an  advantageous  settlement  was  made  for  $200  without  the 
expenses  of  a  jury  trial. 

Matters  involving  tax  abatements  have  been  disposed  of  most 
advantageously  to  the  Town. 

In  a  welfare  case,  $1,000  was  recently  collected  for  the  Town. 
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The  Town’s  rights  are  being  protected  through  an  appearance  in 
a  Land  Court  case,  and  also  in  a  United  States  District  Court  con¬ 
demnation  proceeding. 

Action  has  been  taken  for  the  Welfare  Department  to  enforce  re¬ 
imbursement  of  the  Town  in  a  case  in  which  considerable  aid  has  been 
furnished. 

This  summary  does  not  purport  to  list  all  the  matters  in  which 
your  Town  Counsel  has  been  called  to  serve,  but  will  help  interested 
citizens  get  a  picture  of  our  municipal  problems  in  war  times. 

A  large  factor  in  our  not  having  more  litigation  is  the  con¬ 
scientious  zealous  attention  given  to  their  civic  duties  by  our  Town 
officials.

REPORT  OF  THE 
WATER  COMMISSIONERS 
REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the 
Scituate  Water  Department.  Work  accomplished  during  the  year  is 
herein  described  and  future  activities  recommended. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  was  a  very  serious  deficiency 
in  rainfall  and  the  water  tables  in  our  well-fields  were  very  low.  It 
became  imperative  to  complete  the  development  of  the  well  in  Steam’s 
Meadow  as  quickly  as  possible.  The  various  restrictions  imposed  by 
the  War  Production  Board  became  a  veritable  drawback  on  all  of  the 
work  required  to  install  the  water  main  and  power  line.  The  necessary 
work  was  completed  and  water  was  being  pumped  into  the  system  on 
20  May  1944.  The  water  is  soft  and  of  good  quality  and  was  delivered 
to  the  system  at  the  rate  of  400,000  gallons  per  day  throughout  the 
season. 

The  drought  continued  through  the  summer  and  the  demand  for 
water  increased  steadily  until  the  consumption  reached  an  all  time 
peak  of  1 ,500,000  gallons  per  day.  This  drought  taxed  the  supply  to 
the  limit  and  in  August  the  consumers  were  requested  to  stop  the  use 
of  the  hose.  The  consumers  complied  with  this  request  very  gra¬ 
ciously  and  an  adequate  supply  was  thereby  made  possible  for  the 
remainder  of  the  season. 

The  condition  of  the  Beaver  Dam  well  field  was  such  that  it  could 
not  be  used  during  the  season.  Even  though  the  yield  is  not  large, 
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this  field  should  be  developed  and  put  into  the  system  as  soon  as 
possible. 

On  14  September  1944  a  hurricane  passed  over  Scituate  and 
once  more  the  standpipe  on  Mann  Lot  Road  proved  its  value.  The 
electric  power  system  was  disrupted  at  11:30  P.M.  and  all  pumps 
were  stopped.  Power  was  restored  at  North  Scituate  and  the  pump 
started  at  8  P.M.  15  September  1944.  The  “Spring”  station  on 
Beaver  Dam  Road  was  started  at  9 :30  A.M.  and  the  Webster  Meadow 
wells  at  11 :00  A.M.  16  September  1944.  The  Kent  Street  well  was 
started  at  8:45  A.M.  and  the  Steam’s  Meadow  wrell  at  8:00  A.M. 
17  September  1944  and  normal  conditions  prevailed  18  September 
1944.  This  was  the  second  hurricane  to  test  the  system  since  the 
Mann  Lot  standpipe  was  erected.  Inasmuch  as  there  were  no  other 
serious  disasters,  such  as  a  fire  or  a  broken  water  main  at  the  same 
time,  the  supply  satisfied  the  demand.  Another  stand  pipe  or  tank 
would  provide  more  storage  for  a  longer  period  but  a  greater  water 
supply  should  be  provided  in  the  very  near  future. 

Observation  of  the  recently  developed  water  supply  in  Hanover 
indicates  that  it  would  be  practical  to  obtain  water,  in  the  amount 
required,  for  the  Town  of  Scituate,  from  the  Town  of  Hanover,  in 
accordance  with  an  act  of  legislature  passed  for  that  purpose.  Revenue 
derived  from  fire  protection  and  domestic  service  should  be  sufficient 
to  cover  a  considerable  part  of  the  cost  of  the  installation  of  a  water 
main  which  would  pass  through  Norwell. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  a  vote  was  passed  recommending 
the  installation  of  a  water  main  in  Pleasant  Street.  This  main  was 
installed  early  in  the  season  and  the  citizens  are  now  enjoying  a  good 
domestic  water  supply  and  the  benefits  of  additional  fire  protection. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  old  turbine  pump  and 
centrifugal  booster  in  station  #11  were  removed  and  a  single  turbine 
pump  installed  in  the  wTell.  Although  this  new  pump  has  not  had 
much  service,  it  is  apparently  doing  a  very  good  job  as  well  as  elimi¬ 
nating  the  centrifugal  pump. 

The  pump  that  was  moved  from  the  Bound  Brook  station  to  the 
Kent  Street  station  is  performing  very  well  and  the  over-all  efficiency 
is  higher  than  in  the  previous  location  due  to  the  larger  quantity  of 
water  available. 

A  new  pump  has  been  installed  in  the  Bound  Brook  well  but  was 
delivered  so. late  in  the  season  that  it  has  not  yet  been  used. 

The  well  in  Steam’s  Meadow  has  proved  to  be  a  very  valuable 
asset  to  the  system,  supplying  from  400,000  to  500,000  gallons  per

day.  During  the  Fall  season,  this  well  provided  the  entire  demand 
and  it  was  possible  to  shut  down  all  the  other  pumps.  Because  of  this 
operation,  the  Webster  Meadow  well-field  table  rose  to  the  ground 
level  for  the  first  time  in  a  number  of  years. 

Because  of  the  unsafe  condition  of  the  mains  in  the  salt  marshes, 
the  Water  Department  should  be  prepared  to  make  new  installations  or 
replacements  at  any  time.  This  arrangement  would  require  available 
money  or  emergency  expenditures.

We  extended  our  mains  into  one  section  of  our 
Town  where  domestic  service  and  fire  protection  were  badly  needed. 

However,  our  experience  of  last  summer,  when  the  demand  made 
upon  our  system  was  greater  than  ever  before  and  the  season  was 
exceptionally  dry,  made  it  clear  that  our  hunt  for  additional  reserves 
of  water  must  continue.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

f 

Gentlemen : 

This  report  is  for  the  Tree  Warden  and  Moth  Departments  for 
the  year  1944. 

There  were  forty  maple  and  twelve  elm  trees  planted  on  our  road¬ 
sides  during  the  year,  sixteen  of  them  replacing  others  that  did  not 
live  through  the  previous  year.  We  expect  a  greater  loss  this  year 
due  to  the  dry  summer  and  the  hurricane. 

The  hurricane  in  September  was  the  second  such  storm  that  we 
have  seen  in  Scituate.  The  first  was  in  September  1938.  We  can  be 
thankful  that  the  property  damage  was  light,  but  the  condition  that 
our  street  trees  have  been  left  in  cannot  be  overlooked.  Many  of  our 
elms  were  uprooted  and  they  had  to  be  cut  up  and  removed.  And 
many  are  left  with  large  cavities  to  be  cared  for  and  others  split  that 
must  be  guyed.  The  Carolina  Poplars  that  grew  so  well  in  Minot 
were  all  uprooted.  All  these  scars  left  by  limbs  torn  off  must  be  cared 
for  before  disease  starts  the  tree  to  decay. 

All  the  men  the  Highway,  Fire  and  Tree  Departments  had  were 
ready  the  night  of  the  storm  and  worked  together  to  clear  the  streets. 
Except  for  a  few  places  all  streets  were  open  in  the  morning  for 
everyone.  All  the  equipment  of  the  Highway  Department  was  used, 
without  which  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  open  the  streets  as 
they  were. 

The  elm  trees  were  sprayed  twice  for  the  Elm  Tree  Beetle.  They 
are  the  worst  carrier  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease,  and  so  far  this  has 
been  kept  out  of  the  Eastern  part  of  Massachusetts. 

•  The  Brown  Tail  Moth  is  no  longer  active  here.  But  the  Gypsy 
Moth  keeps  showing  up  in  little  colonies.  As  these  are  found,  painting 
their  nests  with  creosote  and  spraying  their  feeding  places  keeps  them 
under  control.  There  is  one  bad  infestation  in  the  Government 
Property  near  Scituate  that  we  hope  will  be  stopped.

We  have  been  very  fortunate  that  the  hurricane  did  no  damage 
to  our  forests.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate : 

Response  was  generous  in  our  two  drives  for  funds  to  continue 
the  work  of  the  Scituate  Public  Health  Nursing  Service — the  Mem¬ 
bership  Drive  and  the  Tuberculosis  Christmas  Seal  Sale.  For  the 
uncertainties  of  the  post-war  future  an  adequate  fund  should  be 
available  to  citizens  needing  help.  The  Board  appreciates  the  use  of 
your  money  to  improve  the  health  of  its  residents,  and  of  others, 
whose  care  means  better,  stronger  Americans. 

However,  many  more  small  children  could  receive  immeasurable 
benefit  by  attending  the  Well-Baby  Clinic.  A  monthly  check-up 
with  a  pediatrician  may  mean  the  difference  between  a  sturdy,  lively 
child  and  one  who  is  often  ailing.  Transportation  will  be  provided 
if  necessary  by  telephoning  Mrs.  Dowd  or  Mrs.  Charles  B.  Stretch. 

Scituate  babies  up  to  two  years  of  age  may  receive  expert  pedi¬ 
atric  care  at  the  Well-Baby  Clinic,  which  is  held  on  the  fourth 
Wednesday  of  every  month,  with  Dr.  Olga  E.  Allers  in  charge,  assisted 
by  Mrs.  Alice  M.  Dowd,  Public  Health  Nurse. 

Last  Spring  a  clinic  for  whooping  cough  immunization  was  held, 
with  Dr.  Clifford  Ward  in  charge. 

The  Nursing  Service  assists  in  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  the 
Public  Health  Nurse,  whose  help  at  the  clinics  is  here  gratefully 
acknowledged. 

The  expenses  of  two  children  who  spent  eight  weeks  at  the 
Plymouth  County  Health  Camp  were  paid,  and  a  generous  donation 
was  made  toward  the  work  of  the  Plymouth  County  Health  Associa¬ 
tion.  Assistance  has  been  given  to  families  in  sudden  need. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Health  for  its  co-operation.

REPORT  OF  THE 

PRE-SCHOOL  DENTAL  CLINIC 

Scituate  Board  of  Health, 

Scituate,  Mass. 

Dear  Sirs : 

United  States  Public  Health  records  reveal  that  90%  of  the 
nation’s  school  children  are  afflicted  with  diseased  and  malformed 
teeth;  and  that  at  seven  years,  Massachusetts  children  show  more 
decay  than  those  in  all  representative  sections  of  the  country. 

A  late  theory  lays  the  reason  to  the  little  or  no  presence  of 
fluorides  in  our  drinking  water,  which  abound  in  the  Southwest,  for 
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instance.  Since  1941,  Dr.  Basil  G.  Bibby,  Dean  of  Tufts  Dental 
School,  has  been  conducting  a  Clinic  that  has  quarterly  been 
swabbing  the  teeth  of  children  with  a  fluoride  solution,  and  new  dental 
decay  in  this  group  has  been  arrested  by  40%.  lhat  it  works  to 
prevent  dental  decay  is  clearly  proven ;  but  how  it  can  best  be  utilized 
to  the  benefit  of  mankind  is  yet  to  be  determined.  Adding  it  to  our 
drinking  water  seems  to  be  the  way  to  reach  the  most  people,  but 
complications  make  it  a  decision  difficult  to  reach.  Through  the 
profession,  of  course,  it  can  only  reach  those  who  will  seek  it.  Until 
the  decision  is  made,  we  will  have  to  face  this  major  disease  problem 
of  caries  with  the  best  remedies  dentistry  has  to  offer. 

Thirty  children  benefited  by  Pre-School  Dental  Clinic  this  year. 
The  thirty-five  examined  revealed  three  hundred  thirty-five  defects 
within  the  oral  cavity.  Remedial  treatment  included  forty-four 
Roentgenograms  taken,  sixty-three  treatments  given,  twenty-three 
extractions  made,  two  hundred  seventy-four  restorations  made,  and 
thirty  prophylaxes  given,  with  twenty-three  cases  completed. 

The  pattern  of  DENTAL  HEALTH  is  best  determined  during 
CHILDHOOD.  Many  are  the  disabling  illnesses  that  could  have 
been  avoided  by  the  early  discovery  and  treatment  of  dental  defects. 
Dental  diseases  do  not  get  well  spontaneously.  A  little  cavity  soon 
becomes  a  big  one.  It  never  heals  itself,  and  rarely  stands  still. 
Neglected  too  long,  it  is  soon  destroyed  beyond  repair,  and,  excepting 
in  the  young  child,  Nature  almost  NEVER  grows  another  one  in  its 
place. 

Therefore,  until  the  use  of  fluorine  in  the  prevention  of  dental 
caries  leaves  the  theory  stage  to  become  of  universal  usage,  we  must 
continue  to  build  Dental  Health  on  the  pattern  we  know ;  and  continue 
in  our  growth  of  nineteen  children  in  1939,  to  this  year  s  excellent 
number  cared  for  in  clinic. 

To  the  Board  of  Health,  Public  Health  Nurse,  and  the  Red  Cross 
Motor  Corps,  I  extend  my  thanks  for  the  co-operation  they  gave  my 
office  in  this  important  work.

The  Trustees  of  the  Peirce  Memorial  Library  Association  feel 
that,  despite  the  handicap  of  transportation,  we  have  served  the  entire 
community  more  adequately  than  ever  before.  The  Library  is  now 
open  three  days  each  week  the  year  round. 

We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  the  continued  loyal  service  of 
our  efficient  librarian,  Mrs.  Sarah  Knowles.  By  arrangements  with 
the  school  authorities,  the  librarian  has  successfully  worked  out  a 
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method  enabling  the  children  of  the  older  grades  of  the  Hatherly 
School  to  get  their  books  during  school  hours. 

The  Exhibition  Committee  has  held  several  fascinating  as  well  as 
educational  exhibits  in  the  library  through  the  year.

COMMITTEE  INVESTIGATING  SCHOOL 
HOUSING  NEEDS 


The  Committee  has  had  several  meetings  during  the  year  and  is 
unanimously  agreed  that  a  new  central  elementary  school  building  is 
needed  in  Scituate. 

This  year  the  grade  schools  have  an  enrollment  of  492  pupils  or 
an  average  of  41  pupils  per  room.  Following  is  a  table  showing  the 
growth  in  our  schools  over  a  period  of  years.

According  to  the  reports  of  educational  authorities  the  present 
Hatherly  and  Jenkins  Schools  are  inadequate  and  outmoded  for  car¬ 
rying  on  the  best  type  of  a  modern  educational  program,  and  con¬ 
sequently  should  be  replaced. 

As  to  the  location  of  a  new  building,  the  Committee  believes  that 
the  so-called  “Tower  Field”  is  an  excellent  situation  for  a  central 
school  building  and  that  the  lot  is  of  sufficient  size  to  properly  meet 
the  playground  needs  of  an  elementary  school.  The  owner  of  this 
property  has  been  consulted  by  the  Committee  and  the  land  may  be 
purchased  at  a  reasonable  price.

31,  1943,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws.

Sir: 


As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31,  1943,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  several 
departments  collecting  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town,  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked  for  the  audit  period. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  general  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  re¬ 
corded  receipts  and  payments  being  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
books,  while  the  appropriations  and  transfers,  as  entered,  were  checked 
with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of  financial  votes  passed  at  town 
meetings  and  with  the  advisory  committee’s  authorizations  of  transfers 
from  the  reserve  fund. 

A  trial  balance,  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in  balance,  was  taken 
off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
on  December  31,  1943,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 
An  examination  of  the  appended  balance  sheet  shows  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town  to  be  very  good. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  verified  by 
comparison  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town,  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid 
into  the  town  treasury,  and  with  the  town  accountant’s  books.  The 
recorded  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants 
authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds  and  with  the  records  of 
the  town  accountant. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  cash  balance  on  February  9, 
1944,  was  verified  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  state¬ 
ments  furnished  by  the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  taken  by  the  town  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared 
with  the  collector’s  records,  the  reported  redemptions  were  checked 
with  the  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  and  the 
tax  title  deeds  as  listed  were  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 
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The  recorded  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  proved  with 
the  amounts  falling  due  and  by  examination  of  the  cancelled  securities 
and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invest¬ 
ment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  selectmen 
and  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  being 
proved  and  the  withdrawals  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  taxes  and  assessments  outstanding  according  to  the 
previous  examination  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  audited 
and  checked  with  the  assessors’  warrants  for  their  collection.  The 
recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s  and  the  town  accountant’s  books,  the 
abatements,  as  entered,  were  checked  with  the  assessors’  record  of 
abatements  granted,  the  taxes,  assessments,  and  water  liens  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
record  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved  to  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books, 
the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  departmental  records  of  abate¬ 
ments  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved 
to  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  departmental,  and  water  ac¬ 
counts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  the  number  of 
persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed, 
are  correct. 

The  collector’s  cash  balance  on  February  9,  1944,  was  verified 
by  actual  count  of  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  selectmen,  the 
town  clerk,  and  the  police  and  health  departments,  as  well  as  those 
of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  or  committing  bills  for 
collection,  were  examined  and  checked,  the  reported  payments  to  the 
treasurer  being  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  various  town  officials  required  to  file 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  and  collector’s 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  tax  title,  departmental,  and 
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water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the  condition  and  transac¬ 
tions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  co-operation  was  received 
from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

1,  unless,  before  this  date,  permission  has  been  granted  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent  for  a  later  entrance. 

A  vaccination  certificate  must  be  presented  to  the  school  when 
the  pupil  enters  for  the  first  time. 

A  birth  certificate  must  be  presented  for  those  pupils  whose 
births  were  recorded  outside  of  Scituate.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate : 

The  School  Committee  presents  herewith  the  following  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  which  also  includes  reports  of  the 
several  principals  and  various  departments  of  education. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  expansion  of  activities  in  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  would  be  desirable,  but  under  present  housing  con¬ 
ditions,  practically  impossible. 

The  buildings  have  received  their  routine  care.  One  major  re¬ 
pair  was  the  waterproofing  of  several  bad  leaks  in  the  roof  of  the 
High  School.  Some  additional  work  on  this  roof  is  indicated  in  the  •* 
near  future. 

The  Committee  has  tried  for  the  past  two  seasons  to  have  the 
exterior  of  the  Jenkins  School  painted,  but  up  to  the  present  time, 
has  not  been  able  to  find  anyone  who  would  attempt  it.  It  is  earn¬ 
estly  hoped  that  this  work  can  be  done  during  the  coming  year. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  heard  of  the  passing  of  Mrs.  William  H. 
Chaffin,  who  was  a  member  of  the  School  Committee  for  many  years. 

The  Committee  wishes  at  this  time  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  for  their  most  generous  support  of  the  schools.  We  trust  that 
you  will  continue  to  give  us  your  support  and  co-operation  in  the 
future.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Scituate : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  nineteenth  annual  report  for 
your  consideration. 

The  school  year  opened  for  the  fall  term  of  1944  on  September 
6.  The  October  1  census  showed  a  total  enrollment  of  849  in  the 
three  schools  compared  with  828  in  1943.  The  Hatherly  School 
numbered  232 ;  the  Jenkins  School,  260 ;  and  the  High  School,  357. 
T  his  represented  a  total  increase  of  21,  four  in  the  elementary  and 
seventeen  in  the  high  school  grades. 

TEACHING  STAFF  CHANGES 

During  the  year  1944,  seven  teacher  resignations  and  one  request 
for  a  leave  of  absence  were  received.  Five  of  these  were  from  the 
High  School  staff,  two  from  the  Hatherly  and  one  from  the  Jenkins. 

Mr.  Edward  L.  Stewart,  a  teacher-coach  at  the  High  School  since 

1933,  received  a  lieutenant's  commission  in  the  United  States  Naw 

- 

in  February  and  so  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  from  his  school 
duties.  To  this  vacancy,  Mr.  Felix  J.  Dixon  of  Stoughton,  Mass.,  a 
graduate  of  Boston  University  with  four  years’  teaching  experience 
at  the  Lyman  School,  was  appointed. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year  Mr.  Robert  L.  Douglas,  for  two 
years  teacher  of  mathematics  at  the  High  School,  resigned  to  take  a 
similar  position  at  Bristol,  Conn.  Miss  Ella  L.  Vinal,  who  had  been 
teaching  a  special  class  in  pre-fiight  aeronautics  at  the  High  School, 
was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy.  Miss  Vinal  is  a  graduate  of  Colby 
College  with  a  Master's  degree  from  Clark  University. 

Also  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  Mr.  Nels  H.  Sandberg,  teacher 
of  industrial  arts  at  the  High  School  since  1934,  resigned  to  take  a 
similar  position  at  Hingham.  Mr.  Philip  M.  Dodge  of  Melrose, 
Mass.,  was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy.  Mr.  Dodge  is  a  graduate 
of  Keene  Teachers’  College  with  a  B.S.  degree  in  industrial  arts  from 
Fitchburg  Teachers'  College  and  has  had  ten  years’  experience,  the 
last  two  being  at  Beverly  and  Melrose,  Mass. 

In  the  latter  part  of  August  Mr.  Wallace  A.  Parkhurst  resigned 
his  position  as  acting-principal  of  the  Scituate  High  School  to  accept 
a  position  as  head  of  the  department  of  mathematics  in  the  Danbury, 
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Connecticut,  High  School.  This  change  was  to  be  made  as  soon  as  a 
new  acting-principal  could  be  found.  By  the  time  of  the  opening  of 
school  in  September  we  had  been  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr. 
Westly  J.  Nelson  of  Littleton,  N.  H.,  for  this  position.  Mr.  Nelson 
is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  with  a  Master  of 
Education  degree  from  Harvard  University.  He  has  been  a  high 
school  principal  for  over  twenty-five  years,  the  last  six  being  at  Little¬ 
ton,  N.  H. 

At  the  end  of  October  Mr.  William  Riley  Smith,  teacher  of  music 
at  the  High  School  for  over  one  year,  left  to  accept  a  position  in  a 
private  school  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  which  seemed  to  offer  exceptional 
opportunities  for  his  professional  advancement.  The  choral  work 
at  the  High  School  has  been  taken  over  by  Miss  Gertrude  Reynolds, 
who  has  been  music  supervisor  foj*  the  past  few  years  in  the  Hatherlv 
and  Jenkins  Schools.  The  instrumental  music  classes  are  being  taught 
by  Air.  Donald  F.  Leach  of  Whitman,  Mass.  Air.  Leach  has  been  an 
instructor  of  school  bands  at  Whitman,  Abington,  Hingham,  and 
Alarshfield  for  many  years. 

At  the  Jenkins  School,  Airs.  Alarion  P.  Alurphy  of  Scituate  was 
appointed  as  teacher  of  Grade  V.  Airs.  Alurphy  is  a  graduate  of 
Boston  Teachers’  College  and  for  ten  years  was  a  teacher  in  the 
schools  of  the  city  of  Boston.  Airs.  Rose  M.  Trefrey,  who  substi¬ 
tuted  in  Grade  V  during  the  latter  part  of  the  school  year,  is  this  year 
teaching  the  special  class. 

At  the  Hatherly  School — at  the  end  of  the  earlv  winter  term — 

- 

Aliss  Ruth  E.  Neville  was  transferred  from  Grade  II  to  Grade  VI, 
and  Aliss  Jeanne  H.  Lockhart  of  Alilton,  Alass.,  a  former  Scituate 
teacher,  was  appointed  to  the  Grade  II  position. 

Early  in  October  Aliss  Ruthe  I.  Hughes,  for  two  years  teacher 
of  Grade  III  at  the  Hatherly  School,  accepted  a  similar  position  at 
Winchester.  To  fill  this  vacancy  Airs.  Doris  L.  Reddy  of  Scituate 
was  engaged  as  a  long-term  substitute.  Airs.  Reddy  is  a  graduate 
of  the  Perry  Kindergarten  Normal  School  and  had  seven  years’  ex¬ 
perience  in  primary  school  teaching  in  the  schools  of  Bridgewater  and 
Attleboro,  Alass. 

At  the  end  of  the  fall  term  of  the  present  school  year  Aliss  Ruth 
E.  Neville,  a  teacher  at  the  Hatherly  School  since  1942,  left  to  take 
a  sixth  grade  position  in  the  schools  of  Alelrose.  Until  a  permanent 
teacher  can  be  secured  for  this  position  Airs.  Vera  L.  Alitchell  is 
serving  as  substitute  teacher. 
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UPKEEP  OF  SCHOOL  PROPERTY 

Repairs  and  replacements  in  the  elementary  schools  were  almost 
entirely  of  a  routine  nature  this  year.  The  painting  of  the  outside 
of  the  Jenkins  School,  a  badly  needed  improvement,  was  again  de¬ 
layed  as  it  was  impossible  to  secure  the  services  of  a  sufficient  number 
of  local  painters  to  do  the  work. 

During  the  summer  there  were  somewhat  extensive  repairs  made 
on  the  high  school  roof.  Bare  spots  were  regravelled  and  a  consid¬ 
erable  amount  of  copper  flashing  was  renailed  and  repaired.  Some 
of  the  capstones  were  reset  and  all  were  water-proofed.  The  entire 
wooden  trim  of  the  outside  of  the  building,  including  the  cupola  was 
painted.  Three  class-rooms,  the  principal’s  office  and  several  smaller 
rooms  were  painted. 

Sixteen  typewriters  in  the  commercial  department  were  thor¬ 
oughly  overhauled.  The  jig-saw  in  the  practical  arts  department  was 
replaced.  The  supply  of  dishes  and  equipment  in  the  cafeteria  was 
increased.  A  speed-gun  for  cleaning  out  drains  was  purchased  for 
the  use  of  the  janitors. 

Sixteen  new  table  desks  and  chairs  were  added  to  the  equipment 
of  the  upper  grades  of  the  Jenkins  School.  A  new  phonograph  for 
the  music  department  was  purchased  for  use  in  the  elementary  build¬ 
ings. 

NEED  FOR  NEW  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

In  my  last  year’s  report  I  referred  to  the  large  increase  in  the 
enrollment  of  the  Hatherly  and  Jenkins  Schools  during  the  last  few 
years,  the  lack  of  many  up-to-date  facilities,  and  the  consequent  diffi¬ 
culty  in  carrying  on  a  modern  educational  program. 

In  response  to  an  invitation  from  the  School  Committee  and 
Superintendent,  Miss  Alice  B.  Beal,  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Edu¬ 
cation  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  came  to  Scit- 
uate  on  November  9  and  visited  our  elementary  schools  in  order  to 
make  a  study  of  the  local  school  needs  with  special  reference  to  the 
desirability  of  providing  better  housing  conditions. 

Miss  Beal  made  her  report  to  the  School  Committee  in  December. 
She  stated  that  while  she  was  favorably  impressed  with  certain  phases 
of  the  school  program,  such  as,  “the  careful  selection  of  teachers,  the 
excellent  pupil-teacher  relationships,  the  professional  attitude  of  su¬ 
perintendent,  principal  and  teachers,  and  the  care  and  orderliness  of 
the  buildings,’’  that  the  school  personnel  was  prevented  from  develop¬ 
ing  a  school  program  in  keeping  with  the  best  modern  educational 
practices  bv  inadequate  and  outmoded  buildings. 

She  points  out  five  ways  in  which  the  buildings  are  inadequate. 
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1.  There  are  not  enough  classrooms  to  provide  for  the  proper 
grouping  of  children.  The  classes  are  in  general  too  large  and  some 
of  the  rooms  are  over-crowded.  In  several  cases  this  makes  the  use 
of  assistant  teachers  necessary. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  first  grade,  she  writes  as  follows: 

“Children  enter  the  first  grade  in  Scituate  with  a  chronological 
age  of  5  years,  4  months.  They  vary  greatly  in  native  ability,  in 
environmental  backgrounds,  and  in  kinds  of  experiences.  Some  come 
to  school  ready  to  learn  to  read ;  many  of  this  age  come  not  ready  to 
learn  to  read ;  and  some  are  immature  and  have  difficulty  in  making 
the  necessary  adjustments. 

“This  means  that  there  should  be  a  school  program  varied  enough 
to  meet  the  needs  and  abilities  of  these  children.  It  means  that  those 
who  are  ready  to  read  should  have  a  reading  program ;  that  some 
should  have  a  program  to  get  them  ready  to  learn  to  read ;  that  some 
should  have  a  pre-primary  program ;  that  the  physically  immature 
should  have  an  opportunity  for  rest  periods  and  that  the  socially  im¬ 
mature  should  have  ample  time  to  make  adjustments.  It  means  that 
the  89  first  graders  in  the  two  schools  should  be  in  three  groups  in 
separate  classrooms  carrying  on  the  kinds  of  programs  that  are  suited 
to  the  needs  of  the  various  groups.” 

2.  The  present  facilities  prevent  the  development  of  the  curri¬ 
culum  according  to  accepted  educational  procedures.  The  best  ele¬ 
mentary  school  program  is  concerned  with  all  types  of  child  develop¬ 
ment :  physical,  intellectual,  social  and  emotional.  To  work  out  such 
a  program  there  is  need  of  special  rooms,  such  as  work-room,  library, 
auditorium  and  playroom.  The  elementary  school  buildings  do  not 
have  any  such  rooms. 

3.  Proper  facilities  for  carrying  on  the  health  program  are  not 
provided.  There  should  be  better  facilities  for  the  nurse  and  the 
dental  clinic,  and  provisions  for  a  complete  school  lunch  program. 

4.  Proper  administrative  offices  are  not  provided.  The  prin¬ 
cipal's  office  should  include  a  reception  room,  an  office  for  private  con¬ 
ferences  with  parents,  and  space  for  clerical  work. 

5.  There  is  no  space  for  kindergarten.  The  people  of  Scituate 
recognize  the  value  of  these  classes  because  many  of  them  send  their 
children  to  private  kindergartens.  Miss  Beal  states :  “The  kinder¬ 
garten  provides  the  desirable  environment  for  young  children ;  it  fur¬ 
nishes  valuable  group  experience ;  it  supplies  health  supervision ;  it 
develops  a  readiness  for  regular  school  work.” 

Miss  Beal  summarizes  her  conclusions  as  follows : 

/ 

“A  new  central  elementary  school  building  for  the  Kindergarten 
and  Grades  1-6  is  desirable. 
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“A  central  building  would:  (1)  provide  better  grouping  of  chil¬ 
dren,  (2)  provide  broader  contacts  for  the  children  by  bringing  them 
together  from  all  parts  of  the  town,  (3)  provide  opportunities  to  carry 
on  a  curriculum  adequate  to  meet  the  needs,  interests,  and  abilities  of 
the  children,  (4)  provide  accessory  rooms  such  as  the  library,  audi¬ 
torium,  cafeteria,  play  room,  (5)  provide  rooms  for  the  principal, 
nurse,  dentist  and  teachers,  (6)  allow  for  more  efficient  supervision." 

MILKWEED  FLOSS  COLLECTION 

During  late  September  and  October  the  pupils  of  Grades  V  and 

VI  in  the  Hatherly  and  Jenkins  Schools,  and  the  pupils  of  Grades 

VII  and  VIII  in  the  High  School,  took  part  in  the  drive  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  milkweed  floss  in  which  thousands  of  the  school  children  of 
.America  participated. 

For  many  years  the  United  States  has  used  kapok,  a  silky,  seed- 
pod  fiber  for  filler  in  life  jackets.  Although  the  tree  which  produces 
kapok  grows  in  many  places  in  the  tropics,  only  in  Java  were  there 
any  plantations  where  large  quantities  could  be  obtained.  When 
Japan  captured  the  East  Indies,  our  supply  was  suddenly  cut  off,  and 
we  have  been  using  up  what  kapok  we  had  in  the  United  States  and 
what  was  in  ships  on  the  way. 

Other  things  will  do  in  some  articles  for  which  kapok  was  for¬ 
merly  used,  but  milkweed  floss  is  the  best  material  sufficiently  water¬ 
proof  and  buoyant  to  use  in  life  vests. 

The  floss  in  two  bags  of  milkweed  pods  fills  a  life  jacket.  One 
hundred  twenty-four  bags  of  the  pods  were  collected  by  Scituate 
pupils,  and  sent  by  freight  to  the  Milkweed  Floss  Division  of  the  War 
Hemp  Industries  at  Petoskey,  Michigan.  It  is  likely  that  another 
drive  for  the  collection  of  pods  will  be  necessary  next  fall. 


Our  school  service  flag  now  contains  337  stars  and  to  the  six 
gold  stars  listed  one  year  ago  four  others  have  been  added.  Lionel 
Osborne  Bush  was  graduated  with  the  Class  of  1920,  Thomas  Gerald 
Harrigan  with  the  Class  of  1935,  Elwin  Alroy  Lane  with  the  Class 
of  1941,  and  Edward  Russell  Hooper  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of 
1943.  Our  sympathy  is  extended  to  the  families  of  these  former 
members  of  our  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


Mr.  Harold  C.  Wingate, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Scituate,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Sir : 

It  is  with  genuine  pleasure  that  I  present  to  you  this,  my  first 
report  as  Acting-Principal  of  Scituate  High  School.  This  duty  be¬ 
comes  even  more  pleasant  when  the  report  can  be  prefaced  by  a  state¬ 
ment  that  the  work  of  the  school  is  proceeding  in  an  orderly  and 
efficient  manner,  a  condition  largely  made  possible  through  the  whole¬ 
some  influence  passed  on  from  preceding  years,  and  by  the  faithful 
co-operation  of  parents,  pupils  and  school  officials  in  the  current  year. 

Total  war  has  placed  upon  the  schools  of  America  responsibilities 
which  are  overwhelming  in  size  and  vital  in  importance,  for  to  our 
schools  belongs  the  trust  of  preserving  our  American  culture  and  of 
protecting  the  principles  of  democracy  upon  which  our  American  way 
of  life  is  founded.  To  them  likewise  belongs  the  sacred  duty  of  pre¬ 
paring  youth  for  its  important  place  in  a  world  at  war.  These  make 
up  the  yardstick  by  which  schools  of  today  must  be  measured,  and 
it  is  chiefly  by  these  standards  that  I  trust  you  may  appraise  the 
progress  of  Scituate  High  School  as  outlined  here.  Personally,  as  I 
have  observed  the  daily  activities  in  our  school,  I  am  convinced  that 
achievement  in  this  field  is  real,  and  that  later,  when  these  values  can 
be  measured  in  terms  of  the  success  and  well-being  of  our  graduates, 
the  record  of  Scituate  High  School  will  not  be  found  wanting. 

The  preceding  paragraph  directed  attention  to  the  general  and 
long  range  obligations  of  American  schools  in  time  of  war.  Supple¬ 
menting  these,  and  of  immediate  and  practical  value,  are  additional 
obligations  vital  to  the  immediate  war  effort :  for  at  these  times  when 
the  energy  and  skill  of  every  individual  are  being  recruited,  schools 
must  turn  out  youth  who  are  not  only  healthy  in  mind  and  body,  but 
who  possess  the  physical  strength,  the  endurance,  and  the  technical 
skills  that  will  shorten  the  post-school  period  of  training  in  the  armed 
services,  in  the  defense  industry,  in  agriculture  and  in  other  allied 
war  activities. 

Under  the  date  of  October  18,  1944,  Major-General  Sherman 
Miles,  Commanding  General  of  the  First  Service  Command,  addressed 
an  open  letter  to  school  administrators  in  which  he  wrote : 

“Boys  aged  sixteen  and  seventeen  years  should  be  advised 

that  they  face  induction  after  attainment  of  age  eighteen.  The 
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bulk  of  future  inductees  will  be  drawn  from  the  ranks  of  the 
eighteen  year  olds  until  total  victory  has  been  won.  Any  de¬ 
mobilization  plans  following  the  defeat  of  Germany  will  not  inter¬ 
rupt  the  induction  of  eighteen  year  old  youth.  There] ore,  pre- 
induction  training  is  more  vital  non'  than  ever  before ”  .  .  .  and 
...  “It  is  the  earnest  hope  that  the  boys  concerned  will  be  made 
aware  of  their  future  severe  responsibilities  in  military  service 
and  take  full  advantage  of  the  complete  educational  opportunities 
offered  in  the  schools.’’ 

The  courses  of  study  of  Scituate  High  School  are  organized  to 
meet  just  such  a  challenge  and  emergency.  A  comprehensive  physical 
education  program,  in  which  nearly  the  entire  student  body  partici¬ 
pates,  is  ably  directed  by  our  two  physical  education  supervisors,  Miss 
Vines  and  Mr.  Dixon.  The  subject  content  of  the  shop  course  has 
been  expanded  to  include  work  in  plastics,  ceramics  and  tin  craft. 
Military  surveying,  which  was  in  the  curriculum  last  year,  is  not  re¬ 
peated  in  the  current  year,  but  pre-flight  aeronautics,  another  pre¬ 
induction  course,  is  given  for  the  second  successive  year.  A  Red 
Cross  unit  in  home  nursing  given  by  Miss  O’Donnell,  school  nurse, 
will  be  part  of  the  freshman  course  in  Household  Arts.  In  addition 
to  the  above  each  teacher  in  his  or  her  daily  classes  has  redirected  the 
instruction  wherever  possible  so  that  it  will  have  a  direct  significance 
to  the  war  effort. 

In  extra-curricular  and  similar  activities  our  school  contributes 
generously  to  the  home  front.  The  weekly  sale  of  war  bonds  and 
stamps,  the  collection  of  waste  paper,  participation  in  the  Junior  Red 
Cross  program,  and  contributions  to  the  war  chest  fund,  and  the  tuber¬ 
culosis  drive — all  receive  vigorous  support. 

A  brief  survey  of  the  out  of  school  war  activities  of  our  teachers 
shows  a  similar  unselfish  devotion  of  time,  money,  and  energy.  Six 
are  volunteer  workers  in  the  Red  Cross,  one  is  an  educational  aide 
or  “gray  lady’’  in  a  hospital,  one  is  a  nurse’s  aide  in  a  hospital,  seven 
are  blood  donors,  sixteen  are  regular  purchasers  of  war  stamps  and 
bonds,  and  all  are  contributors  to  the  Community  War  Fund. 

The  enrollment  of  the  school  on  October  first  was  357,  distributed 
as  follows :

This  is  an  increase  of  17  pupils  over  that  of  the  corresponding 
date  last  year,  and  speaks  well  for  the  holding  power  of  our  school  in 
this  period  of  increasing  employment  demands  with  attractive  wages. 
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Our  school  continues  to  maintain  a  ‘‘Class  A”  rating*  with  State 
Department  of  Secondary  Education.  It  likewise  enjoys  the  certifi¬ 
cate  privilege  of  the  New  England  College  Admissions  Board.  A 
war  atmosphere  of  change  and  uncertainty  has  not  made  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  good  scholarship  any  easier.  Yet,  probably  at  these  times 
more  than  in  the  normal  peace  times,  this  fundamental  objective  is  in¬ 
creasingly  important.  I  believe  that  it  is  impossible  to  over-emphasize 
the  value  of  that  type  of  scholarship  that  consistently  rates  near  to  the 
individual  pupils’  ability.  Examples  of  keen  disappointment  and  real 
sorrow  are  still  numerous  among  those  who  realize  too  late  that  their 
plans  and  ambitions  cannot  be  carried  out  because  of  a  failure  or  de¬ 
ficiency  in  this  particular. 

Closely  connected  with  good  scholarship  are  school  attendance 
and  effective  home  study.  In  both  the  home  must  share  the  respon¬ 
sibility  with  the  school.  The  lack  of  regular  and  prompt  attendance, 
in  addition  to  forming  undesirable  habits,  places  an  additional  burden 
upon  both  teachers  and  pupils,  and  make-up  lessons  are  seldom,  if 
ever,  as  effective  as  the  regular  class  work.  Absences  which  are  the 
direct  result  of  illness  are  excusable.  Others  seldom  are.  In  its  re¬ 
lationship  to  school  success,  consistent  and  conscientious  home  study 
is  likewise  a  fundamental  necessity.  It  is  the  daily  tasks  well  done 
that  contribute  greatly  to  happiness  and  success  in  the  future. 

In  September  and  again  in  November  a  rather  comprehensive 
testing  program  was  given.  The  first  was  a  battery  of  five  vocational 
and  educational  guidance  tests  administered  by  Boston  University. 
This  was  given  to  all  seniors. 

The  second  was  the  well  known  battery  offlowa  Tests  of  Educa¬ 
tional  Development.  This  was  given  to  all  freshmen  and  sophomores 
by  members  of  our  teaching  staff. 

As  the  war  progresses  it  has  become  more  and  more  evident  that 
a  well  rounded  program  of  extra-curricular  activities  for  pupils  is 
increasingly  essential.  If  the  demands  for  the  use  of  our  gymnasium 
and  auditorium  is  any  barometer  of  the  effectiveness  of  such  a  pro¬ 
gram  at  our  school,  we  have  reached  a  high  degree  of  attainment. 
There  are  few  available  hours,  afternoons  or  evenings,  when  these 
facilities  are  not  being  used  by  either  school  groups  or  outside  organi¬ 
zations. 

It  is  a  satisfaction  to  announce  that  our  athletic  teams  have  been 
able,  for  the  most  part,  to  participate  in  schedules  comparable  to  those 
of  normal  years.  Our  football  team  of  this  fall  completed  an  ambi¬ 
tious  schedule  of  seven  games  and  our  championship  girls’  hockey 
team  played  eight  games. 

At  the  time  this  report  is  being  written,  an  inclusive  intramural 
basketball  program  is  in  progress  similar  to  that  of  the  baseball  intra- 
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murals  of  last  April.  This  program  is  entire  exclusive  of  the  regular 
basketball  schedule  which  is  underway  and  which  calls  for  a  schedule 
of  sixteen  games  for  three  teams :  girls’  varsity,  boys’  varsity  and  boys' 
second  team. 

In  the  non-athletic  area  our  girls’  glee  club  has  a  membership  of 
twenty-seven,  and  our  recently  formed  student  band  is  growing  almost 
weekly  in  numbers  and  equally  in  interest  and  enthusiasm.  These 
two  organizations  are  being  directed  by  Miss  Gertrude  Reynolds  and 
Donald  Leach  respectively  who  took  over  the  work  early  in  November 
following  the  resignation  of  William  Smith,  our  former  music  super¬ 
visor. 

The  All-School  Play,  “Johnny  On  the  Spot,’’  directed  by  Miss 
Gile,  and  given  in  December  was  both  a  dramatic  and  financial  success. 

Three  to  four  assemblies  are  being  held  each  month  in  which 
pupil  participation  is  being  emphasized.  Assemblies  which  might  be 
rated  as  the  “Assembly  of  the  Month”  are: 

“The  All-Music  Assembly”  in  October 
"The  Armistice  Day  Assembly”  in  November 
“The  Christmas  Assembly”  in  December 

At  Christmas  time  our  art  department  issued  a  “Scituate  Cal¬ 
endar.”  It  contains  thirteen  block  prints  of  scenes  in  and  around 
Scituate.  The  prints  were  drawn  and  cut  by  pupils.  The  calendar 
met  an  enthusiastic  reception  and  sale  which  is  a  tribute  to  both  the 
pupils  and  their  supervisor,  Miss  Rowell. 

Plans  are  already  underway  for  the  commencement  number  of 
“The  Chimes.” 

It  is  with  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  that  our  school  ac¬ 
knowledges  the  receipt  of  the  following  gifts  since  the  last  annual 
report :

Twenty-one  volumes  of  “Dickens” — by  Mr.  Jesse  G.  Swift. 
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Added  to  the  above  list  have  been  generous  contributions  in  both 
time  and  service  given  by  parents  and  friends,  not  the  least  of  which 
has  been  the  aid  in  the  transportation  of  our  athletic  teams.  To  all 
these  our  school  gives  hearty  thanks. 

The  school’s  honor  roll  contains  337  names  and  ten  gold  stars. 
It  is  a  record  of  which  anv  school  of  this  size  should  be  immenselv 

j  * 

proud. 

Before  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  take  the  opportunity  of  re¬ 
spectfully  registering  my  belief  and  support  in  two  suggestions  which 
we  have  discussed  already  in  past  conferences. 

The  first  concerns  the  expansion  of  the  physical  education  pro¬ 
gram  both  in  time  allotted  to  the  individual  pupil  and  in  the  content 
of  the  program.  In  my  opinion  the  lessons  learned  from  this  war 
more  than  justifies  this  conclusion. 

The  second  concerns  the  formal  organization  of  a  modest  but 
effective  guidance  department.  Already  we  are  doing  most  of  the 
things  that  would  be  included  in  such  a  department,  but  for  efficiency 
and  effectiveness,  I  believe  these  should  be  assembled  and  a  study 
made  of  their  value  and  use,  after  which  they  should  be  organized  and 
administered  with  definite  guidance  objectives  in  view.  Ultimately, 
this  would  necessitate  a  part-time  guidance  or  teacher  director.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

Mr.  Harold  C.  Wingate, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Scituate,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Sir : 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Supervising  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  Hatherly  and  Jenkins  Schools. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  enrollment  by  grades  as  of  October

The  regular  testing  program  as  organized  a  few  years  ago  and 
as  outlined  in  a  previous  report  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 
The  Pintner-Cunningham  Intelligence  Tests,  the  Otis  Quick-Scoring 
Intelligence  Tests,  and  the  Stanford  Achievement  Tests  are  all  being 
used  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  an  assembly  hall  in  either  of  the  schools, 
assemblies  are  held  in  one  of  the  larger  rooms  that  is  provided  with 
movable  seats.  These  assemblies  have  been  in  the  nature  of  moving 
pictures,  radio  programs,  playlets  and  at  Christmas  time,  character 
readings  by  Mr.  John  Hines.  This  year  he  presented  a  dramatiza¬ 
tion  of  “Peter  Pan”  by  James  M.  Barrie.  The  Greater  Boston  War 
Fund  moving  picture  was  shown  at  both  schools  during  the  fall.  The 
fifth  and  sixth  grades  at  Hatherly  School  have  regularly  listened  to 
the  Columbia  Radio  School  of  the  Air. 

A  new  electric  victrola  has  been  added  to  our  equipment,  thus 
making  it  possible  to  acquaint  the  boys  and  girls  with  the  different 
types  of  rhythms,  instruments,  orchestras,  bands,  and  the  best  re¬ 
corded  music. 

During  the  year  the  Scituate  Parent-Teacher  Association  made 
a  gift  of  seventy-five  dollars  to  the  Hatherly- Jenkins  School  Fund. 
Books  for  the  room  library  shelves  and  some  playground  equipment 
have  been  purchased  with  a  part  of  this  money,  while  the  balance  has 
been  made  available  for  moving  pictures. 

All  classes  in  both  schools  are  enrolled  in  the  Junior  Red  Cross 
having  contributed  a  total  of  $40.21  in  the  November  drive.  In  re¬ 
sponse  to  a  special  appeal  for  funds  $24.13  was  contributed  in  April. 
Favors  and  decorated  napkins  were  made  for  hospitalized  service  men 
at  Thanksgiving.  It  is  planned  to  have  some  groups  knit  woolen 
squares  and  cut  squares  of  woolen  cloth  which  will  be  made  intd  lap 
throws  for  use  in  hospitals.  The  sum  of  $20.10  was  contributed  to 
the  Plymouth  County  Tuberculosis  Fund.  Responding  to  an  appeal 
from  the  local  Board  of  Welfare,  articles  of  clothing  were  brought  in 
for  distribution  among  the  needy  children  in  Scituate. 

In  the  fall  the  government  issued  an  appeal  for  milkweed  floss  to 
be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  life  jackets  and  aviator  suits  for  our 
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boys  in  the  service.  The  source  of  supply  of  kapok  formerly  used 
was  cut  off  with  the  fall  of  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  As  a  result  of  this 
project  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  gathered  68 
bags  of  dried  milkweed  pods. 

The  pupils  in  both  schools  have  responded  well  to  the  appeal  to 
buy  more  stamps  and  bonds.  To  make  the  sales  more  interesting 
contests  have  been  held  between  the  Hatherly  and  Jenkins  Schools 
or  between  grades  in  the  same  building.  During  the  calendar  year 
stamps  and  bonds  amounting  to  $12,994.85  have  been  purchased 
through  the  elementary  schools.  Committees  have  been  appointed 
from  grades  four,  five,  and  six  to  work  with  the  principal  to  organize 
a  campaign  to  sell  sufficient  stamps  and  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  pur¬ 
chasing  special  equipment.  This  equipment,  ranging  in  price  from  a 
bomb  trailer  at  $1,150  to  a  B-29  at  $600,000,  if  purchased  within  the 
allotted  time,  will  have  a  sponsoring  panel  attached  to  it  on  which  will 
be  printed  the  name  and  address  of  the  school  sponsoring  it.  We 
can't  buy  a  plane,  but  we  can  buy  a  jeep,  a  trailer,  or  a  field  ambulance. 

A  few  facts  showing  the  results  of  the  Schools-at-War  Program 
follow:  The  report  of  the  school  year  ending  June  1944  showed  sales 
amounting  to  over  $18,000,000  for  Massachusetts  and  well  over  $500,- 
000,000  for  the  nation.  During  this  same  period  the  schools  sold 
bonds  sufficient  to  sponsor  14  planes  per  day.  The  men  using  this 
equipment  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  boys  and  girls  at  home. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you,  the  School 

Committee,  and  the  teachers  for  your  co-operation  during  the  year.

The  health  of  the  pupils  in  general  has  been  satisfactory  this  year, 
as  shown  by  physical  examination  and  records  of  illness.  There  have 
been,  four  cases  of  scarlet  fever. 

I  am  grateful  indeed  for  the  help  and  co-operation  of  the  School 
Nurse,  the  teachers  and  parents,  in  promoting  the  health  of  the  school 
children.

Dear  Sir: 

In  the  interest  of  paper  conservation,  the  key-note  of  brevity  has 
been  sounded  for  those  who  present  annual  reports.  With  this  in 
mind,  it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  that  many  of  the  details  of  the 
School  Health  Service  Program,  may  be  omitted. 

The  work  schedule  has  been  somewhat  similar  to  that  of  the  past 
two  years.  It  was  not  always  possible  to  follow  the  schedule,  but 
every  effort  was  made  to  equalize  the  time  and  service  given  in  each 
school. 

All  emergency  calls  from  the  three  schools  received  prompt  at¬ 
tention.  Accidents  and  minor  injuries  were  cared  for  according  to 
medical  standing  orders. 

Health  inspections,  primarily  for  detection  of  symptoms  of  acute 
communicable  diseases,  skin  diseases,  parasites,  and  for  health  needs 
of  individual  pupils,  were  made  periodically  during  the  year. 

Teachers  were  instructed  and  encouraged  to  observe  pupils  care¬ 
fully  each  day  and  to  be  on  the  lookout  continuously  for  symptoms 
which  may  indicate  a  deviation  from  normal  health.  The  importance 
of  this  procedure  was  emphasized  throughout  the  year. 

We  have  continued  the  policy  of  checking  pupils  who  have  been 
absent  three  or  more  consecutive  days.  Children  returning  from  ill¬ 
ness  are  inspected  before  readmission  to  the  class  room. 

If  more  parents  accepted  the  responsibility  of  notifying  the  school 
authorities  the  reason  for  the  child’s  absence,  they  would  be  doing  a 
great  service  in  the  community.  This  evidence  of  parental  co-opera¬ 
tion  is  of  special  value  to  us  in  our  efforts  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
communicable  diseases. 

A  pre-school  clinic  was  held  early  in  June.  The  attendance  was 
very  good.  Many  of  those  found  to  have  dental  defects  received 
treatment  in  the  pre-school  dental  clinic  sponsored  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  Those  found  to  have  other  defects  had  corrections  made  be¬ 
fore  entering  school. 
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Children  referred  for  follow-up  from  the  school  tuberculosis  clinic 
received  physical  and  X-ray  examinations.  Cases  were  negative. 

In  co-operation  with  Miss  Kingsbury,  home  economics  teacher,  a 
successful  course  in  Red  Cross  Home  Nursing  was  given  to  the  pupils 
of  the  household  arts  class.  Plans  are  ready  for  another  course  to  be 
given  in  the  spring. 

The  opportunity  to  get  instruction  in  home  nursing  should  not  be 
limited  to  one  special  group.  Every  girl  should  be  taught  how  to  help 
in  establishing  high  standards  of  health  in  home  and  community. 
They  need  to  learn : 

1.  Simple  nursing  procedures  that  enable  them  to  keep  a  sick 
person  clean,  comfortable  and  well  nourished. 

2.  To  carry  out  with  intelligence,  the  simpler  of  the  doctor’s 
orders  for  giving  medicines  and  other  treatments. 

3.  To  care  for  children  and  old  people  in  health  and  in  illness. 

4.  What  to  do  in  the  way  of  relief  measures  for  the  common 
emergencies  of  illness  and  accidents  in  the  home. 

5.  The  essentials  of  home  hygiene  as  they  relate  to  the  indi¬ 
vidual  and  community. 

In  co-operation  with  the  director  of  guidance,  I  recommend  that 
some  form  of  health  council  be  adopted  for  the  high  school, — the  school 
physician,  dentist,  principal,  guidance  teacher  and  nurse  to  assist 
student  committees  and  arrange  for  their  active  participation  in  the 
school  health  service  program. 

A  very  important  service  was  started  this  fall.  All  children  hav¬ 
ing  speech  defects  are  to  be  checked  at  regular  intervals  by  a  speech 
therapist  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  Some 
of  the  children  so  handicapped  have  already  grasped  the  idea  that  with 
the  help  of  parents,  teachers  and  others  interested,  considerable  im¬ 
provement  may  be  expected.

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Scituate,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

The  report  of  the  Police  Department  ending  December  31,  1945 
is  herewith  submitted  for  your  approval. 

The  Department  made  120  arrests  calling  for  court  appearance 
for  officers  and  defendants.  A  summary  detailing  the  cause  of  ar¬ 
rests  and  dispositions  is  omitted  to  save  space.

Re:  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents 

There  were  9  additional  collisions  not  included  in  the  44  in¬ 
vestigated  by  Police  Officers.  Out  of  this  total  of  53  motor  vehicle 
collisions  22  persons  either  operators  or  passengers  reported  per¬ 
sonal  injuries.  No  serious  injuries  were  reported  other  than  the 
operator  and  3  passengers  involved  in  a  collision  with  a  parked  auto¬ 
mobile  November  21,  1945  on  Justice  Cushing  Highway.  The  oper¬ 
ator  of  this  car  and  3  passengers  were  taken  to  the  hospital  suffer¬ 
ing  from  serious  injuries.  A  survey  of  these  accident  reports  in¬ 
dicates  that  they  occurred  in  various  places  in  the  town  and  in  no 
instance  were  the  accidents  attributable  to  highway  faults  or  ob¬ 
structions. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  your  Board  make  provisions 
for  the  publication  of  the  Rules  and  Orders  adopted  in  1945,  in 
book  form  for  distribution. 
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CHIEF  OF  POLICE  REPORT 


RADIO  SERVICE 

Two  way  radio  communication  is  to-day  recognized  as  a  must 
in  all  Police  Departments.  The  radio  transmitter  and  two  mobile 
units  of  this  Dep  t,  were  installed  some  10  years  ago  and  are  now 
obsolete  and  not  serviceable.  It  is  hoped  that  an  article  in  the  war¬ 
rant  calling  for  an  appropriation  to  replace  the  present  radio  equip¬ 
ment  will  be  acted  upon  favorably,  therefore  giving  assurance  of 
greater  efficiency  in  your  police  service. 

MOTOR  VEHICLES 

Our  motor  vehicle  equipment  at  this  time  comprises  of  two 
Ford  cars — an  ambulance  and  four  motorcycles.  One  of  these  cars 
a  1941  model  is  now  in  a  repair  shop  following  an  accident  in  which 
your  Chief  of  Police  was  involved  as  the  operator.  The  second  car 
a  1942  model  was  purchased  in  1944  and  has  been  a  constant  source 
of  expense  and  trouble  since  it  was  put  into  service.  This  latter 
car  usually  referred  to  as  the  “Cruiser”  is  on  the  road  practically 
24  h  ours  of  the  day.  For  some  time  prior  to  the  war  it  had  been 
recognized  as  good  business  to  replace  these  cars  each  year,  thereby 
affecting  considerable  saving  in  the  cost  of  upkeep,  and  further 
assuring  the  Dep’t.  of  serviceable  equipment.  It  is  recommended 
that  an  article  he  placed  in  the  warrant  calling  for  a  sum  of  money 
to  replace  both  of  these  cars. 

Your  ambulance  was  purchased  in  1940  and  has  proven  itself 
a  utility  of  worth  while  service.  This  past  year  the  ambulance  res¬ 
ponded  to  195  trips  totalling  10,110  miles.  This  vehicle  is  now 
developing  mechanical  defects  due  to  its  use  over  the  years.  While 
we  are  hopeful  that  it  will  continue  to  be  serviceable  the  coming 
year  it  should  be  replaced  in  1947. 

We  have  four  motorcycles  which  were  purchased  some  time 
ago — to  wit:  1935-1937-1939  and  the  latest  one  in  1940.  Three  of 
these  vehicles  have  not  been  used  for  the  past  two  years.  One  of 
them  is  in  service  during  the  summer  months  of  each  year.  I  rec¬ 
ommend  that  an  article  authorizing  the  Selectmen  and  Chief  of 
Police  to  dispose  of  three  of  these  vehicles  by  sale  to  be  inserted 
in  the  warrant.

This  was  due  in  part  to  a  small  outburst  of  vandalism 
the  past  fall  and  greatly  increased  by  the  weather  elements  and 
unusually  severe  storms.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1945  follows: 

The  department  answered  255  emergency  calls  during  the  past 
year.  Of  these  calls,  two  were  for  major  fires;  one  resulting  in  the 
deaths  of  five  persons,  and  the  other  totally  destroying  “Hugo’s” 
restaurant.  In  each  case,  the  building  involved  was  completely 
enveloped  in  flame  when  the  apparatus  arrived. 

For  the  past  several  years  mention  has  been  made,  in  the  an¬ 
nual  reports,  that  the  pumping  equpiment  of  the  department  is 
of  advanced  age  and  in  poor  condition.  During  the  state  of  war 
emergency,  just  past,  it  did  not  seem  at  all  practical  to  purchase  new 
equipment.  Now,  however,  it  would  seem  foolhardy  to  put  off  the 
replacement  of  these  units  any  longer.  The  committee  which  you 
appointed,  at  the  request  of  this  department,  on  September  20, 
1945,  has  made  a  complete  study  of  the  conditions  obtaining  in  the 
department  and  attached  hereto  is  their  report  of  their  findings 
and  recommendations.  As  I  am  a  member  of  that  committee,  and 

to  avoid  repetition,  I  ask  that  their  recommendations  be  incorpor¬ 
ated  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

This  department  has  long  felt  the  need  of  some  form  of  build¬ 
ing  laws  in  the  town  and  heartily  endorses  the  program  set  up  by 
the  Planning  Board  as  set  forth  in  the  article  which  that  hoard  is 
sponsoring  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting  to  he  held 
in  March. 

The  various  officials  and  departments  with  whom  we  have  had 
dealings  during  the  past  year  have  been  most  co-operative.  For 
their  kindnesses,  we  are  most  grateful.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1945 
follows: 

During  the  past  year  the  department  responded  to  fewer  alarms 
than  are  normally  expected,  and  no  extended  forest  fires  were  en¬ 
countered. 

The  burning  over  of  grass  lands  was  carried  out  to  the  extent 
permitted  with  the  limited  man  power  available.  It  is  our  intention 
to  continue  this  work  in  the  present  year. 

There  are  still  some  cases  of  persons  burning  without  permits, 
but,  in  the  main,  the  citizens  of  the  town  have  been  most  co-oper¬ 
ative  in  abiding  by  the  laws  governing  open  air  fires.

REPORT  OF  THE 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  committee  has  made  a  thorough  survey  of  your  Fire  De¬ 
partment  operation  and  requirements  and  makes  the  following 
report  and  recommendations: — 

PUMPING  ENGINES 


Engine  No.  3 

This  unit  was  purchased  in  1928  and  designed  for  use  as  a  hose 
wagon.  Some  time  later  it  was  equipped  with  a  front  end  pump 
which,  at  best  is  only  a  makeshift.  This  unit  is  the  primary  pro¬ 
tection  of  your  Harbor  business  district;  First,  Second  and  Third 
Cliffs;  the  thickly  settled  Sandhills,  shore  Acres  and  Lighthouse 
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point  areas;  Greenbush;  Scituate  Center,  and  parts  of  Egypt.  W  ith¬ 
in  these  sections  are,  as  you  know,  places  of  public  assembly  such 
as  the  High  and  Jenkins  schools,  five  churches,  the  Satuit  Play¬ 
house,  the  Women’s  Club  and  your  town  administration  building. 

Engine  No.  4. 

This  pumping  engine  was  purchased  in  1925,  and  when  new, 
was  rated  at  350  G.  P.  M.  capacity.  A  pumper  of  this  capacity 
is  not  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Insurance  Underwriters  as  pro¬ 
ducing  a  fire  stream.  Needless  to  say,  even  this  low  capacity  can¬ 
not  be  produced  by  this  pump  after  twentv  years  of  operation. 
Th  is  unit  is  the  first  line  of  protection  for  the  North  Scituate, 
Minot,  West  End,  Man  Hill  and  Egypt  districts.  In  these  sections 
are  located  business  establishments,  two  churches,  two  assembly 
halls  and  the  Hatherly  school. 

This  committee  feels,  strongly,  that  all  the  districts  of  the  town 
are  equally  important  and  equally  in  need  of  the  best  possible  fire 
protection.  We,  therefore,  recommend  the  purchase  of  two  pump¬ 
ing  engines,  of  not  less  than  750  G.  P.  M.  capacity  each,  to  replace 
the  present  equipment. 

FIRST  AID  EMERGENCY  TRUCK 

The  first  aid  work  of  the  department  has  become  a  major  and 
valuable  part  of  the  service.  The  present  method  of  transporting 
the  equipment  is,  at  best,  not  efficient.  In  many  cases  the  depart¬ 
ment  lias  been  forced  to  use  privately  owned  cars  with  a  consequent 
loss  of  time  in  responding.  The  equipment  used  is,  in  some  cases 
delicate  and  is,  of  necessity,  subject  to  abuse  when  transported  in 
this  manner.  It  is  obvious  that  in  cases  requiring  first  aid  it  is 
imperative  that  the  equipment  be  delivered  speedily  and  in  proper 
working  condition.  The  attached  statement,  signed  by  the  several 
physicians  practicing  in  the  towm,  is,  we  think,  indicative  of  the 
value  of  this  service. 

We,  therefor,  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  truck  of  suitable 
design  for  the  proper  stowing  and  transportation  of  this  equip¬ 
ment. 

FIRE  STATIONS 

This  committee  has  inserted,  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual 
town  meeting  in  March,  an  article  asking  for  the  appointment  of 
a  committee  to  investigate  the  possible  disposal  of  the  North 
Scituate  and  Minot  fire  stations  and  to  consider  the  construction 
and  location  of  a  new  station  to  serve  the  districts  now  covered 
hv  the  North  Scituate  station. 
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CHIEFS  CAR 

The  present  car  is  now  seven  years  old  and  would  require 
major  repairs  which  would  cost  several  hundreds  of  dollars.  This 
expenditure  would  be,  in  our  opinion,  very  poor  business  economy. 
We  therefor  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  new  car.

The  first  aid  service  of  the  Scituate  Fire  Department,  particu¬ 
larly  the  use  of  oxygen,  has  without  question  saved  many  lives  in 
recent  years  and  promoted  the  comfort  of  others  who  were  incur¬ 
ably  ill.  There  is  a  growing  need  for  this  highly  valuable  service, 
and  the  physicians  who  sign  this  statement  feel  that  in  order  to 
he  properly  prepared  for  emergencies  which  do  not  always  come 
singly,  the  oxygen  equipment  should  be  moderately  increased  and 
more  adequate  and  dependable  transportation  should  be  provided 
for  it.

REPORT  OF  THE 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Scituate: 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  work  done  by  this  Department 
during  the  past  year. 

The  year  1945  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  one,  due  to 
extreme  weather  conditions.  With  the  exception  of  an  earthquake, 
we  have  had  almost  everything  else  to  contend  with:  heavy  snow, 
high  tides,  gales,  and  floods,  and  with  the  continual  freezing  and 
thawing  this  winter,  many  of  our  roads  have  been  left  in  a  deplor¬ 
able  condition.  Therefore,  it  will  be  necessarv  to  ask  for  a  much 
larger  appropriation  this  year  than  we  have  had  for  several  years, 
in  order  that  we  may  put  them  back  in  decent  condition. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  work  done  in  1945:

SIDEWALKS 

Six  hundred  (600)  feet  of  new  sidewalk  was  rebuilt  on  Front 
Street  from  the  corner  of  Brook  Street  to  Beal  Place,  and  from 
Otis  Street  to  Allen  Street.  All  remaining  sidewalks  were  patched 
and  put  in  fair  condition. 

PARKING  SPACES 

The  fourth  lane  of  the  Harbor  Parking  Space  was  brought  to 
grade  and  given  two  applications  of  tar.  The  Sand  Hills  Parking 
Space  was  completed. 

SURFACE  TREATMENT 

Sixteen  (16)  miles  of  road  was  surface  treated,  sand  covered. 

Sixteen  (16)  miles  of  road  was  scraped  and  excess  material 
disposed  of. 

Six  hundred  fifty  (650)  tons  of  Bituminous  concrete  patching 
material  was  used. 


DRAINAGE 

Eight  (8)  catch  basins  with  outlets  were  constructed  in  various 
parts  of  the  Town,  mainly:  2  on  First  Parish  Road,  1  on  Oceanside 
Drive,  3  on  Mann  Lot  Road  and  2  on  Country  Way. 

All  catch  basins  were  cleaned  in  the  Spring  and  Fall. 

Two  hundred  (200)  feet  of  new  drainage  was  constructed  on 
Country  Way. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  many  drainage  problems  in  the 
Town  which  we  hope  to  take  care  of  in  1946. 

Thirty-five  hundred  (3500)  linear  feet  of  guard  rail  were  re¬ 
paired  and  painted. 


SIGNS 

All  sign  posts  were  re-set  and  the  signs  put  in  order.  Due  to 
the  fact  that  we  had  two  Victory  Days  which  were  celebrated  with 
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exuberance,  we  regret  to  report  that  much  damage  was  done  to 
signs. 

At  Minot  Beach  and  North  Scituate  Village,  the  streets  were 
cleaned  each  week,  and  at  Humarock,  the  streets  were  cleaned  once 
each  month  during  the  summer  season. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  the  heads  of  the  Town  Depart¬ 
ments  for  their  fine  co-operation  given  us  in  1945,  also  the  many 
citizens  whose  suggestions  and  interest  have  been  most  welcome.

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

We  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  work  accomplished  by 
this  department  during  the  past  year  and  give  a  brief  resume  of 
what  we  hope  to  accomplish  in  the  ensuing  years  under  a  full  time 
Engineering  Department. 

1.  Establishing  street  lines  for  the  erection  of  walls,  fences 
and  hedges.  It  is  of  utmost  importance  with  the  present  increased 
traffic  conditions  that  encroachments  on  our  none  too  wide  high¬ 
ways  be  kept  to  a  minimum. 

2.  Preparing  plans  and  indexing  land  acquired  by  the  Town 
under  foreclosure  procedure. 

3.  Examining  and  checking  all  preliminary  Land  Court  plans 
for  street  lines,  etc. 

4.  Appearing  at  Massachusetts  Land  Court  Hearings  in  the 
interest  of  the  Town. 

5.  Cooperation  with  various  Town  Departments. 
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6.  Preparing  cost  estimates  for  proposed  Chapter  90  Highway 
work. 

7.  Attending  County  Highway  hearings. 

8.  Inspection  of  damage  and  preparing  estimates  for  repairs 
to  sea  walls.

9.  Preparing  drainage  studies  for  the  Highway  Department. 

10.  Staking  out  and  bounding  accepted  streets. 

11.  Restaking  and  replacing  missing  highway  bounds. 

12.  Considerable  work  has  been  accomplished  in  revising  and 
correcting  the  Town  Maps,  more  particularly  through  the  Huma- 
rock  Section. 

It  is  the  intention  of  this  department,  if  allowed  to  continue, 
to  accomplish  the  following: 

1.  To  index  and  file  the  numerous  plans  that  have  accumulated 
in  the  Town  Hall. 

2.  To  survey  and  lay  out  new  streets  with  considerable  thought 
given  to  lines,  grades,  and  drainage  problems. 

3.  Cooperate  more  closely  with  other  Town  Departments  and 
Public  Utilities. 

4.  To  revise  and  bring  the  Town  Maps  up  to  date.  Some  of 
these  maps  haven’t  been  touched  since  they  were  made  in  1917. 
It  is  very  important  that  the  Town  have  a  complete  and  up  to  date 
set  of  plans,  if  and  when  Federal  and  State  funds  are  made  avail¬ 
able  for  municipal  projects. 

5.  To  revise  and  complete  the  house  numbering  project.

There  have  been 
cases  and  matters  involving  licenses,  highways,  real  estate,  storm 
damage,  variances  and  other  zoning  questions,  welfare,  appropria¬ 
tions,  town  meetings,  taxation,  etc. 

As  in  the  past  I  have  rendered  gratuitous  service  in  railroad 
transportation  matters  and  in  compiling  the  town  by-laws  with 
Data  on  Special  Acts  of  the  Legislature  accepted  by  the  Town.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  SCITUATE 

Compiled  to  Date  by  Vernon  W.  Marr  of  the 
Original  Committee  on  By-Laws  (1929) 

PART  I 

(A)  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  SCITUATE 
AS  APPROVED  BY  THE  SUPERIOR 
COURT,  NOVEMBER  20,  1899 

(B)  AMENDMENTS  AND  ADDITIONAL  BY-LAWS 

(A)  BY-LAWS 
Article  I 

General  Conduct  of  Town  Affairs 

Section  1.  The  financial  year  shall  begin  with  the  first  day  of 
Januarv  and  end  with  the  thirtv-first  dav  of  December. 

Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  shall  he  held  the  first  Monday 
in  March. 

Section  3.  Town  meetings  shall  he  notified  by  posting  an  at¬ 
tested  copy  of  the  warrant,  calling  the  same,  in  the  Post  offices,  at 
the  Town  House,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  day  appointed  for 
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said  meeting,  and  by  publication  in  a  newspaper,  if  any  be  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  town. 

Section  4.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  reports  of  the  Select¬ 
men,  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  all  other  Town  officers,  and  all 
standing  committees  shall  be  first  in  order,  after  the  choice  of  a 
Moderator. 

Section  5.  All  motions  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Moderator  or  Clerk. 

Section  6.  Twenty-five  voters  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  raising  and  appropriating  of  money  under  an  article  in  the 
warrant  providing  for  such  action.  See  Amendment,  Annual  Town 
Meeting — 1929. 

Section  7.  The  annual  report  of  the  Town  Officers  shall  be 
printed  and  distributed  at  least  ten  days  before  the  Town  Meet¬ 
ing- 

Section  8.  The  duties  of  all  Town  Officers  not  specially  pro¬ 
vided  for  by  law  nor  by  these  rules  shall  be  determined  by  the 
rules  of  parliamentary  law  contained  in  Cushing’s  Manual,  as  far 
as  they  are  adapted  to  town  meetings. 

Article  II 

Streets  and  Public  Lands 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  or  Road  Commissioner  may  grant 
permits  to  any  persons  to  build  sidewalks  in  front  of  their  own 
land,  or  on  any  of  the  streets  or  ways  of  the  town,  whenever  the 
public  safety  will  permit;  which  permit  shall  specify  the  width 
and  mode  of  constructing  the  same. 

Section  2.  Whenever  complaint  shall  be  made  to  the  Select¬ 
men  that  the  practice  of  coasting  on  any  of  the  streets  or  sidewalks 
in  the  town  has  become  dangerous  to  the  public  safety  they  may, 
if  they  shall  judge  it  expedient,  post  up  a  notice  in  some  conspicu¬ 
ous  place,  on  the  side  or  corner  of  such  streets,  forbidding  all 
persons  to  coast  upon  the  same;  and  if  any  person  shall  be  found 
coasting  upon  the  same  after  the  posting  of  such  notice  he  shall 
pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  five  dollars 
for  every  offense,  to  be  recovered  of  the  offender,  his  parent  or 
guardian. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  wheel,  drive  or  draw  any  hand¬ 
cart,  bicycle,  handsled  or  any  other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure, 
baby  carriage  excepted,  nor  permit  any  horse  or  other  beast  to  go 
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upon  any  sidewalk,  nor  to  encumber  the  same  with  any  boxes, 
barrels  or  any  articles  wliatever  to  interfere  with  the  convenient 
use  of  the  same. 

Section  4.  Every  owner  or  oecupant  of  premises  in  the  town 
shall  keep  the  same  free  from  all  nuisances  and  sources  of  filth 
injurious  to  the  public  health  and  safety;  and  any  nuisance,  source 
of  filth  or  cause  of  sickness  found  on  private  property  must  he 
removed  upon  notice  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  within  such  time 
as  it  may  designate.  If  upon  notice  from  this  board  any  premises 
are  not  put  in  proper  sanitary  condition,  the  same  shall  he  vacated 
upon  the  order  of  the  Board. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in  any 
public  or  private  way  of  the  towrn  the  contents  of  any  sink,  cess¬ 
pool  or  privy,  nor  place  any  dead  animal,  or  dead  animal  or  vege¬ 
table  substance,  rubbish  or  garbage  in  the  same,  except  for  the 
purpose  of  immediate  removal  therefrom,  under  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  6.  The  words  “public  or  private  way’*  in  the  foregoing 
section  shall  he  understood  to  include  alleys,  lanes,  yards,  beaches, 
or  any  other  place  where  the  presence  of  such  refuse  shall  give 
offense  to  neighbors. 

Section  7.  One  or  more  persons  standing  on  any  sidewalk  or 
crosswalk,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  a  free  passage  for  foot 
passengers,  who  shall  not  disperse  immediately  when  ordered  by 
any  of  the  Selectmen,  police  officers  or  constable  of  the  town,  shall 
severally  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  three  dollars  for  any  violation 
of  this  By-Law. 

Sections  8  and  9  not  approved. 

Section  10.  No  person  shall  move  any  buildings  through  any 
street,  lane  or  alley  without  license  from  the  Selectmen. 

Article  III 
Miscellaneous 

Section  1.  Whoever  posts,  affixes  or  in  any  way  attaches  any 
poster,  handbill,  notice,  advertisement  or  placard  to  or  upon  any 
wall,  fence,  building  or  structure,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each 
offense  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty 

dollars. 

Section  2.  Whoever  paints,  draws  or  stamps  any  letter,  notice, 
figure,  advertisement  or  marks  upon  any  wall,  fence,  post,  tree, 
building  or  structure  not  his  own,  without  the  permission  of  the 
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owner  thereof,  or  without  said  permission,  mars,  defaces  or  dis¬ 
figures  in  any  way,  such  wall,  fence,  post,  tree,  buildings  or  struc¬ 
ture,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offense  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

s 

Section  3.  Any  persons  congregating  together  in  a  disorderly 
manner,  who  shall  not  disperse  when  ordered  by  any  constable 
or  police  officer,  and  any  person  or  persons  congregating  or  loiter¬ 
ing  about  in  any  school  house  yard,  or  outbuilding,  not  being  a 
member  of  the  public  schools,  who  shall  not  immediately  disperse 
and  leave  the  premises  when  ordered  or  requested  to  by  any  school 
official,  constable  or  police  officer  of  the  town,  shall  severally  for¬ 
feit  and  pay  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offense.  See 
Amendment,  Annual  Town  Meeting,  1930. 

Section  4.  No  person  in  a  nude  state  shall  bathe  or  swim  in 
any  public  or  exposed  place  in  the  town. 

Section  5.  It  is  ordered  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  con¬ 
stable  and  police  officers  to  enforce  the  foregoing  By-Laws. 

Section  6.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
town  meeting,  articles  for  that  purpose  having  been  inserted  in 
the  town  warrant.

At  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  to  be  held  in  March,  1930,  there  shall  he  elected 
one  member  to  serve  for  one  year,  two  members  to  serve  for 
two  vears,  and  two  members  to  serve  for  three  years,  and 
thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
each  year  one  or  two  members,  according  to  the  number  of 
vacancies  occurring  hv  expiration  of  terms  of  office,  each  new 
member  elected  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years.**

nent  school  plants.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  regular  intervals. 

It  shall  at  all  times  have  access 
to  public  document  or  information  in  the  possession  of  any 
town  official  or  department.  It  shall  examine  the  plans  for 
the  exterior  of  any  public  building,  monument  or  similar 
feature,  and  for  the  development  and  treatment  of  the  ground 
about  the  same  before  the  adoption  thereof,  and  may  make 
such  recommendations  thereon  as  it  may  deem  needful.  It 
may  provide  for  public  lectures  and  other  educational  work 
in  connection  with  its  recommendations.  It  may  incur  ex¬ 
penses  necessary  to  the  carrying  on  of  its  work  within  the 
amount  of  its  annual  or  special  appropriations. 

44  ‘Section  4.  All  plans  for  laying  out,  extending,  discontinuing 
or  changing  the  limits  of  any  public  park  or  square,  and  every 
purchase  of  land  for  the  site  of  any  public  building,  and  all 
plans  for  the  location,  erection  or  alteration  of  public  build¬ 
ings,  shall  be  submitted  to  said  Board  for  its  opinion  at  least 
two  weeks  in  advance  of  action  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or 
the  town. 

44  ‘Section  5.  Such  board  shall  make  a  report  to  the  town 
annually,  giving  information  regarding  the  condition  of  the 
town  and  any  plans  or  proposals  for  the  development  of  the 
town  and  estimate  of  the  cost  thereof.  Such  report  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Selectmen  not  later  than  such  time  in  January 
in  each  year  as  the  Selectmen  may  prescribe  or  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law  in  force  relative  to  reports,  and  a  copy 
thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Works’.” 

1929  Annual  Town  Meeting,  Billboard  By-Laws,  Article  LIX. 
“Voted,  To  adopt  the  following  By-Laws: 

“No  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  shall  erect,  dis¬ 
play  or  maintain  a  billboard,  sign  or  other  outdoor  advertis¬ 
ing  device,  except  those  exempted  by  Sections  30  and  32  of 
Chapter  93  of  the  General  Laws, . 

(a)  Within  fifty  (50)  feet  of  any  public  way; 
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(b)  Within  th  ree  hundred  (300)  feet  of  any  public  park, 
playground  or  other  public  grounds,  if  within  view  of  any 
portion  of  the  same; 

(c)  Nearer  than  fifty  (50)  feet  to  any  other  such  billboard, 
sign  or  other  advertising  device,  unless  said  billboards,  signs 
or  other  advertising  devices  are  placed  hack  to  back; 

(d)  On  any  location  at  the  comer  of  any  public  ways  and 
within  a  radius  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  from  the 
point  where  the  center  lines  of  such  ways  intersect; 

(e)  Nearer  than  one  hundred  (100)  feet  to  any  public  way, 
if  within  view  of  any  portion  of  the  same,  if  such  billboard, 
sign  or  other  advertising  device  shall  exceed  a  length  of  eight 
(8)  feet  or  a  height  of  four  (4)  feet; 

(f)  Nearer  than  three  hundred  (300)  feet  to  any  public  way, 
if  within  view  of  any  portion  of  the  same,  if  such  billboard, 
sign  or  other  advertising  device  shall  exceed  a  length  of 
twenty-five  (25)  feet  or  a  height  of  twelve  (12)  feet; 

(g)  In  any  event  if  such  billboard,  sign  or  other  advertising 
device  shall  exceed  a  length  of  fifty  (50)  feet  or  a  height  of 
twelve  (12)  feet;  except  that  the  Selectmen  may  permit  the 
erection  of  billboards,  signs  of  other  advertising  devices  which 
do  not  exceed  forty  (40)  feet  in  length  and  fifteen  (15)  feet 
in  height  if  not.  nearer  than  three  hundred  (300)  feet  to  the 
boundary  line  of  any  public  way. 

(h)  No  billboard,  sign  or  other  advertising  device  shall  be 
erected,  displayed  or  maintained  in  any  block  in  which  one- 
half  of  the  buildings  on  both  sides  of  the  street  are  used 
exclusively  for  residential  purposes;  except  that  this  provision 
shall  not  apply  if  the  written  consent  of  the  owners  of  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  frontage  on  both  sides  of  the  street  in  such  block 
is  first  obtained  and  is  filed  with  the  Division  of  Highways 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  together  with  the  appli¬ 
cation  for  a  Permit  for  such  billboard,  sign  or  other  advertis¬ 
ing  device. 

(i)  No  billboard,  sign  or  other  advertising  device  shall  be 
be  erected,  displayed  or  maintained  until  a  Permit  therefor 
has  been  issued  by  the  Division  of  Highways  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works  pursuant  to  the  following  provisions: 
Upon  receipt  from  said  Division  of  a  notice  that  application 
for  a  Permit  to  erect,  display  or  maintain  a  billboard,  sign 
or  other  advertising  device  within  the  limits  of  Scituate  has 
been  received  by  it,  the  Selectmen  shall  hold  a  public  hear¬ 
ing  on  said  application,  notice  thereof  having  been  posted 
in  three  public  places  in  said  town  at  least  one  week  before 
tbe  date  of  such  hearing.  A  written  statement  as  to  the  re- 
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suits  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Division,  containing, 
in  the  event  of  a  disapproval  of  such  application,  the  reasons 
therefor,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  notice  to  the 
town  that  an  application  for  such  a  Permit  has  been  made. 
The  provisions  of  (a),  (c),  (d),  )  e) ,  (f)  and  (g)  shall  not 
apply  to  districts  which  the  Selectmen  may  determine  are  of 
a  business  character. 

This  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to  signs  or  other  devices  which 
advertise  or  indicate  either  the  person  occupying  the  premises 
in  question  or  the  business  transacted  thereon,  or  advertise 
the  property  itself  or  any  part  thereof  as  for  sale  or  to  let; 
and  provided  further  that  this  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to 
billboards,  signs  or  other  advertising  devices  legally  main¬ 
tained  at  the  time  of  its  approval  by  the  Attorney-General, 
until  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  July  following  such 
approval. 

Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars,  and  whoever,  after  conviction  for  such  violation,  un¬ 
lawfully  maintains  such  billboard,  sign  or  other  outdoor 
advertising  device  for  twenty  (20)  days  thereafter  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  (500) 
dollars. 

If  any  provision  of  this  By-Law  is  declared  unconstitutional 
or  illegal  by  final  judgment,  order  or  decree  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  validity  of  the  re¬ 
maining  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  not  be  affected  there- 
by.

Annual  Town  Meeting,  Article  51. 

Voted,  To  adopt  the  following  By-Law. 

“There  shall  be  an  annual  audit  of  the  town  books  under 
the  supervision  of  the  State  Director  of  Accounts,  Department 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation.” 

Article  52,  voted,  to  amend  Article  III,  Section  3  of  the  By-Laws 
as  follows: 
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“Any  person  or  persons  loitering  about  or  persons  congregat¬ 
ing  on  a  public  way  or  sidewalk,  or  other  public  place,  who 
shall  not  immediately  desist  from  said  loitering  about  or 
disperse  when  ordered  or  requested  so  to  do  by  any  constable 
or  police  officer  of  the  town,  and  any  person  or  persons  con¬ 
gregating  or  loitering  about  in  any  schoolhouse  yard,  or  out¬ 
buildings,  not  being  a  member  of  the  public  schools,  who 
shall  not  immediately  disperse  and  leave  the  premises  when 
ordered  or  requested  to  by  any  school  official,  constable  or 
police  officer  of  the  town,  shall  severally  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine 
of  not  over  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offense.*" 

It  should  be  noted  that  under  Article  34,  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ing ,  1900,  it  was  voted  to  amend  sections  4,  5  and  6  of  Article  II 
of  the  town’s  By-Laws,  but  no  further  action  was  taken  thereunder 
insofar  as  I  can  ascertain  from  all  subsequent  annual  reports.

“By-Law:  The  Selectmen  are  authorized  to  prosecute,  com¬ 
promise,  or  defend  any  suit  or  suits  within  the  Commonwealth 
in  the  name  of  the  Town  and  to  settle  any  claim  against  the 
Town  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  out  of  any 
available  funds  therefor.*’

Voted,  To  adopt  the  following  By-Law,  Article  11. 

“By-Law:  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint

Zoning  By-law 

Section  1.  Zone  “A”  shall  be  all  areas  of  Scituate  not  dis¬ 
tinguished  as  section  “B”  on  drawing  of  said  plan  of  Town  of 
Scituate  presented  by  the  Planning  Board  as  of  February  11,  1935, 
and  February  18,  1936. 

Section  2.  Zone  “B”  shall  be  as  shown  on  drawing  of  said 
Town  of  Scituate  presented  by  the  Planning  Board  as  of  February 
11,  1935,  and  February  18,  1936,  and  as  on  file  at  the  Town  Clerk’s 
Office. 

Sections  1  and  2  amended  1940,  Art.  12  as  follows:  The 
boundary  lines  between  said  Zones  “A”  and  “B”  shall  be  as  shown 
upon  plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  entitled:  “Detail  plan 
of  Zone  B  areas,  etc.,  Jan.  1939,  Daniel  Appleton,  Town  Engineer.” 

Section  3.  In  an  “A”  zone,  no  building,  structure  or  premises 
shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  for  any  purpose  except  one  or 
more  of  the  following: 

(1)  A  single  family  or  a  two  family  detached  dwelling. 

(2)  A  club  house,  except  one  whose  chief  use  is  for  a  service 
customarily  carried  on  as  a  business. 

(3)  Church,  school,  public  library,  public  museum,  parish 
house. 

(4)  Farm,  greenhouse,  nursery,  truck  garden,  and  the  sale 
of  produce  raised  on  land  of  the  owner  shall  be  permitted,  pro¬ 
vided,  such  sale  does  not  interfere  with  traffic  on  the  public  way; 
further,  a  stand  shall  be  permitted  if  set  back  from  public  way 
with  ample  private  parking  space  and  of  design  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

(5)  Cemetery,  hospital,  sanitarium,  and  philanthropic  insti¬ 
tution,  but  no  such  permit  shall  be  issued,  except  with  the  written 
approval  of  the  planning  Board  and  subject  to  such  conditions 
as  the  Planning  Board  may  deem  it  proper  to  impose. 
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(6)  Passenger  station. 

(7)  Telephone  exchange,  provided  there  is  no  service  yard 
or  garage  and  that  the  design  of  building  with  reference  to  har¬ 
mony  with  the  architecture,  characteristic  of  the  district,  to  be 
approved  in  writing  by  the  Planning  Board. 

(8)  The  use  of  a  room  or  rooms  in  a  dwelling  as  an  office 
or  studio  or  for  customary  home  occupations  by  a  person  residing 
in  tlie  dwelling.  In  such  cases  a  professional  sign  of  not  over  one 
square  foot  in  area  may  be  used  and  there  shall  be  no  public 
display  of  goods. 

(9)  A  private  stable  and  all  farm  buildings  which  are  used 
in  connection  with  and  as  a  part  of  the  operation  of  the  farm. 

(10)  A  private  garage  with  space  for  not  more  than  three 
automobiles  to  he  used  in  connection  with  and  as  an  incident  of 
one  of  the  foregoing  purposes,  provided,  as  to  each  such  garage 
that  after  a  public  hearing  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  fourteen 
days’  notice  of  which  shall  be  published  in  the  local  newspaper 
and  marked  to  the  last  known  address  of  each  owner  of  property 
within  the  five  hundred  feet  of  the  proposed  location,  the  Select¬ 
men  shall  rule  that  such  garage  will  not  be  detrimental  or  in¬ 
jurious  to  the  neighborhood.

Section  4.  Any  building  structure  or  premises  in  an  “A”  zone 
which  at  the  time  of  adoption  of  this  by-law  is  being  used  for  a 
purpose  not  permitted  hereunder,  may  be  continued  to  the  same 
extent  in  such  use  or  in  a  use  not  substantially  different  therefrom. 
Any  building  or  structure  in  an  “A**  zone,  which  at  the  time  of 
adoption  of  this  by-law  does  not  conform  to  the  kinds  of  buildings 
or  structure  permitted  hereunder,  may  be  maintained,  may  be 
structurally  altered,  or  enlarged  to  the  extent  of  the  entire  con¬ 
tiguous  premises  owned  on  the  date  of  passage  by  this  by-law  by 
the  then  owner  of  said  building  or  structure.  Should  any  non- 
conformiing  building  occupied  by  a  non-conforming  use  be  par¬ 
tially  or  wholly  destroyed  by  fire,  abandoned,  or  destroyed  by 
any  other  casualty,  it  may  he  repaired  or  replaced  by  a  building 
or  structure  substantially  the  same  in  character  and  used  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  formerly  used  or  for  a  use  not  substan¬ 
tially  different  therefrom,  provided  such  repair  or  replacement 
is  commenced  within  a  year  from  the  date  of  such  destruction 
and  work  thereon  prosecuted  with  reasonable  dispatch. 

Section  5.  In  a  4‘B’*  zone  there  shall  be  no  restrictions  as  to 
construction  or  use  of  the  building,  structure,  or  premises  therein 
located. 

Section  6.  Where  a  boundary  line  of  an  “A”  zone  divides 
a  single  lot  at  the  time  of  adoption  of  this  by-law  it  does  not  extend 
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more  than  twenty-five  feet  within  said  boundary  line  of  an  44  A” 
zone,  the  regulations  applicable  to  an  “A”  zone  shall  not  apply 
to  said  lot,  except,  that  if  said  lot  has  no  entire  frontage  on  a 
street  in  a  44B”  zone,  said  entire  lot  shall  be  subject  to  the  regula¬ 
tions  of  an  44A”  zone. 

Section  7.  Any  structure  which  shall  violate  the  provisions 
of  this  by-law  shall  be  removed  and  the  person  or  persons  guilty 
of  the  violation  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
Twenty  Dollars  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Town  of 
Scituate. 

Section  8.  The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provisions  of  this 
by-law  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provisions  thereof. 
See  Annual  Report  1937,  Article  28. 

Section  9.  This  by-law  may  be  repealed  or  modified  at  a 
Town  meeting  after  notice  as  provided  by  law  and  an  opportunity 
for  objectors  to  be  heard,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  said  Town  Meet¬ 
ing-  \ 

Section  10.  So  much  of  this  by-law  as  is  approved  by  the 
Attorney-General  shall  go  into  effect  upon  its  publication  as  re¬ 
quired  by  law.

Abolition  of  Advisory  Board: 

Creation  of  Advisory  Committee 

ARTICLE  13 

Will  the  Town  vote  to  rescind  its  By-Laws  establishing  an 
Advisory  Board  and  adopt  the  following  By-Law  in  order  to 
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comply  with  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  39,  Section  16,  Tercenten 
ary  Edition,  or  act  thereon: 


BY-LAW 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  an  Advisory  Committee 
for  the  Town  which  shall  perform  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  sections  of  this  article  and  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
General  Laws.  Said  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine  citizens  of 
the  Town,  which  committee  shall  be  appointed  as  provided  in 
the  following  section,  and  no  person  holding  an  elective  or  ap¬ 
pointive  town  office  or  receiving  a  salary  from  the  said  Town  shall 
be  eligible  to  serve  on  said  committee. 

Section  2.  Immediately  upon  taking  effect  of  this  by-law  the 
Moderator  shall  appoint  from  the  citizens  of  the  Town  three  mem¬ 
bers  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  dissolution  of  the 
annual  town  meeting  of  1943,  three  members  whose  term  of  office 
shall  expire  at  the  dissolution  of  the  annual  town  meeting  of 
1942,  three  members  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  dis¬ 
solution  of  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1941;  and  at  each  annual 
meeting  thereafter  the  Moderator  thereof  shall  fill  vacancies  oc¬ 
curring  in  this  office.  Said  committee  shall  choose  its  own  officers 
and  serve  without  pay.  Said  committee  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a 
true  record  of  its  proceedings  and  annual  file  a  copy  in  the  office 
of  the  Town  Clerk. 

Section  3.  To  this  committee  shall  be  referred  all  articles 
in  any  warrant  for  town  meeting  hereafter  issued.  The  Selectmen, 
after  drawing  any  warrant  for  a  town  meeting,  shall  transmit  im¬ 
mediately  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Advisory  Committee,  and  said 
committee  shall  consider  all  articles  therein  and  shall  report 
thereon  in  print  or  otherwise,  to  the  town  meeting  such  recom¬ 
mendations  as  it  deems  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 
Lpon  written  request  a  reasonable  time  in  advance  the  Advisory 
Committee  shall  grant  a  hearing  to  the  petitioners  for  any  articles, 
before  making  recommendations. 

Section  4.  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  require  the  Select¬ 
men  and  other  Town  Officers,  under  whose  direction,  appropria¬ 
tions  of  money  are  expended,  to  submit  to  them,  at  least  thirtv 
days  before  the  annual  town  meeting,  an  estimate  of  the  appro¬ 
priations  necessary  to  be  made  for  their  various  departments,  and 
to  come  before  them  for  consultation  regarding  the  same,  at 
such  times  and  places  as  said  committee  shall  determine.  A  public 
hearing  may  be  held  upon  all  articles  due  notice  of  which  is  to  be 
given  to  the  citizens.  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  state  the 
amounts  which  in  its  opinion  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  ensu- 
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ing  year,  and  shall  add  thereto  such  explanations  and  suggestions 
in  relation  to  the  proposed  appropriations  as  it  deems  expedient 
and  report  thereon  as  provided  in  section  three. 

Section  5.  Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  com¬ 
mittee  by  any  cause,  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Moderator. 
Five  members  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  if  any  member  is  absent  from  five 
consecutive  meetings  of  said  Committee,  except  in  cases  of  illness, 
said  Committee  may  consider  his  position  vacant  and  report  such 
vacancy  to  the  Moderator  who  shall  proceed  to  fill  the  same.  The 
term  of  office  of  any  person  appointed  as  aforesaid  to  fill  a  vacancy 
shall  be  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  whom  he  succeeds. 

Section  6  The  Advisory’  Board  heretofore  established  by  vote 
of  the  Town  is  discharged  upon  qualification  of  the  new  Committee 
hereby  established.

WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

January  1,  1946. 

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners, 

Scituate,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

Herein  is  submitted  the  fourteenth  annual  report  of  the  Scitu¬ 
ate  Water  Dept.,  containing  an  account  of  the  activities  of  the  year 
1945  and  recommendations  for  future  consideration. 

Prosecution  of  the  World  War  required  priorities  on  all  ma¬ 
terials,  and  all  major  activities  were  eliminated.  Water  main  ex¬ 
tensions  were  practically  prohibited,  and  work  of  that  nature  was 
postponed  for  post-war  consideration. 

Continuous  twenty-four  hour  operation  of  the  well  that  was 
developed  in  Stearns’  meadow  during  1944  has  proved  the  great 
value  of  this  addition  to  the  system.  The  average  amount  pumped 
from  this  well  was  about  500,000  gals,  per  day  throughout  the  year. 

The  new  Fairbanks-Morse  pump  that  was  installed  in  well 
number  eleven  in  Webster  meadow  has  worked  out  very  satisfac¬ 
torily.  The  volume  of  water  pumped  has  been  increased  by  70,000 
gals,  per  day,  and  the  cost  of  pumping  has  been  reduced  approxi¬ 
mately  $6.00  per  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  of  water 
pumped  at  Sta.  No.  11  during  1945  was  56,574,000  gallons,  repre¬ 
senting  a  saving  of  $340.00. 
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Owing  to  the  conditions  prevailing  during  the  World  War, 
the  pump  was  ordered  in  June  of  this  year  for  number  ten  well  in 
Webster  meadow  was  not  delivered  until  December.  The  installa¬ 
tion  was  not  completed  during  1945. 

Scituate  is  growing  and  will  continue  to  grow  more  rapidly. 
The  water  supply  that  is  now  available  is  not  adequate  for  any  in¬ 
creased  demand  and  additional  sources  should  be  developed  as 
rapidly  as  possible.  For  this  reason,  ten  eight-inch  test  wells  were 
drilled  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Of  these  wells  there  is 
one  that  may  possibly  be  developed  to  deliver  300,000  gallons  per 
day.  Further  testing  is  to  be  carried  on  to  obtain  a  more  careful 
estimate  of  the  amount  of  water  that  may  be  pumped  from  the 
area. 

Recent  storms  have  destroyed  a  number  of  small  shallow  lines 
in  Humarock.  Some  of  these  lines  should  be  replaced  with  6-inch 
mains,  laid  at  the  proper  depth  to  supply  water  service  twelve 
months  of  the  year. 

There  are  several  locations  in  Scituate  where  the  mains  should 
be  extended  to  complete  a  circuit  and  provide  better  domestic  and 
fire  service.  Replacements  should  be  made  on  Gannett  Rd.  as  soon 
as  the  proposed  layout  is  complete  and  before  new  construction 
is  started.  Replacement  of  the  main  to  First  and  Second  Cliffs 
should  be  given  early  consideration. 

Better  office  and  general  quarters  could  be  provided,  on  Water 
Dept,  property,  in  the  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pumping  Station,  which 
would  benefit  the  Department.  This  arrangement  could  be  ac¬ 
complished  easily,  and  it  seems  feasible  to  do  so  at  this  time.

REPORT  FOR  THE

Elected  by  the  Voters  of  Scituate 

January  8,  1946. 

At  the  time  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1945,  a 
complicated  injury  confined  me  to  my  home.  Mr.  Stephen  C. 
Webster  was  seriously  ill  and  could  not  leave  his  bed.  Upon  the 
re-election  of  Mr.  Mcjennett  to  the  Board  he  came  to  my  home 
for  an  organization  meeting.  He  stated  that  due  to  ill  health  he 
no  longer  wished  the  responsibility  of  Chairman  of  the  Board 
and  asked  me  to  take  over,  and  it  was  so  voted.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

During  1945  sixty-one  new  shade  trees  were  planted  on  our 
streets.  Twelve  of  these  were  replacements  for  trees  that  died  in 
the  dry  summer  of  1944.  Most  of  these  trees  were  maples  and  elm. 

The  elms  on  our  streets  were  sprayed  twice  for  control  of  the 
elm  beetle.  They  are  in  good  condition  and  none  of  the  new 
diseases  have  been  reported  in  this  area  that  were  not  here  in  1944. 
The  Japanese  Beetle  is  here  in  small  eolonies  but  the  new  insecti¬ 
cide  DDT  will  kill  them  easily.  This  new  insecticide  DDT  will  be 
a  great  help  to  us  as  we  learn  to  use  it  in  the  proper  way. 

The  new  roadside  cutter  was  a  great  help  this  year  and  did 
very  good  work.  A  big  improvement  will  be  noticed  in  our  road¬ 
sides  in  the  next  few  years,  making  our  town  cleaner  for  ourselves 
and  our  visitors  to  enjoy. 

The  Gypsy  Moth  and  Brown  Tail  Moth  is  not  bad  here,  but 
we  must  keep  our  borders  sprayed  to  keep  them  out.

Allers,  pediatrician  for  the  Well-Baby  clinic,  held  once  a  month 
for  children  under  two. 

The  Service  sponsored  the  Whooping  Cough  Immunization 
clinics,  with  Dr.  Ward  in  charge,  at  a  cost  of  $80.  A  large  number 
of  children  were  given  protection  from  this  disease. 

Supplies  for  Mrs.  Alice  M.  Dowd,  Public  Health  Nurse,  were 
paid  for  by  the  Service,  and  members  of  the  Board  bought  and 
made  up  three  obstetrical  kits  for  use  in  her  ward. 

T.  B.  research  and  rehabilitation  in  Massachusetts  was  aided 
by  your  gift  of  $175.00  to  the  Plymouth  County  Health  Association, 
of  which  this  organization  is  a  member. 

The  Nursing  Service,  cooperating  with  the  nurses  of  the  town, 
both  school  and  public  and  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  is  ready 
to  serve  any  member  of  the  community  with  any  health  problem.

REPORT  OF  THE 

PRE-SCHOOL  DENTAL  CLINIC 

Scituate  Board  of  Health, 

Scituate,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sirs: 

May  first.  Child  Health  Day,  will  soon  be  here,  and  it  might 
well  again  have  for  its  slogan,  “Speed  Children  on  the  Road  to 
Health.” 

Scituate  is  a  community  realizing  that  objective,  for  it  is  mak¬ 
ing  full  use  of  all  recourses  that  will  insure  every  child  safe  birth, 
normal  growth,  and  protection  against  disease  and  accident  on  the 
road  from  infancy  to  maturity. 

One  cannot  too  often  stress  the  fact  that  dental  caries  is  a 
physical  impairment  which  exceeds  in  prevalence,  all  others  known 
to  occur  in  children  in  the  United  States. 
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The  solution  of  our  problem  calls  for  a  distinction  between 
the  prevalence  of  decay  (an  accumulation  of  caries  over  the  years) 
and  the  incidence  of  decay  (an  annual  increment  of  caries) . 

By  checking  the  incidence  as  we  are  doing,  the  prevalence  will 
decrease. 

Of  the  thirty-two  children  examined  in  Pre-School  Dental 
Clinic,  twenty-five  received  dental  care.  Remedial  treatment  in¬ 
cluded  thirty-seven  Roentgenograms  taken,  fifty-eight  treatments 
given,  seventeen  extractions  made,  two  hundred  fifty-four  restora¬ 
tions  made,  seventy-one  Fluoride  treatments  given,  and  twenty-five 
Prophylaxes  given  with  twenty  cases  completed. 

At  the  completion  of  each  Pre-School  Dental  Clinic,  I  think 
with  McFall,  (national  leader  in  children’s  dentistry),  when  we 
serve  the  children  who,  we  all  admit,  are  our  most  prized  posses¬ 
sion,  and  greatest  asset,  we  are  indeed  keeping  faith  with  the  people 
who  believe  in  and  need  us.

Our  milk  farms  are  clean  and  the  cows  are  well  kept. 

I  have  issued  thirty-five  milk  licenses  and  eight  licenses  for 
the  sale  of  oleomargarine.

INSPECTOR  OF  PLUMBING 

January  26,  1946. 

Board  of  Health, 

Town  of  Scituate, 

Scituate,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

During  the  past  year  the  installation  of  plumbing  has  increased 
considerably,  and  with  the  lifting  of  restrictions  and  the  fact  that 
the  reconversion  to  the  manufacture  of  plumbing  materials  for 
civilian  needs  is  rapidly  taking  place,  I  look  forward  to  ever  in¬ 
creasing  activity  next  year.  Most  plumbers  doing  work  within  the 
town  are  desirous  of  conforming  with  the  code.  Some  are  unac¬ 
quainted  with  the  fact  that  our  by-laws  make  it  necessary  for  the 
plumber  to  secure  a  permit  before  commencing  the  work.  In  order 
to  emphasize  this  by-law  in  a  public  manner,  I  quote  Section  1  of 
the  Regulation  of  Plumbing: — “Every  plumber,  before  doing  work 
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in  a  building  shall,  except  in  the  case  of  repairs  or  leaks,  file  at  the 
office  of  the  said  Inspector,  upon  blanks  to  be  provided  for  the 
purpose,  a  notice  of  the  work  to  be  performed;  and  no  such  work 
shall  he  done  in  any  building  except  in  accordance  with  plans 
which  shall  be  approved  by  the  Inspector,  nor  until  a  permit  be 
first  issued  thereof.*’ 

The  importance  of  conforming  to  the  law  in  all  cases  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  the  public  health  and  should  he  particularly  attended  to 
in  the  case  of  Restaurants,  Taverns,  Drug  Stores  or  any  commercial 
or  industrial  installations  where  food  is  served  to  the  public. 

If  proper  attention  is  paid  to  obtaining  the  necessary  permit, 
the  possibility  of  interruption  of  service  will  be  eliminated. 

v 

Section  2  of  the  plumbing  Code  provides  that: — “The  plumb¬ 
ing  of  every  building  in  the  town  of  Scituate  abutting  upon  a  street 
or  way  in  which  there  is  or  shall  be  a  public  sewer,  shall  be  con¬ 
nected  with  such  sewer:  the  plumbing  of  all  other  buildings  shall 
he  connected  with  a  cesspool  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health.” 
The  attention  of  every  citizen  contemplating  building  a  cesspool 
is  called  to  the  by-law  and  the  plan  for  such  cesspool  must  be  ap¬ 
proved  before  a  permit  can  be  issued  for  plumbing. 

There  are  sections  of  the  town  where  the  present  regulation 
in  regard  to  sewage  disposal  may  not  seem  to  apply.  However,  any 
plan  submitted  will  be  carefully  considered  by  the  Inspector  and 
some  solution  of  the  problem  presented.

REPORT  OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  INVESTIGATING  SCHOOL 
HOUSING  NEEDS 

To  the  Voters  of  Scituate: 

This  committee  convened  soon  after  the  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  of  March,  1945,  which  appropriated  $10,000  for  the  purchase 
of  land  and  $6,000  for  the  engineering  expenses. 

In  order  to  be  sure  that  a  new  school  would  conform  to  the 
best  modern  educational  standards,  the  School  Committee  was 
asked  to  secure  an  up-to-date  surv  ey  of  the  elementary  school  needs. 
This  has  been  done  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education 
and  the  report  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  School  Committee 
soon. 

Questionnaires  were  sent  a  number  of  architects  to  determine 
their  qualifications  to  assist  us,  however  no  selection  has  been 
made. 

No  progress  has  been  made  in  the  actual  preparation  of  build¬ 
ing  design,  as  we  were  advised  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  the 
building  site  they  were  directed  to  purchase  by  the  town  vote  was 
encumbered  by  certain  restrictions.  The  land  has  therefore  not 
been  acquired  and  no  structure  planning  was  done.  Your  atten- 
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tion  is  invited  to  the  article  by  the  Selectmen  in  the  Town  Warrant 
for  the  1946  annual  meeting,  pertinent  to  this  land  purchase. 

Under  the  appropriations  made  for  this  purpose  there  were 
no  expenditures. 

A  change  in  the  committee  was  occasioned  by  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Eldon  Lusk  and  the  appointment  of  Mr.  D.  A.  Vines,  to 
serve  in  his  stead.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

PLANNING  BOARD 


During  the  year  the  Planning  Board  has  held  many  meetings, 
cooperating  with  other  Boards  and  Town  Officials,  giving  serious 
consideration  to  all  propositions  brought  before  it. 

Mr.  Albert  McLean  resigned  as  a  member  of  our  Board  in  July 
due  to  his  removal  from  town;  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Selectmen 
and  Planning  Board,  Mr.  George  R.  Paul  was  unanimously  elected 
to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  he  has  proven  a  valuable  member. 

The  first  Planning  Board,  in  1929,  recommended  that  Scituate 
should  own  more  beach  land  around  beautiful  Scituate  Harbor, 
for  the  benefit  of  all  its  citizens.  In  this  we  concur,  and  our  Board 
has  approved  the  proposed  taking  of  the  beach  land  along  Jericho 
Road  ,  as  called  for  by  an  article  in  this  year’s  warrant. 

Our  Town  is  growing  rapidly;  the  serious  housing  shortage  is 
a  condition  and  not  a  theory;  we  undoubtedly  will  be  faced  with 
more  building  and  greater  real  estate  developments  in  the  near 
future. 

Scituate  badly  needs  a  simple,  effective  Building  Law,  with 
the  consequent  appointment  of  a  Building  Inspector  to  aid  in  its 
enforcement. 

This  proposition  has  engaged  most  of  our  efforts  for  the  year, 
and  we  are  offering  for  your  favorable  consideration  a  Building 
Law  which  we  feel  is  both  reasonable  and  timely,  an  article  for 
the  acceptance  of  which  will  appear  in  the  annual  warrant. 

Since  1929  your  Planning  Boards  elected  under  the  so-called 
“Old  Law’’  have  been  valuable  as  far  as  their  legal  limitations  per¬ 
mitted;  hut  under  the  existing  set-up  we  find  it  impossible  to  estab¬ 
lish  any  effective  control  over  any  new  real  estate  developments, 
with  which  our  Town  has  had  some  unfortunate  experiences  the 
past  few  years. 

To  correct  this  situation  and  provide  for  effective  regulation 
of  any  future  real  estate  developments  your  Board  is  sponsoring 
another  article  in  this  year’s  warrant  to  abolish  the  present  Planning 
Board,  and  the  election  of  a  new  Board  under  the  1936  law. 

This  will  enable  us  to  provide  the  needed  regulation  for  future 
orderly  real  estate  developments  and  be  of  immeasurable  benefit 
to  all  our  citizens.

REPORT  OF  THE 

VETERANS  COMMITTEE 

When  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans’  Services  recommended 
that  all  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  establish  Veterans 
Centers,  Scituate  Selectmen  not  only  complied,  but  offered  desk 
space  in  an  already  crowded  town  hall. 

A  committee  was  appointed  and  held  several  meetings,  but  it 
developed  that  the  dissemination  of  information  would  be  best 
handled  by  one  familiar,  at  least  in  part,  with  the  volume  of  regu¬ 
lations  concerning  the  returned  G.  I.  and  his  rights. 

A  course  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Education  and  the 
Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services,  covering  a  period  of  nine 
weeks,  was  attended  by  the  chairman  of  this  committee. 

Each  Tuesday,  with  very  few  exceptions  the  Chairman  has 
been  at  Town  Hall  ready  to  assist  on: 

Bonus  Applications  Burial  Allowances 

Pension  Applications  Flag  Applications 

Apprentice  Training  School  Under  G.  I.  Bill 

Loan  for  House  or  Business  Disability  Application 

Insurance  Reinstatements  or 
Reconversion 

Discharges  have  been  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk,  and  ar¬ 
rangements  have  been  made  with  the  Town  of  Marshfield  to  use 
their  photostat  for  Scituate  veterans,  the  town  reimbursing  for 
film  used  in  making  photostatic  copies. 
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Admission  to  Veterans  Hospitals  has  been  secured  for  sick  or 
disabled  veterans  and  the  groundwork  lias  been  laid  for  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  local  physician  as  Medical  Officer.  When  this  is 
effected,  it  will  reduce  the  demand  for  hospitalization  and  insure 
for  Scituate  veterans  prompt  and  satisfactory  treatment  within 
the  Town  limits. 

AH  immediate  relatives  of  the  deceased  veterans  were  con¬ 
tacted  and  a  sincere  effort  made  to  see  that  they  were  fully 
informed  as  to  all  benefits  due  them. 

The  greatest  need  is  for  jobs.  Many  of  the  returning  veterans 
enlisted  before  or  immediately  after  graduation  from  high  school 
and  lack  qualifying  experience  for  many  jobs  which  they  seek. 
If  one  day  a  week  could  be  devoted  to  contacting  firms  or  seek¬ 
ing  placement  for  these  and  other  unemployed  veterans,  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  Veterans  Officer  would  be  happier  for  all  concerned. 

Selectman  Shea,  Mrs.  Day,  Mr.  Kevin  B.  Dwyer  of  the  Vet¬ 
erans  Bureau,  Mr.  Litchfield,  who  must  certify  all  bonus  applica¬ 
tions,  Town  Clerk  Wade,  and  Mr.  Roy  Litchfield  of  the  local  Trust 
Company  have  all  been  most  cooperative  in  the  period  this  com¬ 
mittee  has  functioned. 

Action  must  be  taken  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  concerning 
Veteran  Centers.  For  a  Town  of  this  size  it  would  not  seem  to 
he  advisable  to  have  a  full  time  employee,  and  the  committee  is 
not  so  recommending.

REPORT  OF  THE 

MEMORIAL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Scituate,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen : 

The  committee  appointed  by  your  Board  to  prepare  a  suit¬ 
able  plan  for  a  War  Memorial  Building  for  the  veterans  of  the 
town  of  Scituate  recommend  the  erection  of  a  Memorial  Build¬ 
ing  to  be  located  in  the  Center  of  Scituate. 
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A  survey  has  been  made  of  locations  situated  in  the  Harbor 
section  of  the  town,  the  center  of  the  Town  and  also  considera¬ 
tion  was  given  to  the  acquisition  of  the  Country  Club,  located  at 
3rd  Cliff. 

On  January  13,  1946,  a  public  meeting  was  held  at  the  High 
School  to  discuss  the  entire  matter.  It  was  the  opinion  that  before 
any  definite  site  be  recommended  to  the  Town  that  additional  in¬ 
formation  be  obtained  relative  to  the  possibility  of  acquiring 
the  Scituate  Country  Club  for  the  veterans  and  to  determine  the 
cost  of  repairing  the  present  club  house  for  the  use  of  the  veterans. 
On  January  20,  1946,  another  public  meeting  was  held  and  was 
largely  attended  by  World  War  II  veterans.  The  expression  of 
this  meeting,  although  informal,  resulted  in  the  following: 

(1)  That  the  proposed  Memorial  Building  be  erected  in  the 
Center  of  the  Town  and  that  a  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($50,000)  be  appropriated  by  the  Town  for  the  construction  of 
the  proposed  building.  That  this  building  be  used  for  veterans’ 
affairs  and  shall  not  be  attached  or  be  a  part  of  any  other  public 
building. 

(2)  That  an  article  be  prepared  to  cover  the  above  request. 

Accordingly,  your  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of 

the  above  and  further  recommends  that  if  the  transfer  of  Town 
owned  land,  located  at  corner  of  First  Parish  Road  and  Cudworth 
Street  can  not  be  affected  that  other  land  in  Scituate  Center  be 
purchased. 

May  we  emphasize  that  the  War  Memorial  Building  for  the 
Veterans  of  our  Town  should  be  in  keeping  with  the  ideals  they 
helped  to  perpetuate.  It  ought  to  be  beautiful,  but  simple  and 
dignified,  and  should  represent  all  that  is  good  and  great  in  true 
Democracy.  On  the  practical  side,  it  ought  not  to  be  expensive 
to  establish  or  maintain,  and  its  beauty  and  charm  should  reflect 
a  fitting  memorial.  Above  all,  it  must  be  a  credit  to  the  com¬ 
munity  and  reflect  the  highest  honor  to  the  men  and  women  it 
commemorates. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  express  sincere  thanks  to  your 
Board,  to  the  service  organizations,  namely,  American  Legion  and 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  to  the  several  churches  ami  to  all  who 
assisted  in  the  formation  of  the  plan  selected. 

Particular  gratitude  of  your  Committee  is  also  expressed  to 
the  returned  veterans  because  of  their  active  discussion  and  sin¬ 
cere  interest  and  the  manner  in  which  they  contacted  all  the 
veterans  of  the  Town  in  arranging  and  making  possible  the 
splendid  attendance  at  the  January  20th  public  meeting.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31,  1944,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr. 
Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  hooks  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  December  31,  1944,  the  following  report  submitted  thereon: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  depart¬ 
ments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town,  or  committing 
hills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  com¬ 
parison  with  the  hooks  kept  by  the  town  accountant.  The  recorded 
receipts  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  with  the 
records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  hills  for  collection.  The  records  of  disbursements 
were  checked  with  the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the  payments 
as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s  hooks. 

The  general  and  appropriation  ledgers  were  analyzed,  the 
appropriations  and  transfers  as  recorded  were  checked  with  the 
town  clerk’s  record  of  town  meetings  and  with  the  records  of  the 
advisory  committee,  the  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from 
the  audit  of  the  several  departments  were  made,  a  trial  balance 
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was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  re¬ 
port,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
on  December  31,  1944.  This  balance  sheet  indicates  that  the  finan¬ 
cial  condition  of  the  town  is  very  good. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  compared  with  the 
records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town 
and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  warrants  of 
the  selectmen  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The 
cash  balance  on  January  24,  1945,  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of 
deposit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  verified 
by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  checked  with  the 
cancelled  securities  on  file. 


The  savings  hank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invest¬ 
ment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  were  examined  and  listed, 
the  income  being  proved  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  being  veri¬ 
fied. 


The  tax  title  deeds  representing  liens  on  real  estate  were  listed, 
the  amounts  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with 
the  collector’s  records,  the  reported  redemptions,  foreclosures,  and 
disclaimers  were  verified,  and  the  tax  titles,  as  listed,  were  recon¬ 
ciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger,  and  checked  with  the  records 
at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 


The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  tax,  assessments,  departmental,  and  water  ac¬ 
counts  outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examination,  as  well 
as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited  and  proved.  The  col¬ 
lections  as  posted  on  the  commitment  records  were  compared  with 
the  cash  book  collections  and  with  the  recorded  payments  to  the 
town  treasurer  as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s  cash  book.  The  abate¬ 
ments,  as  entered,  were  checked  to  the  records  in  the  departments 
authorized  to  grant  such  credits,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by  mail¬ 
ing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 


The  town  clerk’s  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued 
were  examined,  the  payments  to  the  State  being  verified  by  corn- 
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parison  with  the  receipts  on  file  and  the  payments  to  the  town 
treasurer  being  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  hook. 

I  he  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  selectmen 
and  the  police  and  health  departments,  as  well  as  the  records  of 
all  other  departments  collecting  money  or  committing  hills  for 
collection,  were  examined  and  checked,  the  reported  payments  to 
the  treasurer  being  verified. 

1'lie  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  to  furnish  them 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and 
found  to  he  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  referred  to,  there  are  appended 
to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  and 
the  collector  s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  tax  title,  de¬ 
partmental,  and  water  accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the 
condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  various  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Scituate: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  twentieth  annual  report  for 
your  consideration. 

The  school  year  opened  for  the  fall  term  of  1945  on  September 
5.  The  October  1  census  showed  a  total  enrollment  of  851  in  the 
three  schools  compared  with  849  in  1944.  The  Hatherly  School 
numbered  242;  the  Jenkins  School.  245;  and  the  High  School,  364. 

TEACHING  STAFF  CHANGES 

There  were  no  teacher  changes  at  the  High  School  during  1945. 
However,  Mr.  Frederick  A.  Calkin  returned  from  a  leave  of  absence 
for  military  service  on  December  3  and  resumed  his  duties  as 
principal.  Mr.  Nelson  is  continuing  as  a  member  of  the  staff  for 
the  present. 

At  the  Hatherly  School,  Mrs.  Vera  L.  Mitchell  continued  as 
substitute  teacher  in  Grade  \T  and  Mrs.  Doris  L.  Reddy  in  Grade 
III  until  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June.  Miss  Carol  Vollmer 
was  then  transferred  to  the  Grade  \  I  position,  leaving  a  vacancy 
in  Grade  V.  M  iss  Beryl  Rafuse  of  Chelmsford,  a  graduate  of 
Truro  Normal  School  with  twenty-five  years'  experience  in  the 
Chelmsford  schools,  was  appointed  to  the  fifth  grade  position. 
M  iss  Elizabeth  \  an  Dusen  of  Braintree,  a  graduate  of  Gorham 
Normal  School,  with  a  B.  S.  in  Education  degree  from  Boston  Uni¬ 
versity,  was  appointed  to  the  Grade  III  position.  Miss  Van  Dusen 
has  been  a  third  grade  teacher  in  the  Milton  schools  for  the  past 
seven  years. 

There  were  two  changes  at  the  Jenkins  School.  The  vacancy 
in  Grade  V,  caused  by  the  tragic  death  of  Mrs.  Marion  Murphy  on 
July  6,  was  filled  with  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Louise  Hosmer  of 
Scituate,  a  graduate  of  Illinois  College,  with  three  years'  teaching 
experience  in  the  schools  of  Illinois.  During  the  summer  Miss 
Margaret  Paul  resigned  from  the  Grade  1  position  to  take  a  similar 
one  at  Stratford,  Connecticut.  Miss  Gertrude  W  ard  of  Scituate 
wa*  appointed  to  this  vacancy.  Mi?*s  Ward  is  a  graduate  of  Perry' 
Kindergarten  Normal  School,  and  has  bail  twentv-two  years’  ex- 
perieuce  in  the  primary  grades  of  the  W  est  Bridgewater  schools. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June  Mrs.  Doris  D.  Ward 
retired  from  teaching  ami  Mrs.  Barbara  Arnold,  a  graduate  of  the 
Massachusetts  College  of  Art  and  a  former  Scituate  teacher,  uas 
appointed  as  Supervisor  of  Drawing  for  the  elementary  grades. 
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Mrs.  Ward  has  been  a  teacher  of  Art  in  the  Scituate  schools  for 
the  past  twenty-two  years.  Her  achievement  in  this  field  has  been 
outstanding  and  she  is  missed  by  both  teachers  and  pupils.  Our 
best  wishes  go  with  her.

SCHOOL  BUILDING  NEEDS 

(a)  Elementary 

In  last  year’s  report  I  stated  the  conclusions  of  Miss  Alice  B. 
Beal,  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Education  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education,  regarding  the  inadequacy  of  our  present 
elementary  schools  and  the  desirability  of  providing  a  new  central 
building  for  the  elementary  pupils.  I  shall  not  repeat  those  con¬ 
clusions  here  but  suggest  that  you  refer  to  them  again  in  the  1944 
report. 
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During  the  year  your  Superintendent  lias  visited  some  of  the 
towns  in  Massachusetts  that  have  constructed  new  elementary 
school  buildings  within  the  last  few  years,  and  he  has  conferred 
with  superintendents  and  others  who  are  making  a  study  of  school 
building  needs  and  are  planning  school  house  construction. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year  the  school  commit¬ 
tee  wrote  Dr.  Julius  E.  Warren,  Commissioner  of  Education,  to 
see  if  he  might  arrange  to  have  the  staff  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education  “make  a  survey  of  our  present  elementary  schools 
with  the  idea  of  helping  us  plan  a  program  that  should  aid  in  de¬ 
termining  the  design  of  a  new  building  and  the  facilities  it  should 
include.'’ 

In  response  to  this  request  Dr.  Warren  appointed  the  follow¬ 
ing  committee: 

Alice  B.  Beal,  State  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Education, 
Chairman. 

Sarah  A.  Beard,  Consultant,  School  Libraries,  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education.

Nursing,  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Ruth  E.  Davis,  Director  of  Teacher  Training,  State  Teachers 
College,  Bridgewater. 

Lois  L.  Decker,  Supervisor  of  Physical  Education,  State  Teach¬ 
ers  College,  Bridgewater. 

Anna  A.  Kloss,  State  Supervisor  of  Household  Arts  Education. 

Martina  McDonald  Driscoll,  State  Supervisor  of  Education  in 
the  Field  of  Music. 

Priscilla  M.  Nye,  State  Director  of  Art  Education. 

The  members  of  this  committee  have  made  several  visits  to 
Scituate  and  have  had  conferences  with  the  principal  of  the  ele- 
mentary  schools  and  the  superintendent  of  schools.  A  final  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  at  the  State  Board  of  Education  offices  at  Boston. 
All  phases  of  the  educational  program  were  discussed  and  the 
building  facilities  that  would  be  required  to  carry  on  the  best  type 
of  an  elementary  program. 

A  report  is  being  prepared,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Beal, 
and  should  he  in  the  hands  of  the  school  committee  soon.  The  re¬ 
sults  of  this  survey  will  be  of  value  to  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  town  to  secure  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  for  a  new 
elementary  building. 
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(b)  High  School 

In  recent  years  the  peak  in  our  high  school  enrollment  was 
in  1941  and  the  low  in  1943.  Since  the  latter  date  there  has  been 
an  increase  again,  the  enrollment  this  year  being  within  10  of  the 
1941  enrollment.  With  this  in  mind  it  seems  proper  that  I  should 
again  call  your  attention  to  the  desirability  of  providing  additional 
classrooms  in  the  high  school  in  the  near  future. 

Our  school  service  flag  now  contains  367  stars,  and  to  the  ten 
gold  stars  previously  listed  it  has  been  necessary  to  add  four  more. 
Thomas  Nelson  Ewell  was  graduated  with  the  Class  of  1937  and 
Renie  Joseph  Jacobucci  with  the  Class  of  1932.  Robert  Augustus 
Cole  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1924  and  Edwin  Ray  Spear  of 
the  Class  of  1940.  Our  sympathy  is  extended  to  the  families  of 
these  former  members  of  our  school. 

The  school  department  lost  two  of  its  members  through  death 
in  1945.  Mrs.  Marion  P.  Murphy  lost  her  life  in  the  fire  which 
destroyed  her  home  on  the  night  of  July  6.  She  had  taught  Grade 
V  at  the  Jenkins  School  for  a  period  of  one  year,  and  was  an 
excellent  teacher.  Charles  Peirce  became  janitor  of  the  Hatherly 
School  on  June  1,  1942  and  continued  until  his  death  in  October, 
1945.  We  always  felt  grateful  t*j  him  for  taking  over  the  duties 
of  this  position  at  a  time  when  it  was  impossible  to  secure  the 
services  of  younger  men.  He  took  a  real  interest  in  his  work  and 
it  was  always  well  done. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  following  reports  of  the  school 
principals,  the  school  physician  and  the  school  nurse;  also  to  the 
various  statistical  tables  and  to  the  financial  reports.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL

Dear  Sir: 

It  is  a  sincere  pleasure  to  me  to  be  delegated  to  make  the 
High  School  Principal's  Report  for  1945. 

On  December  3  of  this  year  Scituate  High  School  was  happy 
to  welcome  hack  its  principal,  Mr.  Frederick  A.  Calkin,  who  had 
served  in  the  armed  forces  since  June,  1942.  Previous  to  that  date 
I  had  been  the  Acting  Principal.  During  this  time  the  world 
changed  from  war  to  peace.  Up  to  the  very  end  our  school  carried 
forward  its  war  time  activities  with  a  loyalty  and  sincerity  that 
comes  only  from  a  deep  sense  of  responsibiliiy  to  community  and 
country. 

The  coming  of  reconstruction  shifted  the  em  Ph  asis  from  war 
to  peace,  hut  in  no  sense  lessened  the  obligations  placed  upon 
our  schools.  That  this  truth  is  fully  realized  by  our  teaching  staff 
and  student  body  can  not  be  questioned  as  there  is  no  decrease 
in  either  purposeful  effort  or  wholesome  enthusiasm  for  the  activi¬ 
ties  that  count.  Classroom  instruction  continues  to  meet  a  high 
degree  of  efficiency,  extra-curricular  activities  are  increasing  their 
scope  and  effectiveness,  and  the  few  direct  war-time  activities  that 
still  remained  are  supported  with  undiminished  faithfulness. 

The  Junior  Red  Cross  and  the  weekly  sale  of  \  ictory  Bonds 
and  stamps  are  two  examples  of  this.  In  the  latter  the  total  sales 
for  the  school  year  ending  last  June  was  $9,197.50,  and  for  15 
weeks  of  the  current  school  year  it  has  totaled  S7,7 17.75  which 
earned  our  school  two  hospital  unit  panels  which  have  been  placed 
upon  two  hospital  beds  in  the  Westover  Field  Hospital  at  Chicopee, 
M  ass.  Each  panel  reads  as  follows: 

“The  students  and  teachers  of 
Scituate  High  School 
Scituate,  Mass.

have  successfully  completed  a  war  bond 
and  stamp  campaign  to  help  finance  the 
hospital  facilities  you  are  using.*’ 
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The  enrollment  of  our  school  on  October  first  was  365  dis¬ 


tributed  as  follows:

This  is  an  increase  of  eight  over  that  of  the  corresponding  date 
last  year. 


Fifty  seniors  received  their  diplomas  last  June.  Although  war 
made  it  impossible  for  many  to  continue  their  education  the  fol¬ 
lowing  September,  others  did,  and  we  find  them  enrolled  in  the 
following  institutions;  Becker  Junior  College,  School  of  the  Mu¬ 
seum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston  University,  Fay  School,  Northeastern, 
Tufts  and  Worcester  Polytechnic. 

Our  school  holds  a  “Class  A”  rating  with  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Secondary  Education,  and  the  certificate  privilege  of  the 
New  England  College  Admissions  Board.  The  certificate  grade  is 
B  or  85. 


It  is  my  considered  and  sincere  opinion  that  if  a  compre¬ 
hensive  study  of  scholarship  were  made  in  secondary  schools 
Scituate  High  School  would  have  a  favorable  position.  However, 
I  would  not  let  this  opportunity  go  by  without  emphasizing  the 
necessity  of  excellent  scholarship  as  an  indispensable  criterion 
for  successful  college  work. 

Closely  associated  with  scholarship  are  school  attendance  and 
conscientious  home  study.  Both  are  responsibilities  which  par¬ 
ents  and  pupils  must  share  with  the  school.  A  system  of  deten¬ 
tion  periods,  primarily  to  give  the  pupil  an  opportunity  to  make 
up  work  due  to  absences,  was  inaugurated  the  last  semester  of  last 
year.  It  was  successful  in  impressing  upon  the  pupil  the  necessity 
for  making  up  work,  and  indirectly  made  for  better  attendance. 
During  the  present  semester  it  is  suspended  until  such  time  as 
conditions  may  demand  its  return. 

In  my  report  of  a  year  ago  I  suggested  that  a  modest  but 
effective  guidance  program  be  organized,  and  I  am  happy  to  know 
that  this  met  with  your  approval  as  well  as  that  of  the  School 
Committee.  Preliminary  steps  have  been  taken  in  this  direction 
and  a  three-fold  program  which  will  include  personal  or  charac¬ 
ter  guidance,  educational  guidance  and  vocational  guidance  is  be¬ 
ing  prepared. 

The  interest  shown  in  the  program  of  testing  which  was  ad¬ 
ministered  in  November  1944  proved  to  be  real  and  on  a  wider 
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scope  than  anticipated.  Prompted  by  this  a  more  complete  pro¬ 
gram  was  conducted  last  November.  This  program  consisted  of 
a  battery  of  nine  tests  in  the  Iowa  Tests  of  Educational  Develop¬ 
ment  for  the  sophomore  and  junior  classes,  a  battery  of  educa¬ 
tional  guidance  tests  for  the  freshmen  class,  and  a  battery  of  edu¬ 
cational  and  vocational  guidance  tests  for  seniors.  The  last  two 
batteries  were  administered  by  the  School  and  College  Relations 
Department  of  Boston  University.  The  results  of  these  tests  will 
he  available  early  in  February  and  pupils  and  parents  who  are 
interested  are  invited  to  conferences  concerning  the  results  in 
any  individual  case. 

I  believe  it  is  not  out  of  order  at  this  time  to  call  attention 
to  the  pleasing  fact  that  the  Iowa  tests  of  1944  showed  that  our 
school  stood  exceptionally  high  in  the  percentile  study  of  achieve¬ 
ment  covering  hundreds  of  American  High  Schools. 

Definite  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  in  the 
use  of  audio-visual  aids.  Gifts  from  the  Scituate  Salvage  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Scituate  Parent-Teachers  Association  has  made  it 
possible  to  purchase  a  film  strip  projector  and  to  start  a  perman¬ 
ent  library  of  film  strips.  This  visual  aid  together  with  our  sound 
motion  picture  projector,  our  lantern  slide  projector  and  our  mic¬ 
rophone  are  of  genuine  assistance  in  successful  classroom  instruc¬ 
tion.  With  the  addition  of  an  opaque  projector  to  these  aids  our 
school  will  have  equipment  in  this  field  comparable  with  the  best. 

All  of  our  athletic  teams  are  competing  in  league  schedules 
that  are  expanded  to  normal  peace  times.  There  is  real  satisfac¬ 
tion  to  have  our  teams  once  more  able  to  make  out  of  town  trips 
hv  a  school  bus  thereby  decreasing  the  risk  of  accidents.  Our 
champion  girls’  basketball  team  received  wide  and  deserved  com¬ 
mendation,  and  its  inter-sectional  post-season  game  with  the  Farm¬ 
ington  High  School  of  Unionville,  Conn.,  proved  to  he  a  pleas¬ 
ing  occasion. 


In  January  of  this  year  a  broad  program  of  calisthenics  and 
gymnastics  supplemented  by  corrective  exercises  was  inaugurated. 
In  addition  there  will  be  the  intramural  basketball  and  baseball 
games  arranged  especially  for  those  pupils  who  are  not  members 
of  the  varsity  teams.  An  active  cheering  and  “pep  squad9'  of 
girls,  ami  a  large  pupil  Athletic  Association  are  definite  assets 
which  reflect  genuine  and  wholesome  interest  in  our  entire  athletic 
program. 


The  non-athletic  activities  likewise  are  progressing  in  a  healthy 
and  successful  manner.  The  girls’  glee  club  under  the  directorship 
of  Miss  Reynolds  has  been  placed  upon  a  rotating-period  basis 
which  has  favored  a  growth  in  membership  from  27  in  June  to  a 
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membership  of  over  65  at  'the  date  of  this  report.  In  addition  a 
glee  club  of  18  hoys  has  been  organized. 

With  war  restrictions  removed  from  band  equipment  our 
band  under  the  directorship  of  Mr.  Leach  is  going  forward  with 
wholesome  and  enthusiastic  growth. 

These  musical  groups  have  been  of  invaluable  assistance  at 
school  assemblies  and  similar  activities,  and  their  steady  growth 
promises  even  greater  service  in  the  future. 

The  1945  “Scituate  Calendar”  met  with  such  enthusiastic  re¬ 
ception  a  year  ago  that  a  1946  “Scituate  Calendar”  has  been  issued 
which  contains  block  prints  of  scenes  along  the  South  Shore.  The 
prints  were  drawn  and  cut  by  pupils  of  the  art  department  under 
the  supervision  of  Miss  Rowell. 

“The  Chimes”  Staff,  overcoming  many  handicaps  due  to  war 
conditions,  issued  its  Commencement  annual.  It  received  many 
favorable  comments. 

Both  the  1945  senior  play,  “Honest  Abe”  and  the  all-school, 
“Showboat  Minstrels,”  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Gile  were 
financial  and  dramatic  successes.  Miss  Gile  was  assisted  in  the 
musical  parts  of  the  latter  production  by  Miss  Reynolds  and  Miss 
Maxim. 

An  attractive  series  of  school  assemblies  is  being  produced 
during  the  current  year.  Several  are  prepared  by  class  and  school 
organizations  while  others  are  from  the  School  Assembly  Service 
of  Rochester,  N.  Y.  Many  of  these  assemblies  are  scheduled  at 
1:10  in  the  afternoon,  and  parents  and  friends  are  cordially  in¬ 
vited  and  urged  to  attend. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  with  sincere  thanks 
and  appreciation  the  receipt  of  the  following  gifts  since  the  last 
report:

Since  the  last  report  our  service  honor  roll  lias  an  addition 
of  30  names.  It  now  contains  367  names  and  10  gold  stars. 

At  this  point  I  would  make  the  following  two  recommenda¬ 
tions  which  I  believe  should  be  labelled  “necessary.” 

1.  The  purchase  of  a  sufficient  number  of  steel  lockers  which 
will  adequately  accommodate  all  pupils  in  both  of  the  locker 
rooms  and  in  both  of  the  athletic  dressing  rooms. 

2.  Alterations  which  will  provide  a  principal’s  private  office. 

Before  closing  this  report  I  would  be  most  unappreciative 

if  I  did  not  call  your  attention  to  our  splendid  cafeteria.  Al¬ 
though  the  total  patronage  has  been  greatly  increased  over  a 
period  of  a  year  and  a  half  it  has  not  lowered  in  any  particular 
its  high  standards  of  service  and  efficiency. 

In  conclusion  I  express  my  thanks  and  gratitude  to  all  those 
individuals  and  organizations  whose  friendly  counsel  and  active 
cooperation  have  made  it  possible  to  accomplish  the  progress  sug¬ 
gested  in  this  report.  I  shall  remember  with  much  pleasure  and 
satisfaction  the  loyalty  that  you,  as  superintendent  of  schools, 
the  school  committee,  the  teaching  staff  and  school  personnel, 
and  the  student  body  have  shown  me  when  I  was  the  Acting  Prin¬ 
cipal.  It  has  been  a  happy  opportunity  for  me  to  work  with  all 
of  you.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Supervising 
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Principal  of  the  Hatherly  and  Jenkins  Schools. 

The  following  table  shows  the  enrollment  by  grades,  as  of 

October  1,  1945.  i  -

The  above  figures  are  given  as  of  October  1  since  the  school 

census  is  taken  at  that  time.  However,  since  that  time  transfers 

%  ' 

have  occurred  giving  a  total  of  250  for  Hatherly  School  ana  246 
for  Jenkins  School,  or  a  grand  total  of  496. 

With  the  coming  of  V-E  Day  and  V-J  Day  the  sale  of  stamps 
and  bonds  within  the  schools  decreased.  This  was  true  through¬ 
out  the  country  and  was  the  natural  reaction.  The  need  of  money 
to  carry  out  the  peace  has  been  stressed  and  it  is  hoped  that  pupils 
will  continue  to  buy  stamps  and  bonds  regularly.  During  the 
calendar  year  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  two  schools  have  been 
responsible  for  the  sale  of  $8,465.15  worth  of  stamps  and  bonds. 

Boys  and  girls  are  naturally  interested  in  nature  in  its  many 
forms,  birds,  animals,  weather,  etc.  To  capitalize  on  this  interest 
and  to  give  instruction  by  a  specialist  in  nature  study,  Miss  Emily 
Goode  of  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  was  engaged  to  come 
to  the  Scituate  Elementary  Schools.  Miss  Goode  comes  to  Scitu- 
ate  every  other  week,  meeting  with  the  fifth  grade  pupils  in  each 
school  for  a  one  hour  period.  Much  interest  has  been  shown  on 
the  part  of  the  children. 

In  the  course  of  the  school  year  there  are  many  requests  for 
contributions  of  money.  The  response  to  the  appeal  for  the  Junior 
Red  Cross  was  very  gratifying,  the  two  schools  contributing  $61.47. 
At  Christmas  time  ditty  bags  were  filled  with  articles  and  sent 
to  the  Chelsea  Naval  Hospital.  Scrapbooks  were  sent  to  children 
in  the  Children’s  Hospital.  Also  at  Christmas  time  the  boys  and 
girls  responded  to  the  appeal  for  money  for  the  Plymouth  County 
Hospital. 

The  work  in  the  elementary  schools  is  being  carried  on  under 
tremendous  handicaps.  The  one  great  problem  is  the  lack  of 
sufficient  rooms  to  allow  for  proper  grouping.  Classes  are  too  large 
and  as  a  result  of  this  condition  it  is  impossible  to  provide  a  school 
program  varied  enough  to  meet  the  needs  and  abilities  of  the 
pupils.  A  modern  school  program  calls  for  the  education  of  the 
whole  child.  We  can  not  be  satisfied  with  teaching  the  three  R’s 
only,  important  as  they  are.  We  must  be  concerned  with  the 
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growth  of  hoys  and  girls  in  personality,  character,  and  morality, 
in  physique,  intellect,  and  skills.  A  modern,  well-equipped  build¬ 
ing  is  necessary  if  such  a  program  is  to  he  carried  out. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  your  support  and  for  that  of  the  School  Committee  and 
to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Scituate: 

The  physical  examinations  of  the  pupils  have  been  carried 
out  as  in  past  years.  A  fewr  cases  needing  correction  have  been 
discovered,  most  of  them  in  families  recently  moved  into  Scituate. 
Except  for  two  epidemics  of  severe  colds  the  schools  have  been 
almost  free  of  serious  disease;  but  it  is  after  such  periods  of  good 
fortune  that  more  dangerous  illnesses  flare  up.  And  1  remind  the 
parents  again  to  keep  a  child  home  and  in  bed,  at  the  first  sign 
of  sickness.  Epidemics  of  measles,  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough, 
start  from  a  single  case  that  appears  at  first  to  be  a  simple  cold 
or  sore  throat. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Hatherly  and  Jenkins  Schools  will  not 
have  to  be  used  much  longer.  The  school  physician  and  nurse 
will  rejoice  over  a  new  building  no  less  than  the  teachers  and 
parents  will. 

1  thank,  heartily,  the  other  members  of  the  school  health 
stall’,  the  teachers  and  parents,  for  their  cooperation  in  attending 
to  the  health  needs  of  the  pupils.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

The  school  health  service  program  is  but  one  phase  of  com¬ 
munity  health  work.  This  program  has  been  given  more  or  less 
in  detail  in  several  of  my  reports  during  the  past  eighteen  years. 
Parents  who  are  community  health  minded  have  access  to  this  refer¬ 
ence  material  in  their  town  reports.  Those  who  are  not  familiar 
with  the  program  may  get  some  idea  of  it  from  the  partial  list  of 
routine  procedures  given  as  follows. 

Assisting  physician  and  dentist  in  clinic  for  pre-school  chil¬ 
dren. 

Assisting  physician  with  examinations  of  school  children. 

Assisting  in  dental  clinics  in  elementary  schools. 

Keeping  physical  and  dental  records. 

Follow  up  visits  for  correction  of  defects,  and  in  the  interest 
of  prevention  and  control  of  communicable  diseases. 

Sanitary  inspections  of  school  buildings. 

Inspections  of  individuals  and  groups. 

Health  instructions  to  individuals  and  groups. 

Home  visits  whenever  possible  in  cases  of  reported  illness. 

Home  visits  for  prevention  of  truancy. 

Hospital  clinic  visits. 

Transportation  to  tuberculosis,  child  guidance  and  speech 
clinics.  Follow  up  visits  on  the  cases. 

First  aid  treatments  in  cases  of  illness  or  accidents. 

Replenishing  of  supplies,  and  so  on. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  Scituate  has  been  free  from 
epidemics  or  threatened  epidemics  of  communicable  diseases  with 
the  possible  exception  of  common  colds. 
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All  children  who  were  suspected  as  a  source  of  danger  to  the 
health  of  others  were  excluded.  They  were  checked  before  re¬ 
admittance  to  the  class  rooms. 

There  was  no  justification  for  reports  that  pediculosis  appeared 
as  a  major  problem  in  the  schools.  Few  parents  failed  to  give  their 
cooperation  in  our  plan  of  control.  Every  parent  should  be  aware 
of  the  ever  present  possibility  that  a  child  may  come  in  contact 
with  lice.  This  contact  may  he  made  far  remote  from  the  schools. 
Therefore  it  behooves  every  parent  to  take  over  the  duty  of  a  two 
minute  inspection  of  hair  and  scalp  at  least  once  or  twice  weekly. 
It  is  as  much  their  responsibility  to  do  this  as  it  is  to  provide  other 
essentials  which  contribute  to  the  child’s  health  and  happiness. 

To  parents  and  members  of  the  school  personnel,  I  wish  to 
express  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  very  generous  cooperation  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.
